Fussy Rainbows 


Regarding Ray Bergman’s depart- 
mental, Fish Can Tell Color, I too am 
of the opinion that rainbow trout have 
decided likes and dislikes when it comes 
to colors in flies. 

In many years of fishing in various 
parts of East Africa, I have never 
caught a trout on a fly with any blue 
in it. For years I found the same thing 
true of green, until one day, when all 
else had failed, I tried a green High- 
lander and to my great surprise began 
to get fish. 

ted I have always found an asset 
in a wet fly, although only once have I 
caught anything on a Cardinal. 

While I agree in general with Ray’s 
advice about using dark flies on dark 
nights, I have found that a _ white- 
winged fly such as a Coachman does 
very well at dusk. Perhaps the fish take 
it for a white moth. 

As for fish other than trout, with 
largemouth bass I seem to do best with 
a silver spoon with red spots on one 
side and all red on the other. Polished 
spoons are better on barracuda and 
jack than dull ones. However, while 
one day a copper spoon will seem to 
be the ticket, the next day they may 
want a silver one. I have noticed this 
same sort of thing with trout. With 
salt-water fish, a red, or combination 
of red and white is generally a good 
bet.—F’. A. Railton, Baghdad, Iraq. 


Big Bob 


I am sending a picture of a big bob- 
cat which must be close to a new world 
record. It was trapped by my brother, 
Duncan Parrish, last December here on 
Drummond Island, at the eastern end 
of Michigan’s upper peninsula, where 
we both live. 

It was a male, measured 52 in. from 
nose to tip of extended hind paw, and 
weighed 47 lb. It was weighed on the 
sample scales of the Drummond Dole- 
mite Company, which are very accurate.

The previous record for a Michigan 
bobcat was 41 lb., 1 oz. A female, it 
was killed by Carl T. Johnson, a 
Cadillac bear and bobcat hunter.

In regard to O’Connor’s “Ugliest 
Game,” I was stationed in Iran during 
the war, with Company B, 788th M. P. 


Battalion. For about the first 114 years 
the only fresh meat we had were the 


wild boars we shot ourselves. The pic- 
ture shows a day’s kill. Marvin Flem- 
ing is on the left, I am on the right. 

Hunting pigs in the river-bottom, 
we'd be walking along, and suddenly, 
almost under our feet, a boar would go 
tearing out of a heavy clump of brush, 
grunting and wheezing. It made our 
hair stand on end. 

To kill the boars we usually used 
standard Army ammo. At times we 
killed them at 300 yd. or better, though 
of course not always with one shot. 

They sure could carry a lot of lead. 
Once when I was trying a carbine with 
a 30-round clip, I fired at a boar that 
was about 200 yd. distant and going 
away fast. The first shot kicked up 
sand in front of him, and so did the 
second, but from then on there was 
nothing but the crack of the carbine 
until I fired the 22nd round. Then the 
pig dropped like he’d been hit with an 
ax. When I got to him I found that the 
last shot had cut his throat, and it was 
the only one that did any real damage. 

When we skinned that pig we found 
17 pieces of lead just under the thick 
hide—and they were flattened out like 
they’d hit a wall of steel.—Ed Reed, 
Springfield, Ill.

Bullet hit Solda’s gun in this position 


ager hunting season brings its crop 
4 of shooting accidents, fatal and 
otherwise, but when a gun accidentally 
saves a man’s life—that’s news. 

On November 26, 1955, Gelindo 
Solda, 33, of Norway, Mich., was hunt- 
ing with a party of seven near his home 
in the upper peninsula. He had just 
made a drive through a swamp, when it 
happened. 

Solda was carrying his Remington 
Model 740 Woodsmaster across the front 
of his body, when a bullet from the gun 
of another hunter smashed into the re- 
ceiver of his rifle, and fragments of 
metal flew against his ribs. 

Apparently Solda had been mistaken 
for a deer by a 14-year-old boy on his 
first deer hunt. 

The other hunter fired at Solda from 
a range of about 75 yd. State police and 
conservation officers said if he hadn't 
been carrying his rifle at ‘“‘port’’ arms, 
the bullet would have torn through his 
mid-section, probably killing him. 

The photographs show how the bullet 
struck Solda’s rifle, penetrating the re- 
ceiver above the trigger guard, and 
blowing out the other side. 

Solda wound up in the Penn hospital 
at Norway. X-rays revealed that all 
his wounds were superficial—-thanks to 
his trusty autoloader.

Here we are for the third month, with OUTDOOR LIFE’S 
new regional insert, bringing spot news and the latest 
dope on hunting, fishing, and conservation to our sports- e 
men readers in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, 
lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan. 


As -arth-shaking event is coming up this month on the 
brown-trout rivers in Michigan and Wisconsin. In Michi- 


gan it’s known as the caddis hatch. Wisconsin fishermen 
commonly call it the Green Bay fly hatch. 

Whatever you call it, it’s one of the liveliest trout carni- 
vals of the Midwest, and you'll do well to get in on it. 

The fly browns go wild for is actually a big May fly, one 
of the hundreds in that fly family, and as my friend Dick 
Hemp, a devout Wisconsin follower, remarks, the one that 
brown trout go nuts about. 

“Even in the dead of winter,” Dick says, “I can feel my 
scalp prickle whenever | think of an oversize brown sur- 
facing for one of those floating flies. They come up with a 
lazy, deliberate sosh—and all of a sudden you've got maybe 
five pounds of red-spotted TNT on the end of your line!” 


In south-central Wisconsin the hatch starts about the 
middle of June, depending on weather conditions. Farther 
north in that state the flies are not likely to appear much 
before the last week in June. In Michigan, June 25 is an 
average date. Hatches offer 10 days to two weeks of fast 
action. 


ae hatches are incredible on warm evenings with favor- 
able conditions. The flies are two inches long, if you include 
legs and tail. They emerge from the water, dance over it, 
and fall back on it in a swarm that has to be seen to be 
believed. 

The best of this sport is after dark. On the northern 
streams where I have fished these hatches, you can count 
on the flies starting to emerge each night about the time the 
first whippoorwill call rings through the darkening woods. 
As darkness deepens, the hatch grows heavier. On a warm 
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night the flies continue to swarm into the air until falling 
temperature brings things to a halt, usuaily around mid- 
night. 


While the hatch lasts, every brown trout in the stream 
goes May fly crazy—throws caution to the winds and gorges 
himself. The pattern that takes ‘em is a big, dry May fly. 
In Michigan we call them caddis patterns (though they’re 
not a caddis at all) and they are tied in endless variations. 
The general idea is the same in all cases, however. They’re 
big and burly and look more or less like the real insect. 

Despite the recklessness of the trout, this fishing is far 
from a soft touch. It’s no easy feat to handle a dry fly in a 
brush-bordered pool in the dark. You must cast to rises you 
can hear but not see, and you must fish them with pinpoint 
accuracy. 

The best way is to select a stream and stretch of water 
you're familiar with, pick a stand with plenty of room for 
backcasts, and stay put. Night wading can be risky in many 
streams. If the river has a good population of browns and 
a heavy fly hatch, you'll get all the fishing you want with 
very little moving. 


Che the hatch starts, even though it’s too dark to see, 
you'll hear fish starting to feed. Listen carefully. If a trout 
is rising with a lot of commotion, splashing and flailing 
around, pass him up. He’s a little fellow, scared of his

shadow, racing to get his share without being gobbled up 
by some whopper. 

Wait till you hear one that rises quietly and sucks his 
May flies in with a well-mannered sl-u-u-u-rp. That'll be 
an old lunker, afraid of nothing, taking his own arrogant 
JUNE, 1956 
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there’s no chance of any further gain in the Seney goose 
population. So the biologists decided to have a try at 
changing the wintering habits of their geese. 


Last fall they live-trapped and penned up 100 Canadas, 
mostly youngsters hatched the previous spring, with just a 
sprinkling of older birds. In November they loaded the 
geese into compartments on a specially equipped, two- 
decker truck and headed for the wintering area they had 
picked—the Lacassine National Wildlife Refuge in Lou- 
isiana, about 150 miles west of New Orleans. No shooting 
is permitted there, so the 100 honkers would be safe for 
the winter. 


Dave McGlauchlin, a waterfowl biologist at Seney, and 
Don Smith, a flyway biologist from Minneapolis, set out to 
drive the 1,200 miles nonstop. But a certain peculiar re- 
quirement of their passengers disrupted that schedule. The 
geese insisted on standing all the time the truck was in 
motion. Thus their legs got tired, and Smith and Mc- 
Glauchlin found it necessary to make 10-minute rest stops 
every couple of hours to avoid the risk of injury to the 
leg-weary birds. 

As it was, the two men drove the 1,200 miles in 49 
hours, delivering their load at Lacassine in good shape and 
without casualties. 


Part of the band of 100 trucked south returned to Seney 
this spring under their own power. That was what the few 
older birds in the flock were for, to lead the way back 
home. Special bands on the transported geese made it pos- 
sible to identify them when they showed up with other 
migrants in March. A number are now rearing broods on 
the refuge. 

The biologists believe many of them will fly back to 
Lacassine with their families this fall, thereby setting a new 
pattern of migration for geese hatched on the south shore 
of Lake Superior. 


If the Seney-Lacassine geese run true to form, they will 
help to break up the undesirable concentrations at 
Horseshoe Lake and other places along the flyway. Once 
the flock builds up, there will be more goose shooting in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana, and Missouri as the 
Michigan-reared birds move down the flyway on the long 
trip to Louisiana each fall.

MORE DEER HUNTING 


How many Ohio deer hunters know that they‘re buying 
public hunting areas for themselves out of their own 
license fees? 

Ohio game laws provide that $3 out of each $5 deer 
permit fee may be spent to acquire forest lands, man- 
aged for deer and open to public hunting. Since the fall 
of 1951, when the program was launched, more than 
4,000 acres have been bought in that way and added to 
six state forests, at a cost of $53,000. 

The income from deer licenses last fall was $181,000. 
At the $3 out of $5 rate, that would have yielded around 
$108,000 for the purchase of deer lands. But it wasn’t 
all used that way. Some of it went for deer-food improve- 
ment work. Even at the present rate, however, the pro- 
gram is bound to improve Ohio deer hunting.

‘hie shooting is done on the Kaskaskie River bottoms, 
which serve as the home roost of one of the largest concen- 
trations of crows in the Midwest. Only wild crows are 
hunted and no birds are released for the shooters. 

Shooters are divided into three classes — novice, inter- 
mediate, and expert. Any contestant taking part for the 
first time is automatically classed a novice. 


Each crow shooter is assigned to a specified area for the 
first hour of the shoot and is also assigned a judge, usually 
an Illinois conservation officer. Contestants may build 
blinds and use their own decoys and crow calls, either voice 
or mechanical. At the start of the second hour they are free 
to move out of their areas and hunt where they please. 

Last year’s kill was 236 crows, taken by 42 gunners from 
14 states. In previous years the kill has run higher. 


Normat about 50 shooters enter, and Texans have 
dominated the event the last six or seven years. The present 
title holder is Eddie Mergard of Dallas, a five-time winner. 
He won four straight years and retired the Association 
trophy in 1953, missed out in 1954, but came back last 
year to claim the crown again with a kill of 27 crows. He 
is expected to be on hand to defend his title this year. 


Winners in the doubles event last year were Verne Rains 
of Francisville, Indiana, and Ira Lewis of Medraysville, 
Indiana, with a joint kill of 26. 

Walt Maywald of Lombard, Illinois, carried off the 
crow-calling crown in 1955 for the second time, and his 
son Bob, also of Lombard, repeated as runner-up.

shot skeet yesterday with one of the 
best guns for that purpose that I’ve 
ever had my hands on. It was the new 
Remington Model 58—and it’s gas-oper- 
ated. System is similar to that in the 


| Remington Model 740 big-game rifle. 


Any shotgun using the long recoil 
system, like the Remington Model 11-48, 
the old Remington Model 11, the 
Browning, and others, accentuates re- 
coil to some extent as the barrel comes 
banging back to give the shooter a jolt. 
One gun of that type which I once 
owned really used to bat me around. 
After a couple of rounds of skeet with 
it I'd feel as if Rocky Marciano had 
belted me. 

But the gas-operated Model 58 has a 
recoil as soft and gentle as a maiden’s 
sigh (if one wants to be poetic) or 
about like a 20 gauge (if one wants to 
be literal). When I showed up with it 
at my gun club, a whole flock of char- 
acters wanted to shoot the gun. They 
were all amazed and delighted. 

The new gun has the streamline ap- 
pearance of the sister temington 
Model 11-48 and the cousin Model 870 


| pump gun, two of the best-stocked and 
| handsomest 


repeating shotguns ever 
put on the market. Stock dimensions 
are the same: drop at comb 1% in., 
drop at heel 2% in., length of pull 14 in. 

Such dimensions do a pretty good job 
ot fitting the average man. For me the 
stock is just about what the doctor 
would prescribe for skeet, where a 
slightly low-shooting gun is preferred. 


For fast-jumping upland birds, I'd 
rather have a bit higher comb and 
straighter stock. According to the 
Remington hand-out, the guns in 12 


gauge weigh about 7 lb. My sample 
with 26 in. skeet barrel having venti- 
lated rib—weighed 71. 

The gun has been prettied up with 
game scenes and scroll done by Fred 
McCaleb, well-known outdoor artist. 
The decoration, I suppose, is etched on. 
Stuff would never be mistaken for the 
engraving on a J. P. Sauer or a Hol- 
land & Holland royal grade, but it’s 
very nice on a mass-produced repeater.

That probably means 
that 26-in. barrels will be in improved- 
cylinder and skeet chokes, the 28-in. in 
modified and full, and the 30-in. in full 
choke.

21 Winchester 20 gauge 
shotgun for the 3-in. Magnum shell has 
26-in. barrels. The lads in the Model 21 
department at Winchester tried to talk 
me into a 28 or even a 30-in. barrel, but 
I wouldn’t have anything longer. It’s a 
ferocious little pheasant and quail gun 
as it stands. But anyway, I'd give a 
pretty penny if some outfit would bring 


out a 24 or 26-in. barrel for an auto- 
loader. My hunch is that it would pay 
off in sales. 

In the new gun a so-called Dial-A- 
Matic load control, at the end of the 
fore-end, adjusts for heavy or light 


loads with a twist of a dial marked H 
for heavy and L for light. 

The Model 58 autoloader is operated

Mechanical Decoy Duck 


— I've been in this spot I’ve seen a 
.) lot of gadgets, but the oddest one 
I've ever laid eyes on is a mechanical 
decoy duck put out by the Riley Decoy 
Corporation, 2212 Onyx Street, Eugene, 
Oreg. 

The thing looks like a mallard drake, 
but what makes it novel is that it’s 
driven by a battery-operated motor. It 
paddles around, feeds, does everything 
but flap its wings and quack. Strikes 
me that with a couple of these to give 
eye appeal a good set of decoys would 
be almost irresistible. 


Good Stock Finish 


here are probably 10,000 perfectly 

satisfactory ways of putting a finish 
on a gunstock so it will look reasonably 
well. Some gun fanciers like their 
stocks dull. Others want them to glit- 
ter and shine like the marquee of a 
Times Square movie theater. I like a 
compromise—a sheen, with glow and 
depth that just misses being dull. 

After the usual sanding down of 
the stock, wetting it to make the 
“whiskers” rise, then sanding and wet- 
ting again, I like to do the finish 
sanding with No. 600 wet-or-dry sand- 
paper, used wet and on an art-gum 
eraser. When the stock is as slick as 
a piece of glass, I brush it with spar 
varnish and hang it up. The next day, 
if any spots look dull, showing that the 
wood has absorbed all the varnish I 
have put on, I brush on some more. 

I then let the varnish dry until it is 
bone dry, dust dry, dry as dry can be. 
I then wet a piece of No. 250 wet-or-dry 
paper, back it with the eraser, and go 
to it, cutting the varnish down to the 
bare wood. I wind up finishing once 
more with No. 600, used wet. When the 
stock is dry it looks as if it had never 
been finished, except that under the 
light the pores show up bright. They 
are filled with varnish. 

I then take a bit of George Brothers 
linseed oil, or a mixture—boiled linseed 
75 percent spar varnish 25—plus a 
drop or two of oil-soluble red or some 
alcanet root, and rub up the stock with 
my hands. Before I put it away, I rub 
off any surplus oil with a dry rag. I 
do this every day for a week, so the 
finish will harden in very thin layers. 

After a week of daily treatment I 
rub with oil but once a week. If the oil 
ever feels sticky or gummy, I cut off 
the gummed oil with fine steel wool, or 
with fine sandpaper used wet. 

Easiest way to louse up the finish 
is to hurry. If you try to sand down

TERMINAL TACKLE RIGS 


nce the beginner has acquired a 
() working knowledge of salt-water 

rods, reels, and lines, his next 
important lesson is to learn about ter- 
minal tackle. This includes everything 
attached to the end of a fishing line: 
leader, hook, swivel, sinker, spinner, 
and lure. It can apply to a simple 
bottom-lying rig to snare an eel, as 
well as to an expertly assembled com- 
bination meant for a top-water game- 
fish. 

Proper terminal tackle plays just as 
important a part in salt-water angling 
as it does in fresh. Whether a fish is 
brought to the hook with natural bait 
or an artificial lure, realism is an im- 
portant factor in using terminal tackle. 

When it comes to artificial lures, how- 
ever, the word realism often proves 
misleading. As many experienced an- 
glers will testify, it isn’t unusual for 
a fish to ignore a lure which to a 
human eye closely resembles a bait- 
fish. A lure which may seem strange 
to us may, on the other hand, be just 
the thing to attract a hungry fish. 
That being the case, just how realistic 
do you have to be? 


he question can be answered in part 

by an incident I once observed while 
scouting a rocky point in eastern Con- 
necticut. I came upon two anglers 
who were casting to striped bass feed- 
ing on a school of small herring. 

“T have what'll cook their goose,” 
said the younger of the two, after 
several of his casts with a _ spoon 
failed to produce a strike. He reached 
into his kit and came up with a small 
herring which, in its natural state, had 
been sealed into a thin coating of trans- 
parent plastic. 

“What could be more real than this?” 
he asked. 

“Give it a try,” the older man said. 
“Tll hold off casting awhile.” 

The plastic-dressed herring cast 
poorly, though the distance was only 
about 75 ft. It landed among the bass, 
whirled awkwardly, then responded 
lopsidedly to the retrieve. The stripers 
gave it a wide berth. 
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“How about letting me try a new 
plug before that thing scares the bass 
away?” asked the other. 

The plug, a blue-and-white affair that 
resembled a tiny rocket, had a nice 
action and threw little sheets of spray 
with each jerk. A bass grabbed it 
almost at once. 

When the bass had been brought to 
shore, the older fisherman made an 
interesting observation. “It doesn’t 
matter whether a lure is an exact im- 
itation of a baitfish or not,’’ he said, 
“so long as it swims and acts like one.” 


fact 

about artificial lures. What a lure 
acts like is more important than what it 
looks like. Some of the most outlandish- 
looking plugs perform so realistically 
that even keen-eyed gulls pounce on 
them. 

Leaders—the ma- 
terial which connects 
line to hook—also 
play an_ important 
role in salt-water an- 
gling. In some ter- 
minal rigs, a leader 
adds to the realism of 
a lure, particularly 
when fishing in clear 
water with light 


| |’: words summed up a vital 


class, or if the fish you seek has particu- 
larly sharp teeth and strong jaws, a 
leader is more important for its quali- 
ties of strength than deception. A blue- 
fish with its sharp, uneven teeth or a 
blue marlin with its enormous power, 
for example, will quickly sever a leader 
that’s too light. 

Many surf casters also use leaders, 
sometimes in water so roiled by storms 
that deception isn’t an important factor. 
In such cases, leaders may be of higher 
pound-test strength than the line on 
the reel. This allows for excess wear on 
the last few yards of line during cont- 
inuous casting with heavy lures. Some 
surfmen, of course, don’t bother with 
a leader—they merely double the line 
for a few feet above the lure. That’s 
O.K., but it can’t take the place of a 
good leader. 

There are three principal materials

tackle. Under these 
conditions, a nylon 
leader puts an almost- 
invisible space be- 
tween line and lure, 
making the fish less 
hesitant about grab- 
bing something which 
has a string attached 
to it. (Leaders aren’t 
always necessary, as 
when fishing with 
monofilament line.) In 
light-tackle fishing, 
the strength test of 
the leader is often less 
than that of the line. 
This also helps in the 
deception.

used for salt-water fishing leaders: 
single wire, cable wire, and nylon. 
Along with these are several variations 
or combinations, such as plastic-covered 
wire, bead chains similar to those 
which held the old-style bathtub stop- 
per, and Monel wire products. Mono- 
filament, of course, is a combination of 
line and leader. 


Tylon is most widely used by those 


1 who are after light and middle- 
weight fish. It is inexpensive and easy 
to rig. 


Single-strand wire, known as piano 
wire, is also inexpensive and easy to 
It gives excellent action and, when 
trolling, resists twisting much better 
than softer materials. In rigging piano- 
wire leaders, a loop is easily made by 
bending the end of the wire back on 
itself and making several tight twists. 
Piano wire must be handled carefully 
or it will kink—giving the lure an un- 
natural action and possibly causing the 
leader to break if you hook a good-size 
fish. 

The advantage of either braided or 
twisted cable over piano wire is that 
it will take more bending and twisting 


| without breaking. That’s the main rea- 
| son 


why, in its larger gauges, it is 
used for big gamefish. But cable comes 
in sizes between 2 and 20 gauge, and 
the smaller gauges also make good 
leader material for smaller fish. Cable, 
however, is more difficult to rig since it 
is made up of strands, consisting of sev- 
eral single wires. It’s hard to make a 
secure loop out of cable wire, though 
there are clamping devices which will 
secure the loops and prevent them 
from separating. Such devices may 
interfere some with smooth casting 
action and may also cause bubble 
streams which distract fish from the 
lure. The best cable leaders have loops 
which are soldered at their ends. 

The hook naturally does the most 
important job in all terminal rigs since 
it is the actual point of contact with 
the fish. A hook should be appropriate 
for the mouth of the game sought 
some are good for hard mouths and 
some for soft. A hook also should be of 
a quality equal to maintaining its hold 
throughout a long, hard struggle, for, 
as an old skipper once told me, “A $100 
rod and reel is only as good as the two- 
bit hook at the end of the line.” 

Fishhook manufacturers use two 
major methods in making their prod- 
ucts: drawn wire and forging. When 
the drawn-wire method is used, molten 
steel is shaped to the diameter of a par- 
ticular hook. The hook is then formed 
from the wire and later is tempered. 
Products of this method are fine for 
smaller and less vigorous fish, but be- 
cause of uneven tempering some drawn- 


| wire hooks are brittle or soft, which 


means they’ll break or bend under sud- 
den, powerful pressure. For big-game 
fishing, forged hooks are best. These 
cost a bit more, but the few additional 
cents are a good investment. 

There are many styles and models 
of salt-water hooks. Such famous 
names as Kirby, Limerick, Carlisle, 


| Sproat, Sobey, Sneck, and O’Shaugh- 


nessy are only a few. Some hooks are 


snelled, some have tapered eyes, ball 
eyes, looped eyes, flattened shanks, 
knobbed shanks, and needle eyes. Some 
have hollow points, spear points, and 
upset points; on others, the points are 
kirbed, straight, bent inward, or re- 
versed to the side. Small hooks are 
usually classified in size by plain num- 
bers, while the sizes of the larger ones 
are generally determined according to 
the 0 system: 1/0 is the smallest in this 
category and, except in special cases, 
14/0 is the largest. 

Every size and type of hook has its 
special use and its advantages and dis- 
advantages, depending on the game and 
the fishing method used. For instance, 
a hook with a short distance from 
point of hook to point of barb will im- 
bed easier in a fish with a hard mouth 
than will a hook with a longer distance 
between those two points. The one 
with the longer distance has to pene- 
trate deeper before the barb takes hold, 
but the shorter one is easier for the 
fish to throw. 

One also has to consider the kind of 
bait used in order to choose the right 
hook. When a hook has a short distance 
between its point and bend, it can be 
covered by a smaller bait than one 
with a longer distance in the same 
area. But such a hook naturally won't 
penetrate the fish’s mouth as far—an 
important fact when an acrobatic fish 
is hooked. 

A good rule of thumb for the aver- 
age inshore angler to follow is: use 
long-shanked hooks for fish that have 
soft mouths, and short-shanked hooks 
for those with tough ones. Regardless 
of model or quality, hooks should al- 
ways be kept needle-sharp. 


ry\he term “squid,” when applied to 

artificials, is one that puzzles many 
newcomers to salt-water fishing. This 
might be because it is also known, in 
some areas, as a jig or drail. Artificial 
squids are usually streamlined, dory- 
shaped lures made of metal, bone, or 
wood containing hooks that are either 
imbedded or free-swinging. They may 
weigh up to 6 ozs. The most popular 
material used in making these lures 
is block tin alloyed with enough lead 
to prevent cracking. 

Squids are used by many surf casters 

hence the term “squidders.’”’ These 
fellows often hook feathered bucktails, 
eelskins, and pieces of pork rind to 
squids for added attraction, and some 
paint their squids to match baitfish in 
the surf. Squids are essentially under- 
water lures that are cast long distances 
and retrieved with fast, change-of-pace 
speeds and rod-whipping motion. The 
lures can also be used for certain kinds 
of trolling. 

The true salt-water jig has a heavy 
head and a body of feathers in which 
either free-swinging or fixed hooks are 
concealed. The reliable old Japanese 
feathered jig is the granddaddy of 
them all. Most jigs are adapted for 
underwater fishing and trolling. 

There’s some controversy as to the 
exact definition of ‘“drail.”” Some hold 
that it’s a hook with a shank covered 
with lead for deep trolling. Others say 
that a drail is a heavy trolling sinker 


with two swiveled ends used to pull 
baits or lures at deep levels. I hold 
with the latter school. 

Many kinds of sinkers are used in 
salt-water fishing, and they come in a 
wide variety of sizes and shapes. Some 
are clamped directly on a line, others 
are tied to the terminal rig with a 
separate line. There are diving sinkers 
for deep and mid-level trolling, and 
even some for tournament casting. 
Some are shaped to hold bait on sandy 
bottoms, others to hold it on rocky 
bottoms. There are square pyramids, 
ball-pointed triangular pyramids, banks, 
triangular banks, dipseys, eggs, dia- 
monds, coins, coils, torpedoes, torpedo 
divers, and chains—-to name only a 
few kinds. 


hen size of a sinker depends on how 
much weight is required to hold bait 
at a certain depth when bottom fish- 
ing or trolling. For the former, a 
sinker’s shape depends on the kind of 
bottom: A sharp-edged pyramid takes 
a bite into soft sand and holds, while a 
smooth-edged bank sinker is better on 
a rocky bottom since it won't foul 
easily. In casting or trolling, use a 
sinker which suits both your tackle 
and the depth at which you want your 
lures to ride. 

Since terminal rigs often have to ride 
in turbulent water, what keeps them 
from twisting themselves into tangled 
messes of lines, leaders, hooks, and 
sinkers? The answer is the tiniest of 
all the gear—-swivels. 

A swivel is two links or eyes joined 
together with a pin so that either link 
may revolve freely. There are some 
finely-machined models which operate 
on tiny ball bearings. The swivel keeps 
the line free from kinks and prevents it 
from untwisting as the bait or lure 
twirls through the water. 

No matter what kind of swivel you 
use, take good care of it. Make sure 
it isn’t bent or twisted. Oil it often, 
and store it in a dry place, or in a 
can of flour. 

This is the last of three columns on 
the basics of salt-water fishing tackle. 
I hope they’ve answered some questions 
for newcomers and given the older 
hands an opportunity to do some brush- 
ing up.—George Heinold. 


Canned Iee for Outings 


I ie have ice in convenient form for 
carrying on trips, you can freeze 
water in cardboard milk cartons and 
tin beer cans. Just put water in the 
container and leave it in the freezing 
compartment of your refrigerator until 
it is frozen solid. The milk cartons are 
sealed by merely pushing the cover 
back in place. Beer cans that have been 
opened with a regulation beer opener 
are sealed by covering the triangular 
holes with adhesive tape. 

Ice in this form is handy for keeping 
fish or game fresh, and for chilling food 
for outings. If the containers were 
rinsed out before filling with clean tap 
water, you will have an emergency 
drinking supply after your ice has 
melted.—Albert Vaughn.

turn them to the water unharmed. 

Some commercial salmon trollers use 
a gaff not only to land the big ones but 
also to unhook the undersize. After 
watching a demonstration of this, Fred 
Bobsien, a San Francisco party-boat 
skipper, made the device pictured here. 
It costs next to nothing in either time 
or money (twisted coat-hanger wire 
will make one) and unhooks a fish as 
deftly as a bigger and more damaging 
gaff.

Donald H. Fry, Jr., a marine biolo- 
gist, described the new tool in a recent 
issue of Outdoor California, published 
by that state’s Department of Fish and 
Game. 

To use it, hold the hooked fish sus- 
pended over the water with a grip on 
the leader. Then engage the shank of 
the hook with the unhooking device, 
tighten the leader downward, and shake 
the fish gently. It will usually fall off 
the upended hook—landing in the water 
untouched by hands or equipment. 

Even a landing net, the marine biol- 
ogist points out, can knock enough 
scales off a fish to injure it seriously 
and should not be used to pick up a 
gamefish that will be released. 

Bobsien’s device is equally good for 
unhooking fish to be kept—saves time 
as well as wear and tear on the angler’s 
fingers.

Concerned over the great number of 

| fish that die after being caught and re- 
| leased by anglers, the donor proposes 
| to reward the individual who comes up 
with the most satisfactory solution to 
|the problem. A board of qualified 
judges appointed by Wehle will pick 
the winner. 

What’s wanted is a new sort of fish- 
hook which the angler can dislodge 
without serious damage to the fish. A 
barbless hook won’t do; the idea must 
be new. It can be a mechanical device 
which makes it easy to remove. It can 

| be made of a material which will dis- 
solve if cut off and left in the fish. Or it 
may embody some other new idea, pro- 


vided it’s something tackle manufactur- 
ers can and will market, something 
fishermen will use—and something that 
will hold the fish.

Avoid Line Twist 


1-in. section cut from a plastic ruler 

makes a good gadget to keep your 
spinning line from twisting while in 
the water. 

Bore four holes in the section of ruler 
and thread your line through them, at- 
taching swivel and leader as usual. The 
piece of plastic may be moved up or 
down on the line to adjust for depth. 

You can’t use this rig for deep-water 
fishing, since it will plane along the top 
of the water and keep even a deep- 
running bait close to the surface. How- 
ever, for fishing over weed beds in 
about three or four feet of water it 
works to perfection.—Stanley G. Dixon.

CATS IN THE CREEKS 


by F. A. BAUER 


I like small streams for big forktails. Knowing what they 


like helps me catch them, even those that are rained down 


~ ‘our of us were on a quail hunt in south-central Iowa. 

Following a back road, we were driving past a ram- 

shackle farm and over a creek when I caught a glimpse 

of something along the road that made me jam on the 
brakes. 

Impaled on a fence post was a catfish head, one of the 
biggest any of us had ever seen. We piled out for a better 
look. It was dried and mummified but still measured 10 
inches across and a foot long. 

“Wow, what a lunker,” somebody commented. “Suppose 
it came out of this creek?” 

It was hard to believe, for the stream was shallow and 
only a few feet wide. But there seemed no other logical way 
to account for the fish head in that location. We decided 
to find out. 

We found the farmer shucking corn 
flathead had come from the creek, he said 


Sure, the big 
His two boys 
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had caught it in their swimming hole below the corncrib. 
It was obviously stunted, with a thin, emaciated body and a 
big head out of all proportion. Even so, it had weighed 45 
pounds. In good shape, the farmer opined, it would have 
gone up around 60. 
The episode set me to wondering. 
If a flathead could attain that size in 
a stream so small, maybe many such 
creeks held others like it. That seemed 
logical, but I did nothing about it for 
a long time. 
I went on catfishing as usual in the 
Raccoon, Des Moines, Wapsipinicon, 
Cedar, and other sizable Iowa rivers. 
Until last spring, that is. Then Marlowe 
Ray, a conservation officer stationed 


west of Des Moines, in Guthrie County, Grasshoppers

took me catfishing on one of his favorite streams, Brushy Creek. “It isn’t big,” 
he warned me beforehand, “but it’s fished very little and you'll catch some 
forktails almost every time.” 

The creek only averages 10 feet across, but it’s a nice winding stream, running 
alternately through open country and timber. And it has plenty of oxbow bends 
where the current has gouged out good holes—many as deep as they are wide. 

It was mid-May, so I was equipped with cut bait, my favorite lure for channel 
cats at that season. I prepared a fresh batch in advance—sliced strips from a 
fillet of black sucker, about three eighths of an inch square and two inches long 
and froze it, to keep it fresh. 


nm and I found a spot where a farmer had cut off one of the bends with a 
dragline dredge to speed up drainage. High water pouring through the cut 
had gouged out a big pool—around eight feet deep at the upper end—-where the 
current spilled in over a ledge of rock-hard soil, creating a waterfall about 18 
inches high. A tongue of fast water ran through the center of the pool, returning 
along the sides in two long, lazy eddies 

“You first,” Marlowe said. “You're the guest.” 

So I baited up, set my bobber, and let the current carry the bait down to the 
lower end of the hole. There one of the eddies took over and the bobber started 
its leisurely return trip. It hadn’t traveled far when it twitched—-and plopped out 
of sight. I reared back on my fly rod and socked the hook into a three-pound 
bolt of forktail lightning. He broke water like a smallmouth when he felt the 
hook, then went back to the bottom where he belonged—boring, twisting, fighting 
right up to the finish. 

Then Marlowe took his turn, and got results just as prompt and startling. 

I left Brushy Creek that day with the limit of eight silver-bellied forktails, 
ranging from one to four pounds, and was convinced that I’d been right all along 
about little streams and big catfish. 

I specialized in small-creek fishing the rest of the summer and it paid off 
handsomely. I went back to Brushy Creek several times, and while my luck 
wasn’t always as good, I never came home skunked. I fished other Iowa streams 
of comparable size too, including Hardin Creek in Greene County, Indian Creek 
northeast of Des Moines, the upper reaches of the Boyer River in Sac County, 
and the Maple in Cherokee. 

The Bauer family ate high on the hog all summer, and channel cats figured 
prominently in the menu. I’d guess my season’s catch ran close to 100, including 
plenty of two-pounders, more than a dozen over four, and several that were 
nearer five. And until you've tried them slow-fried to a golden-brown in half an 
inch of butter, you don’t know all there is to know about fish on the platter. 


ry here are little creeks scattered throughout Iowa and probably over much of 

the country’s catfish range. They’re easier to fish than the larger rivers, since 
their currents and pools are much more easily spotted. Many of them harbor 
good channel cats. Yet for the most part, at least in Iowa, fishermen pass them up 

Their food habits have a lot to do with my favorite ways of catching them. 

To begin with I don’t use stink baits. the foul-smelling concoctions brewed of 
sour milk, Limburger cheese, tainted liver, rotten fish, sun ripened night crawlers, 
and other horrible ingredients. I know they’re dear to most catfish fans and I'll 
concede that they're deadly, but I shun them for two reasons: 

First, I detest their smell—and the way I smell if I use ’em. I can think of 
nothing sorrier than a fisherman smelling to high heaven and surrounded by a 
buzzing horde of flies. It’s all right to say you can wash the smell off when you 
get home, but it’s not that simple. The odor clings—-under the nails and on you 
clothes. And I find I can do as well, and sometimes better, with fresh bait. 

Second, maybe I think the prairie trout is too noble a fish to be taken on such 
unholy mixtures. I know he’s a born scavenger, but he has a better side too 
He’ll eat the worst refuse in the stream, then top it off with fresh fruit for dessert. 

I don’t even use coagulated blood, a proven killer. I’ve never known a blood 
fisherman yet who didn’t wind up smeared from belt to eyebrows, and I don’t 
enjoy that kind of fishing. You can be fastidious and still catch catfish. I carry 
my bait sealed in a small jar, and loop a towel in my belt to clean and dry my 
hands. 

There’s only one time of year when I give in to ripe fare. That’s in mid-April, 
at the start of the season here in Iowa. I open the stomach of every fish I catch 


and record what I find. When the season opens, many (continued on page 121)

ll last summer I corresponded with Tex Purvis about 
hunting jaguars in Mexico. Though he’s a Mexico City 
big-game outfitter, he made it clear that organizing 

a hunt to get me a jaguar was no simple matter. There were 
plenty of jaguars, but he’d just about run out of dogs cap- 
able of handling the terrible-tempered cats. 

A jaguar dog must have, first, the trailing skill to catch 
up with el tigre and, second, the ability to tree or bay him 
without getting killed. Few dogs have both. If I had or 
could get any promising hounds, Purvis wrote, he’d be 
pleased to have me bring them along. He’d gladly buy them 
from me if they met the test. 

I investigated for him the big-game dogs of North Caro- 
lina and East Tennessee—Plott hounds and cross breeds of 
Plott and Airedale. But these dogs would be killed by the 
first jaguar they found, for they are bred to take hold of 
the game they fight—wild boar and bear. They cost $500 a 
pair, untrained, and $500 and up per dog, trained; besides, 
to sic them onto sure death wouldn’t be humane. 

At length a pair of Tennessee hounds volunteered for the 
job. With these dogs, a neighbor and I were wont to hunt 
coons, but both hounds had an irksome habit of treeing do- 
mestic cats which they found prowling the woods at night 
They’d trail a cat, kill it if they could, and swagger with dog 
braggadocio about it. They absolutely refused to under- 


stand that house-catting is a perversion of cooning 

“All right, drat you, to Mexico you go,’’ I finally told the 
dogs in anger. Their names were Kate and Kefauver, and 
I thought Mexico a cruel fate for them. 

Meanwhile Purvis had bought two other hounds by mail 
from Arkansas and engaged a Mexican jaguar hunter who 
had a few dogs. We would put them all in one pack and see 
what happened. Tex also had Pablo Bush Romero, a Mexi- 
can big-game hunter, lined up to hunt with us. 

I was going to stay on in Mexico and do some more hunt- 
ing and fishing, so my wife and I chose to drive down, trailer- 
ing our own boat from our home in Lavergne, Tennessee 
The hounds Kate and Kefauver were nested in hay under 
the forward deck of the boat when we set out on a cold 
November day. 

Tex Purvis was already camped in the hunting area in 
the state of Nayarit, near the town of San Blas. So we drove 
to Mexico City to meet Sr. Bush, which is the Mexican 
sportman’s abbreviated name, and traveled with him to the 
hunting camp on the west coast. 

On the journey Sr. Bush (Pablo) turned out to be “folks.”’ 
His grandfather was a Yankee who fought us rebs, settled 
in Tennessee, and later came to Mexico to sell sewing ma- 
chines. He’d sent his grandson to Chattanooga to go to 
grade school, and Pablo, by now a grandfather himself, spoke 
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Hunters and trophy hides in Nayarit jungle camp. Left to right 


English with a Tennessee accent. We had a great time tour- 
ing on the way to our rendezvous with el tigre. 

Though an adult jaguar weighs only 100 to 200 pounds, a 
built-in viciousness makes it feared and hated by peoples 
who live in its range. Rural Mexican mothers have a dread 
that el tigre may spring into a hut and snatch away the 
baby. History records that jaguars, more numerous and 
bolder in former days, were feared even by the swashbuck- 
ling conquistadors. El] tigre’s guttural roar is spine-chilling. 
He kills a deer, peccary, wild boar, goat, cow, burro, or some- 
thing practically every night of his life. Nearly any rancher 
will give you permission to hunt jaguars, and most will go 
to mass and pray for your success. 


e began jaguar hunting from a camp on the beach near 

San Blas. Tex Purvis would put two men out at night 
to call jaguars. This was done with a caller made of a gourd. 
A leather bottom on the gourd resonator produced the right 
tone, and a resined thong slipped through the fingers made 
the strange and spooky sound. When our jaguar caller 
was answered, we knew we'd have a fresh trail for the dogs 
next morning. 

For days we had the essence of the sport of jaguar hunt- 
ing. We'd get up before daylight, eat breakfast in chilly 
darkness, go as far as we could by jeep into rough terrain, 
and then struggle through swamps and up mountains to the 
limit of endurance. Then we'd sit miserably on a stone 
while the dogs worked on trails they couldn’t resolve, or 
maybe ran some animal out of hearing. Nights found us 
back in camp weary and frustrated. Added to all this, I 
had a fear that my Tennessee coonhounds were going to dis- 
grace me. They plainly believed they were being asked to 
find coons in the daytime. A silly way to hunt, they thought

He kept them all on leash except Kate and Kefauver. The 
idea was to let these two strike a trail, and then, if it seemed 
hot enough, release the other dogs. This seemed to me back- 
ward, and maybe calculated to show up my dogs and dis- 
credit my idea that they mig‘it tree a jaguar. I thought 
H2riberto’s own dogs, native to the terrain, ought to be the 
strike dogs. I argued, but the way argument works out 
across a language barrier is that a man turns off his under- 
standing when it challenges his own notion. 

Kate and Kefauver hit something hot in a swampy vine 
jungle just inland from the beach. They ran it in a circle 
and treed it. We hurried to the barking, running behind a 
pair of Mexican macheteros—a couple of rugged fellows so 
skillful with machetes that they can cut a path on the run. 
One cuts the vines which would absolutely bar passage, the 
other trims out minor obstacles behind him. 

Then we saw the animal in the foliage above. It was not 
el tigre, but it wasn’t just a squirrel, either. It was a coati, 
an animal much like a raccoon with an elongated body, tail, 
and nose. This coati (tejon in Mexico) was an enormous 
specimen and was making rapid progress traveling through 
the treetops. Kate and Kefauver, with their coon training 
were not letting it fool them and escape. 


geen Bush wanted to include it in an exhibit of the game 
animals of the world. He already had the African fauna 
sacked up, and now he wanted a collection of the beasts of 


his native land. He wanted a tejon. So Kate and Kefauver's 
first exploit in Mexico wasn’t at all bad. The guides and 
helpers held the dogs (a tejon is deadly for dogs), and Pablo 
shot the animal with his .22 pistol. 

My dogs were in now. The men began calling Kefauver 
El Futuro Presidente. 

Kate and Kefauver almost immediately struck something

else, and this time Heriberto pricked up his ears. The chase 
sounded as if the dogs were hot after a jaguar. It went into 
the savanna, where the water was thigh-deep and marsh 
grass grew 10 feet high, strictly a jaguar refuge. With 
much rassling and sweat and puffing, we foliowed the dogs 
to a river, where we must either swim or accept defeat. 

Now the dogs were all the way across the swamp and 
going up a mountain. But this river was known to be so 
full of crocodiles that it was a marvel the dogs got across 
it uneaten. Maybe that’s why the jaguar went that way. 
-ablo, however, made for the river and had to be restrainea. 
Pablo, a wealthy businessman, has that reckless bravery 
epitomized in bullfighting, the national sport of his country. 
But you can’t “pass” a crocodile with a cape, so the rest of 
us compelled Pablo to abandon this chase. 


W: had a time getting out, fighting tall grass in water, 
climbing through a fallen forest, and finally wading 
belly-deep a long way with cameras and pistols hung up 
around our necks. (We would have to do all the shooting 
with pistols, for rifles were too inconvenient to carry in this 
area.) We thought we probably had lost our dogs. If they 
tried to return the way they had gone, the crocodiles and 
alligators would likely get them. If they bayed a jaguar 
far away from us, it would kill them. 

Two dogs, one of Tex’s and one of Heriberto’s, did fail to 
return that day. One was found shortly afterward; one 
nearly a week later. Both were alive, but identically in- 
jured—deep-gashed fang wounds on their snouts, indicating 
the jaguar had both by the head with his mouth. When he 
wants to kill a dog, a jaguar gets its head in his mouth and 
bites down. But for some strange reason this tigre had not 
closed its jaws and killed the dogs outright. It had injured 
both dogs internally in such a way that they were unable 
to take food or water. Thus both dogs became living skele- 
tons, and died 10 days after tke scrap. 

We concluded that this particular jaguar, in this terrain, 
would be impossible to kill. Any other jaguar hunter is wel- 
come to his address—-the coastal swamp just south of San 
Blas and about one mile down the beach from a refreshment- 
and-watch-your-car operation run by José Ayon, and named 
Las Amacas. 

We decided to move farther back into the hills, through 
a valley farmed by agraristas who kept their collective 
land remote by running their fences across the road. But to 
kill jaguars, which have enforced the Mexican custom of 
letting the pigs live right in the house, we were welcome to 
open the gates between plot and plot and drive through 
The agraristas reminded me of Tennessee mountaineers 
They were not overly friendly. 

We camped by a pond in a vine forest beyond the tilled

fields. Above camp were steep, forested hills, the trees laced 
with vines. So dense was the growth that nighttime coolness 
and darkness remained to some degree all day, although 
the sun bore down hot outside. The troublesome thing about 
the place was that the dogs chasing an animal would quick- 
ly get out of hearing. This required an expedient. 


= named Chano could hack his way toward the 
dogs faster than anyone else. He would follow them 
as closely as possible and call back to tell us what was 
going on. As Chano’s voice grew faint with distance, an- 
other man would go out in the same direction and relay 
Chano’s instructions back to us hunters. If the second man’s 
voice grew faint with distance, a third went out toward him 

a jungle walkie-talkie system. 

The first day’s hunting out of the new camp consisted of 
some more indefinite and frustrating chases. That night a 
man came on horseback to the camp with a report that, 
back in the San Blas vicinity, some Mexicans had seen a 
tigre with kittens at a cave. (Heriberto had posted a reward 
for authentic jaguar information.) We decided to investi- 
gate 

We had to get up at 3 a.m. to be at the cave by dawn. The 
prospect of invading a cave with a female jaguar ferocious 
about her kittens keys up a man. We carried flashlights, 
and practiced pistol-belt adjustments and drawing motions 
which would work from a hands-and-knees position. We 
were scared, but too caught up in our concepts of bravery 
and our pride to show it. I suppose we all intended going 
into the cave after the jaguar.

oly crow,” Carl whispered to me. “If there wasn’t 
someone along who knew what those monsters really 
are, I’d turn around and head for home.” 

We'd just climbed out of the car at Cooper’s Ranch, two 
miles below the town of Gunnison on Colorado’s Gunnison 
River, and Carl Lipner and Jack Swanburg were getting 
their first glimpse of the big, winged insects crawling over 
the willow branches. Even though I’ve fished and hunted 
with Carl before, and know that he’s anything but squeamish 
about handling slimy night crawlers or plunging up to his 
elbows in a deer carcass, I wasn’t surprised at his reaction. 

Many fishermen who see it for the first time feel the same 
revulsion for the willow-fly hatch as they would for a 
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Push hook through fly, being careful not to tear the body 


swarm of locust. The nymphs in their underwater stage are 
ugly enough—long feelers, beady eyes, and armored backs 

but when they emerge and spread their double sets of 
wings they look like invaders from outer space. Until you 
get used to them, that is, and discover that to the Gunnison’s 
rainbow and brown trout they must look like something 
quite different. 

Carl and Jack have lived most of their lives in Colorado 
and, being near neighbors of mine in Denver, the three of us 
often have hit the outdoors together. But this was their 
first trip to the Gunnison, and was also to be the first time 
that either had cast a nymph or willow fly. So the long 
drive to the river gave me plenty of time to brief them.

I explained that the willow fly is the common name in 
Colorado for the insect form of the stone-fly nymph. These 
larvae, of several varieties, are one of the trout’s principal 
items of diet, and rivers like the Gunnison, the Colorado, 
and the White are full of them. As much as 22 months of 
their lives is spent underwater, where the larger species 
grow to average 215 inches long—big, succulent bites for 
any trout. In this stage they’re the best bait on the Gunni- 
son, consistently taking more fish than any other, natural 
or artificial. In their winged form they’re even more 
spectacular, largely because of the circumstances produced 
by the hatch itself. 

In Colorado the annual appearance of willow flies is an

event looked forward to, calculated, and bet on with as much 
fervor as the spring break-up of Alaska ice. Depending on 
the type of spring weather, it occurs about the middle of 
June. The flies emerge soonest at the low elevations near 
Cimarron, where the Gunnison takes a deep breath and 
plunges into the primeval gloom of the Black Canyon. 

As arrival time approaches, fishermen are seen prowling 
the banks for sign, wardens spend as much time inspecting 
willows as licenses, and newspaper editors alert a spy- 
reporter system that includes, according to rumor, Indian 
scouts to send smoke signals from atop Blue Mesa. Suddenly 
“It’s willow-fly time on the Gunnison!” and eager anglers 
from all around flock to the area for an event that starts 
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Using fly-rod spinning tackle, Carl casts over a likely looking stretch of the Gunnison 


and ends within two weeks. But it’s pure magic while it 
lasts. 

As the nymphs become flies, Gunnison trout feed as though 
this was to be their last meal. Some nymphs never reach 
the surface—they’re grabbed on the way up. Others, dry- 
ing their wings on rocks, are washed into the water and 
disappear in sudden swirls. Newly air-borne females skim 
the surface to deposit eggs, and meet their doom in the act. 
At times the activity of the feeding fish is unbelievable. 


— like a fisherman’s paradise, and it is. But just 
J impaling a willow fly on a hook and tossing it in the 
water won’t guarantee fish. As usual, the man with the 
broadest smile, the heaviest creel, and the biggest fish is 
the one with the know-how. 

Carl and Jack soon learned that the easiest part of willow- 
fly fishing is gathering the bait. It’s everywhere, and always 


within reach—crawling on rocks, on the ground, and resting 
on tree branches and bushes. You can study the water with- 
out taking your eyes from it and pick a willow fly off the 
nearest foliage. 

At first my friends acted more like snake hunters than 
bug gatherers. You never saw a harmless insect approached 
with such caution! But soon they were whooping it up, 
racing to see who could fill his bait box first. 

Most fishermen carry some flies in bait cases while wading 
out in the stream, but it isn’t necessary. Sooner or later a 
flying trout dinner will alight on your hat or clothing. 

There are two preferred methods of hooking the willow 
fly and, so far as I can tell, both are equally good. Both call 
for threading the fly on a No. 6 bait-holder hook. You insert 
the point of the hook in the fly’s mouth and bring it out near 
its tail, or the other way around. I prefer the mouth-first 
system only because to me it seems more natural. Push the 
fly around the bend of the hook carefully, so the body won’t 
be torn, work its mouth up over the hook’s eye, and bring 
the point of the hook out as close to the tail as the length 
of the body will allow. 

Threading the fly is better than merely hooking it through 
the back because the insect’s body is much softer than a 
nymph’s. It tears easily, and tends to come off the hook 
when cast into fast water. Threaded on, it’s pretty durable. 

Mac Cooper, who operates Cooper’s Ranch with the help 
of his wife, Marge, showed us a method devised by his father 
of putting two willow flies on one hook. You thread one fly 
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On the fly’s downstream drift, 


the usual way, then push the point and barb of the hook 
into the body of the second fly. Mac then tears off about 
half the length of the wings. The combination looks like a 
large butterfly, the theory being that bigger bait attracts 
bigger fish 

I haven't tested this method, but I’m willing to take Mac’s 
word for it, especially since his father is credited with being 
the first Gunnison fisherman to use willow flies for bait. I 
suspect there’s a more natural explanation for its success 
than the combination’s resemblance to a butterfly. Pairs of 
willow flies often fall into the water in the act of mating. 
Next season I’m going to try the two-fly bait without tear- 
ing the wings. 

No matter how you hook willow flies, you'll find that the 
most efficient tackle to fish them with is spinning gear 
This is because it allows you to cast a variety of weight 
easily which, as you'll see, is important. Most fishermen 
load their reels with 100 yards of six or eight-pound-test 
monofilament line. They don’t tie the hook directly to the 
line, but to a three or four-foot length of leader line—four- 
pound-test if the water’s murky, two-pound-test if it’s clear. 
Leader and line are connected with a small barrel swivel 
which minimizes damage caused by snags. If you can’t work 
loose from one and have to break off, the leader will part 
instead of the stronger line. 


he pay-off in willow-fly fishing is knowing where to cast. 

It’s simply a matter of getting the fly to the fish in a 
natural manner. This means, first of all, that you must find 
the fish, and to those who've never fished a river like the 
Gunnison, this can be a bit of a problem. I've talked to a 
lot of one-time Gunnison River fishermen who say they'll 
never go back to it because it isn’t worth the trip. Most of 
them, I’ve noticed, were accustomed to smaller or slower- 
running streams. 

While the Gunnison isn’t big when compared to Northwest 
steelhead rivers, it’s considerably more than a brook, and 
its current is fast, deep, and powerful. Here and there, along 
its banks, you'll find backwater and quiet pools, but don’t 
waste time on them if you want real Gunnison thrills. The 
stillwater harbors fish, all right, but they’re usually small, 
fresh from the hatcheries, and congregate in water that’s 
familiar to them. 

Aim your willow flies, instead, at the riffles, pools, and 
fast-moving runs of the main current, for there’s where 
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The two-fly hookup was devised by Mac Cooper’s 
father, the Gunnison’s first willow-fly

na crisp autumn day in interior Alaska a few years 
() back, Swedish-born Hjalmar (Slim) Carlson, lone 
trapper, returned to a cache he’d made for moose meat. 
With him were half a dozen sled-dog pups. Over his shoulder 
he carried his .30/06 Winchester Model 54 rifle, which he 
thought was fully loaded, but actually held only two shells. 

The pups, frolicking ahead on the trail, suddenly stopped, 
hackles up, some 25 feet short of the cache. Slim’s pale-blue 
eyes squinted as he peered through the spruce shadows to 
the rack. It was empty, but beneath it was a huge mound of 
leaves, twigs, moss, and sod. He figured that a bear had 
probably yanked down the meat and buried it there. 

Then he spotted something yellow under a little spruce 
tree. That something yellow quickly turned into a large 
grizzly that came charging toward him. The pups yelped 
and scattered, while Slim hurriedly unlimbered his rifle. 
Wham, the kick of the gun rocked his arms, for he hadn't 
had time to raise it to his shoulder. 

He yanked the bolt and snapped a second shot at the bear, 
now less than five yards away. The bewildered grizzly 
brushed past Slim and followed the scattering pups. 

The trapper staggered back and tried to fire again, but his 
frantic trigger tug produced a hollow click. Hurriedly he 
felt in his pockets and found a shell, but his closed fist stuck 
and it seemed to take years for it to grab the shell. 

The bear quickly abandoned the pups, did an about-face, 
and bounded angrily toward Slim. At the last moment the 
elusive shell came free, and Slim popped it into the barrel, 
slammed the action shut, and pulled the trigger, all in one 
blurred movement. It was his last shell and, as Slim told me, 
“It yust had to do the yob.”’ It did; the bear turned and left, 
staggering. 

Slim staggered a bit himself. He sat on a down tree, took 
in a wad of snuff, and shook all over. 

Next day with his rifle fully loaded and his pockets bulging 
with ammunition, Slim followed the bear’s trail and found 
the animal, dead. One of his first two shots had knocked its 
lower jaw off, while the third had been the fatal one into 
the body. 

What kind of a life does a trapper alone in Alaska lead? 
Is Slim’s encounter with the meat-swiping, charging grizzly 
a common occurrence ?

Slim Carlson’s been a wilderness 
trapper for 37 years. What kind 
of a life does he lead? I spent 


three weeks with him to find out 


There are probably few men who have never dreamed of 
living just as Slim does. He has spent most of his life under 
the northern lights, driving a dog team, trapping fur bear- 
ers, fighting off bears, and living on moose and caribou meat. 

Sounds exciting—romantic even. Is it? Last fall I spent 
three weeks with Slim to find out. 

Slim, now 70, has lived for 37 years within 100 miles of 
snow-capped Mt. McKinley, North America’s loftiest peak 
A feeling of companionship toward the huge pile has de- 
veloped in the tall man over the years. 

“That feller, he’s Slim's partner,’”’ he said to me one day, 
pointing with twinkling eyes toward the mountain. Actually 
all of the wilderness is Slim’s partner, and the longer I spent 
with him the more I realized it. 

On October 18 I boarded a bush plane and flew 130 miles 
from my home at Fairbanks to the short gravel strip at 
Lake Minchumina. There I borrowed a boat and outboard 
motor and started across the 15-mile-long, ice-skimmed lake 
to Slim’s cabin. 

About eight miles later, when rounding a point, I spotted 
a cow moose. She stood there, flicking her ears at me. A 
little beyond I saw a small boat containing a bent-over fig- 
ure busy untangling fish from a gill net. 


A’ I cut the motor and drifted near, he straightened his 
six-foot-one-inch frame and pushed back his worn 
beaver cap, revealing a luxurious shock of silver-gray hair. 
He greeted me in a thick Swedish accent. I’d met Slim twice 
before, and he’d invited me to visit him. 

His blue eyes and his friendly, weathered, old-young face 
with white goatee, reddish mustache, and large ears, give 
him a pixieish, wise look. 

“Fishing’s a cold, one-man job,” he said, when I offered 
to help. The bottom of his boat was covered with ice, snow, 
and frozen fish slime. 

Slim worked barehanded, despite the 18° temperature and 
raw wind. He used a handle with a nail in it to untangle the 
five-inch-mesh nylon net from the fat five and six-pound 
whitefish, an occasional scaleless ling, or two or three-pound 
sucker. Once he cut a six-pound pike in half before he could

FISH WALLEYES RIGHT

I brought down to the boat, his steel-gray eyes 

narrowed. They fastened apprehensively on the spin- 
ning reel, not much larger than a small biscuit, and its load 
of almost invisible line. Then he stared at my four-ounce 
bamboo spinning rod. “Did you bring the wrong outfit?’’ he 
asked. “If so, I have some extras.”’ 

“Thanks,” I said, ‘‘but I think I'll try this.” 

By the look that flashed over his face, I was sure he 
thought he had a customer who'd never fished for walleyed 
pike before. He picked up the end of the line and rubbed it 
between his fingers. “It’s no heavier than a trout leader,” he 
said. 

He was right. Its diameter was .006 of an inch, and it 
had a breaking strength of two pounds. It was about as 
thick and tough as the 4X leaders that careful trout anglers 


r Yhe minute Ray Loucks, our guide, saw the rod and reel 
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use on browns when the rivers drop to normal and turn 
clear. ‘I’ve taken some nice walleyes on that line,” I told 
him. 

Ray smiled and turned to finish loading the boat, and my 
wife Marcy and I exchanged knowing glances as we waited 
for him on the dock that jutted out into New York’s rela- 
tively little known Black Lake. 

Lying some distance off the main highways, though 
readily accessible by road and rail, the Black is some 40 
miles north of Watertown in western St. Lawrence County. 
Twenty miles long and four miles wide in spots, it’s carved 
out of ancient rock by the Indian River as it forces its way 
through wild and heavily timbered country to join the 
Oswegatchie River a few miles upstream from where that 
river empties into the St. Lawrence. 

I’d heard some incredible tales of the fishing available at 











Elack Lake—walleyes, northern pike, 
muskies, and king-size bass (small- 
mouths and largemouths)—but I'd 
never had a chance to try it. What 
intrigued me most were reports on 
the walleyes; Black Lake, I was told, is 
fabulous walleye water. That settled 
it; I had to go see for myself. 

So early last June my wife and I 
drove up from our Lake Placid home, 
called on the area’s game warden, and 
asked him which of the Black Lake’s 
top guides knew most about its history. 
He suggested that we drive to a fish- 
ing camp a few miles beyond Edwards- 
ville and ask for Ray Loucks. We did, 
and here we were at his mooring all set 
to go—for walleyes. 


, may know this splendid fish as 
Susquehanna salmon, if you live in 
Maryland or Pennsylvania; as pike, if 
you live in New York; as pike-perch, 
in parts of Michigan and Minnesota, 
and as blue pike in sections close to the 
Great Lakes. In some parts of the 
South anglers call it the yellow-bellied 
milky-eye—spoken all run_ together, 
“‘vellerbelledmilky.”” In Canada it’s 
sometimes called pickerel, and else- 
where it is known as the yellow trout, 
grass pike, and razor fish. Actually it’s 
none of these. 

This powerful fish, which sometimes 
runs to over 20 pounds, is a perch, a 
member of the same family of which 
the yellow perch is perhaps best known. 

It is also, by all odds, the most popu- 
lar fresh-water gamefish in America 
today. In_ fact,  fish-management 
agencies in many walleye states are 
hard put to keep up with the demand 
for it, and in many areas walleye stock- 
ings exceed by far those of other game- 
fish. During the first half of 1955, for 
example, New York stocked over half 
a billion walleye fingerlings as com- 
pared with only 10,500,000 other sorts 
of gamefish all combined. 

I’ve been a walleye fan for years, but 
the gear and also the method I use to 
fish for them are—well, different. Most 
guides give me a bad time when they 
see my light tackle and the way I use 
it, but they quickly change their tunes 
when the results are in. 


or generations, walleye fishermen 

have gone down to rivers and lakes 
rigged out as if they were going for 
sharks. I’ve seen men using braided- 
silk casting lines of 24-pound-test, 
heavy sinkers, and thick rods. When 
they got a strike they heaved as if they 
were trying to uproot a tree, and then 
hauled the fish in as fast as they could 
grind their reels. The victim was half 
drowned before it reached the net. 
Small wonder some claim that even a 
five-pound walleye has little fight in 
him. Hook a rainbow trout of equal 
size on the same tackle and see how 
much fight it puts up. 

The heavy gear is a hand-me-down 
from a pioneering age when walleyes 
were caught to be smoked or salted to 
supplement the winter meat supply. 
Commercial fishermen hauled them out

250 miles. There we fished for the truth

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e could see the big rainbow 
rising 100 yards’ upstream, 
feeding on the May flies that 


swarmed in the quiet dusk. A shower of 
droplets marked his every splashing 
rise.

Ted Couse was nearest the scene of 
action and closed in on it with a bow 
wave washing around his waders. Rob- 
bie and I, fishing downstream by the 
bridge, moved up the bank to watch 
the impending drama.

Both are enthusiastic trout fishermen ever ready to lend 
their skill to scientific projects, such as the one upon which 
we were now embarked.

As I was the first to hear the rumor, I was appointed com- 
mander of the expedition.

fares of a little under $45. En route I fished whenever 
circumstances permitted—and sometimes when they didn't. 

Moving about so much with such limited funds, the only 
reason I was able to do any satisfactory fishing at all was 
that I had assembled a special kit of fishing gear. With this 
tiny bundle of travel tackle, I caught salmon, trout, grayling, 
pike, bass, tigerfish, tilapia, rudd, flounder, cod, mackerel, 
and a small sand shark. 

Take the trout alone: I’ve landed rainbows from Africa 
streams that were fed by glaciers spanning the equator; I 
poached brownies from the English River Dove near Izaac 
Walton’s fishing temple, and I took 20-pound lakers in 
Canada. I mention this to show that my fishing tackle and 
ideas about it have been subjected to a wide variety of prac- 
tical tests. 

I was born in Cardift, Wales, and educated in England 
But after World War II, in which I served as a captain with 
the Royal Marine Commandos, I set out to prowl the globe. 
Since then I’ve been a writer, laborer, farmer, salesman, 
prospector, and hotel caretaker. Traveiing, I have worked 
my passage, thumbed rides, and made various arrangements 
to get from place to place for little or no money. For ex- 
ample: To get to Vancouver, British Columbia, where I now 
live, I contracted to drive new cars to delivery points that 
leapfrogged me from Toronto to the Pacific coast. 

But please don’t imagine that because you have no in- 
tention of hitch-hiking from Timbuctu to Bulawayo that 
travel tackle holds no interest for you. If you’re one of the 
hundreds of thousands who like to—or must—fish when 
they get half a chance, you could do worse than consider 
the matter. 


=o if you always travel by car it’s easy enough to pack 
a few rods. But it isn’t always politic to decorate your 
car with fishing tackle on a business trip. If you travel by 
air, or if you’ve ever roughed it to some remote lake with 
your tackle on horses, mules, or your own back, you won't 
need further convincing. 

Just consider how few one-piece rods are made and you'll 
appreciate that not many people can ignore portability of 
tackle. I had to face up to it as a major issue, and as a 
result have built up, by trial and error, a compact and cos- 
mopolitan outfit that foots the bill most places. It’s not 
static of course; no doubt it will go on changing for as long 
as I travel. But in essence it seems to have reached a sat- 
isfactory balance. 

I once owned a dozen rods. My store of reels overflowed

from the large creel reserved for them, and the rest of my 
tackle filled a cabin trunk. When my feet got itchy and I 
sold the bulk of my standard tackle, I started anew with the 
rod problem. I’m no purist, but if I can catch fish on a fly, 
that’s the system I use. So I had to have a fly rod. 

I also needed an outfit to handle baits and hardware lures 

and the only gear that will take you everywhere is spin- 
ning tackle. Frankly, I am not too fond of spinning gear. 
I used it in Europe before World War II, when it was already 
popular over there, but because I was losing too much of the 
fun of playing fish, I put it aside for all but special condi- 
tions in favor of American-type casting tackle. For universal 
use, though, I have to admit spinning is the only thing. 

So I committed myself to one fly rod and one spinning rod. 


A one-piece rod is the ideal, for every ferrule adds weight 
A and detracts from the action. But my requirements 
ruled out anything that wouldn’t break down to short 
lengths. I was in England when a lot of my thinking came 
to a head, so I went to Ogden Smith’s rod shop in London. 

“T want you to build me an impossible rod,” I said. 

They prepared to listen, determination already in their 
eyes. 

I took a deep breath. “I want,’ I said, ‘a built-cane trout 
fly rod that will break down to 20-inch lengths. The handle 
must be reversible, each end having a different size of female 
ferrule so the bottom section can be left out to make a 
shorter rod. I'd like an easy, wet-fly action in the long ver- 
sion—which would be about eight feet, seven inches—and a 
dry-fly action when the bottom section is removed to give 
a seven-foot rod. I want all-metal guides to prevent break- 
age, and antiflash finish on the varnish. The rod must be 
able to stand up to incessant traveling, any climate, and 
salmon if necessary.’”’ I paused and added, “It should not 
weigh more than, say, 5% ounces.” 

The men at Ogden Smith’s brought their collective eye- 
brows down off the ceiling and went into a huddle. 

Two days later we had it all planned. The rod would break 
down to five pieces in addition to the reversible handle. It 
would be double-built for extra lightness and strength (not 
to mention expense.) The craftsmen weren't sure about the 
weight, but they would do their best. At one stage I sug- 
gested a short spare tip to convert the rod for light spinning. 
They flatly refused—said it would ruin the fly rod and not 
be satisfactory for spinning. I think they were right. 

When it came to the question of cost, I looked round to 
make sure my bank manager was nowhere near, then nod- 
ded faintly. 

The rod arrived a month later. It (continued on page 96)

Time and again I'd muffed my chances with bow and 


arrow. Now I had 30 minutes to beat this obsession 


Pete drags my deer to camp. I got it in the 
neck. Ken added a chest hit for good measure 
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uck fever? Never had it before, at least never like I had it one 
damp, dreary evening last October. 
Almost numb with cold, I crouched under the edge of a 
dense planting of jackpines as gusts of wind roared overhead. A 
narrow fire lane entered the pines a few yards away. Along that 
lane and to my left, other hidden hunters were waiting. On the right 
was a thicket of second-growth maple and birch. Somewhere out in 
front, Homer and Frank Sayers were trying to move deer our way. 

For more than an hour I’d shivered on that stand, and now I was 
so stiff that moving an arm or leg was a chore. I listened to all the 
noises of the woods and tried to associate them with deer, for this 
was the last half hour of what would probably be my fourth un- 
successful bow hunt. 

A pine squirrel barked, and farther away another answered. One 
of my feet was asleep and the fingers on my bow hand were so stiff 
I couldn’t open them. I started to stand up and suggest that we 
give it up when I caught a quick movement on my right. Less than 
100 yards away, a deer stepped into partial view. 

The animal paused to browse, then slowly began walking toward 
the fire lane and me. Fifty yards away, then 40. At 30 yards I 
could see it was a sleek, young buck. Suddenly I was warm again, 
but now I was unsteady, shaking. Still the animal came closer, 
finally stopping short with about 25 feet and a cluster of paper 
birches between us. 

I tried to shift into shooting position but must have made a noise, 
for suddenly the deer was nervously alert. After what seemed for- 
ever, he lowered his head again and stepped forward—until he was 
completely exposed like an archer’s dream. 

1 tried te raise the bow, but my arms were shaking so much that 
I had to lower it again. The pressure of three seasons suddenly built 





up inside of me. The deer moved and was hidden once again 
by trees, giving me a chance to settle down. I picked a clear 
spot between two white trunks, raised the bow, and drew 
the arrow, this time steadier. But the buck bolted... . 

I began bow hunting in a strange way. For many years 
I'd hunted deer with the Sayers brothers—Frank, Homer, 
and Pete—and with Charlie (Kelly) Kellenbarger during the 
Michigan rifle season. Then three years ago last October we 
decided on a combined fishing and partridge-hunting trip. 
Our destination was the Hiawatha National Forest section 
of the Upper Peninsula, where the Sayers had a camp. We'd 
hunted there before. 


‘omeone casually mentioned that an early deer season for 
S archers would be in progress during our trip. Since 
licenses were so inexpensive, we bought and borrowed 
enough bows to go around, more or less as an afterthought 
It turned out that we hardly wet a line on that trip, and the 
only partridge in camp was one bagged by the cook while 
peeling spuds on the back porch.

sultry July morning, I was whistling my satisfaction

the thinly scattered minnows, crawfish, or hellgrammites. 
I was on the verge of giving up and going home when I 
saw another king-size swirl at the tail of the pool. That 
sent me wading into the riffles below to hunt bait with my 
bare hands. I tipped an acre of moss-covered stones, waiting 
patiently until the water from each would clear, then 
searched without avail for some live thing to bait with. 


finally stopped to wipe my brow—and noticed the abund- 

ance of sticks and twigs on the bottom in a quiet eddy. 
Caddis worms, of course! 

How many seasons, as a youngster unaware of artificials, 
had I used them with success? Those were the days when 
you cut your rod, gathered your bait along the stream, and 
fished with a hook on a piece of string. In those almost- 
forgotten days, the best baits available were caddis worms 
the housekeepers inside the dark, twiglike cases on the 
bottoms of still pools. 

Five minutes later I was back to my rod with a supply 
of caddis cases. Urged on by still another massive swirl 
near the head of the pool, I peeled away the case with 
fingers acting like thumbs and exposed the yellowish worm. 
Then I tied a No. 12 fine-wire hook on the tapered leader 
and impaled my bait. 

After I’d eased within casting distance of the feeding 
trout, I flicked my offering upstream into the burnished 
rifies. The swift current swept my bait downstream, but 
it didn’t get far. 

I saw the brilliant flash of the trout’s red-dotted side as 
it grabbed my offering. I struck and felt his hefty weight. 


The fish charged about that sun-tinted pool like a rutting 
buck, my following line throwing rainbows of spray. Re- 
fusing to surface, the trout battled deep for minutes and 
then sulked on the bottom. I was thankful he did; it allowed 
me time to collect my wits. 

Finally I started him moving with a light tap on the rod 
butt, and this time he fled for the tail of the pool so power- 
fully I began to worry about my terminal tackle.

ext dove season I’m not going to fool around. I’m 
| \ going to get a beach umbrella, a pith helmet, Ber- 

muda shorts, and an icebox full of quinine water. 
Then I’ll line up some plutocratic hunting friend who’s got 
an air-conditioned car and head for Death Valley. 

I’ve decided, you see, that the best California dove shoot- 
ing is likely to be found in the place with the most sizzling 
climate. And I’m more or less serious about that. It’s a 
theory I came by while hunting Antelope Valley late last 
summer. Sprawling across a high, arid plateau about 75 
miles northeast of Los Angeles, the Antelope area is far 
west of Death Valley. But the temperature at Antelope was 
a torrid 112—-and doves were gathered in this hellish land as 
if it were their concept of paradise. 

The only reason I agreed to go to Antelope Valley was 
that I didn’t see how it could be any hotter than Los Angeles 
had been in late August of 1955. That and the fact that 
there’s no smog up there, despite the area’s big jet-plane 
base and mushrooming airplane industry. It also was the 
first time in years the mourning-dove season was to open 
half an hour before sunrise instead of at noon. With any 
luck we could have our limits and be on the way home, or 
taking our ease in one of the cool cafés in the booming town 
of Lancaster, before the mercury climbed above a pleas- 
ant 100. 

But the real reason why I picked Antelope Valley was 
that my hunting companion, Tom Siatos, gun editor of 
Western Outdoor News, a weekly published in Los Angeles, 
had scouted the popular opening-day spots. Imperial Val- 
ley, below-sea-level farming country 200 miles away, and 
the Palos Verdes Valley near Blythe were most promising. 
But game warden Jack Roof assured Tom that Antelope 
Valley would be as good as spots much farther away, unless 
there were a few cold nights before the September 3 opening. 
And there were no cold nights. 

As all experienced dove hunters know, a prime requisite 
on opening day is plenty of scattergunners to keep the doves 
in the air. That’s especially important in the vast, open 
spaces of California’s inland valleys and foothills. When we 
stopped for a 4:30 breakfast at the Desert Inn in Lancaster, 
cars were parked on both sides of U. S. Highway 6 and the

parking lot was full; we knew we wouldn't have any trouble 
keeping the birds flying. 

The other members of our safari showed up just as we 
were having our third cup of coffee. They were Homer 
McCoy, movie and TV writer; Bill Holzhauser, news editor 
of the Los Angeles Mirror-News, and Barry Roof, teen-age 
son of game warden Jack Roof. 

Homer said he had cased the country the afternoon before 
and had found jillions of doves in the harvested alfalfa fields 
that checkerboard the area about 40 miles northwest of 
Lancaster. He thought there were several reasons for the 
concentration: plenty of food from harvested hay and grains 
and abundant doveweed, windbreaks around the desert ranch 
homes for roosts, and plenty of water in farm reservoirs, 
irrigation ditches, and from a leak in the giant Los Angeles 
Aqueduct a mile away. 

When we arrived at Homer’s spot we were surprised to 
find only three or four parked cars. Antelope Valley’s a 
big place and evidently the hundreds of opening-day hunters 
had found other locations. 

We'd scarcely parked our two station wagons off the dirt 
road and started to pick out likely spots in the pre-dawn 
light when the doves began to take off from a near-by alfalfa 
field. If I’d been behind a Joshua tree, had my gun loaded, 
or had been sure it was legal to shoot, I probably could have 
bagged a double at the break. They were as thick as black- 
birds in a freshly plowed field. 


After scouting around a bit, I picked what I thought would 
make a good blind. It was the shaded side of an aban- 
doned Quonset hut, maybe mute monument to some unlucky 
war veteran’s dream of independence. The hut, along with a 
weather-beaten and wrecked windmill, stood by a partly 
cleared field among the Joshua trees and sage. The field was 
now going back to wilderness. I chose the hut stand because 
I knew that when the sun got higher I’d need more shade 
than a Joshua tree casts. 
That was a good idea except that I couldn’t see the swift- 
flying doves. Tom was behind a big Joshua tree 50 yards to 
my right. By the time he’d holler (continued on page 74) 
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I was fumbling to get my camera ready when Pablo shot. In the

the dogs were barking treed. We really hurried then. It 
was, we learned from Chano’s shouts, a tigrillo, or ocelot. 
Chano had jumped it himself out of the grass, while the dogs 
had been trailing it. He had wounded it. Finally, almost 
too exhausted to stand, we were on the mountain top. The 
ocelot was up in the fork of a tree, very thrilling to see. It 
was a beautiful little cat, of about 40 pounds. It was look- 
ing about and getting ready to jump down. 

“Shoot it quick!’’ Tex said. 

Pablo shot it through the head.* It dropped dead—and 
luckily so, for Kate and Kefauver sprang on it as if it were 
a raccoon. We saw then that Chano’s automatic pistol burst 
had wounded it in the foot. This had caused it to take to a 
tree. 
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abruptly treed 


next second the snarling jaguar came sailing down toward me 


The other dogs were running something else, so we im- 
mediately began hurrying toward the other chase. This 
one, we soon concluded, was after our supreme objective, 
el tigre. Up and down the slope the animal ran, with the 
dogs hot after it. At one juncture the chase was coming 
right to us. We froze into silence. 

In the dense growth 20 feet away we caught a glimpse 
of a big yellow cat. It was a jaguar, and the dogs were not 
50 feet behind. By running down the old road, we inter- 
cepted the chase again. We strung out along the road, all 
with pistols ready, but the animal came to the very edge 
of the road and doubled back through the dogs. Next the 
jaguar tangled his trail with that of a coati. The dogs 
and we found the coati looking down at us. 
We were as amazed as if el tigre had magically transformed 
himself from one animal to another. 


And yet the next day a jaguar acted as ignorant as a 
A possum. As we left camp we released the dogs. At 
once they began screaming on a hot trail. In the night men 
had worked the caller, and it seemed now that a jaguar 








had come almost to the campfire to investigate, the chase 
began so close to home. Some jaguars roar an answer to a 
caller. Others, like this one, come in silently to investigate 
the man-made sound of a lovelorn female. 

Kate and Kefauver had been notably fast on coons in 
Tennessee. They were just as swift on the trail of this 
jaguar. In a moment they were barking treed. 

We ran to the tree, and there nervously looking down was 
el tigre. It seemed silly that an animal of such legendary 
ferocity was afraid of a few dogs. Old hunters explain that 
wolves and coyotes condition this fear into the great cats 
when they are small. But they also say that an adult cat is 
likely to decide that dogs are not fearful after all, and jump 
down to kill them. 

Tex Purvis, our guide, abruptly shouted, ‘‘Shoot! He’s fix- 
ing to jump!’’ Tex had previously explained that when el 
tigre tenses his forepaws, and starts to twitch his tail, he’s 
preparing to spring out of the tree. The dogs, of course, 
would try to stop him, and we'd probably lose some dogs. 

So Pablo took careful aim at the animal’s head and 
dropped the jaguar dead with one shot from his .22 pistol. 
That’s all there was to the killing of one of the world’s most 
difficult trophy animals. 


Dy now the whole hunting project was geared to full speed. 
We had become leaner and tougher, and had to stop and 
rest much less often. We had eight-day beards and a sudden 
surplus of confidence. On the eighth day Kate and Kefauver 
struck another hot trail. The other dogs were released. 
Tex’s remaining hound, a bobcat dog from Arkansas, had 
proved himself. He had a mighty voice, and was one of those 
canine orators that inevitably becomes a pack leader. It was 
a spine-chilling chase from the first. By the frenzy in the 
hounds’ voices, the animal they were chasing had to be a 
jaguar. 

We kept pushing toward the chase as fast as we could, 
but even so it was getting out of hearing. When the dogs 
dipped into a depression, the jungle was silent except for 
the strange cries of tropical birds. When they hit a high 
place, we could hear them again. 

Then we heard Chano whooping encouragement to the 
dogs. Next he fired his pistol in a way that meant the dogs 
were close on the animal and he was shooting to incite them 
to more fury. 

“Vengan (come) rapido!” Chano yelled. 

We ran, huffing and puffing, with vines seeming to reach 
out and grab at our feet, until we came to where the dogs 
were barking up. Kate and Kefauver were springing at 
the tree. 

We looked up and there was el tigre, a fearful and beauti- 
ful beast, lying long and slinky on a matting of vines. His 
great cat face, with white cheeks and whiskers, was toward 
us. He looked lazy and relaxed. He just watched us—so 
that the feeling of menace was all the more overpowering 
because you couldn’t see it. Yet we knew the animal might 
any instant decide to leave that tree, and he could land on 
a man and kill him quick as a flash. 

What happened next was so fast and confused we had to 
assemble the facts in a post-mortem. When the action was 
over, Pablo was saying with glowing excitement, “I aimed 
for a heart shot, and I knew I made it right. I couldn’t 
understand why he didn’t drop dead.” 


je said: ‘“‘Well, the branches were weak and the cat was 
swaying. You must have missed his heart. Anyway, one 


pistol bullet, unless it’s a head shot—-which I saw you 
couldn’t get—won’t kill any cat. Even a .357 Magnum 
through the heart doesn’t kill instantly; the animal runs, 
fights, or kills dogs until it uses up the last heartbeat, and 
this may be two or three minutes. 

“Then the cat jumped, landing among the dogs,” Tex went 
on, “and I was thinking: here goes a couple of thousand 
dollars’ worth of dogs. That’s when I told you to put your 
gun up, Pablo. I wanted Heriberto to do the rest. He’s killed 
a dozen jaguars, and gets in his shot without killing a dog 
or a man in the excitement.” 

I said: ‘Well, you fellows claim to a lot of doing there in 
a mighty little time. I was trying to get my camera set 
and looking at it. Pablo shot, and instantly the cat landed 
three feet from me. I didn’t have time to be worried. The 


cat was there, the dogs were on him, and then ne was gone 
All this quick as a wink. The cat turned in the thick growth 
to the side, and I couldn’t see into it. But Heriberto waded 
in with his pistol and shot. 

The dogs were baying and shrieking in pain; the jaguar 
must have been slapping them back. Then the cat jumped 
out past me again, practically brushing my pants as he 
went by.” 

Pablo said to Tex: “I heard you tell me to put the gun up, 
but I didn’t intend to. I just held it down along my leg until 
you turned away.” 

Tex said: “And that’s how ‘dead’ that cat was—he threw 
off the dogs in the brush and was out of there quicker than 
the eye could follow. That’s when you shot again, Pablo, 
and it was a beautiful shot, just the right instant, the right 
place. It had to be to hit anything as quick as that jaguar 
and drop him dead!” 

Pablo accepted the praise deadpan. He thought he’d dis- 
obeyed wisely, too, and knew he’d made a fantastically good 
pistol shot in a tight moment. 

As for myself, I was aware only of the excitement, the 
speed, and the screaming of dogs which I thought to be 
dying there in the brush. I heard the whooping and holler- 
ing—‘“‘look out!” “Stand back!” ‘Don’t shoot the dogs!”’ 
But I wasn’t even aware of Pablo’s superb and wonderful 
shot. I was still working to ready my camera when the cat 
was at my feet again, the hounds piling on it with a tornado 
of sound and motion. 


> an instant the great beast seemed to be dying. Kate 
grabbed it by the mouth—her old coon-hunting trick of 
holding her adversary’s mouth so it couldn’t bite her. But 
this was a tigre mouth, many times bigger than hers. The cat 
revived as if awakening from a sleep because of an annoy- 
ance. 

Then Kefauver piled in, also to grab the tigre by the 
deadly end. Seeming fully alive again, the cat hooked Ke- 
fauver’s head with a clawed paw, restraining the dog from 
dodging, and engulfed Kefauver’s head in its mouth. I 
watched with horror as Kefauver gave a strangled scream 
and hauled back furiously to escape the long teeth that were 
about to knife through his skull. 

The tigre died at just that instant, and Kefauver dragged 
his head out of the beast’s mouth. The dog’s head was 
streaming blood, but was not crushed. 

Kefauver lay down panting beside the jaguar, resting and 
proud and obviously a very happy and triumphant dog. The 
dogs licked tigre blood, and that night Heriberto Parra fed 
them boiled tigre meat, according to a belief of his that dogs 
hunt best the animals whose flesh they eat. The hounds ate it 
ceremoniously, as if they shared Heriberto’s superstition. 

I scld my two dogs to Purvis when I left. I wasn’t sure 
Tennessee coons would still interest them, now that they had 
mastered the heroic occupation of hunting jaguars in the 
Mexican jungles. THE END

Outside his base cabin, Slim stands by Blaze, his wolf dog, ready for trapline run 


When the ice-stiffened net was empty, we landed on the 
beach near his cabin. Slim added the fish to his pile of about 
400 frozen, corded ones, but still had a long way to go to 
reach the goal of 2,000 he needed to take him through trap- 
ping season. He feeds the fish to his dogs, which he uses 
when working his trapline. 

His tied sled dogs set up a melancholy howl as we ap- 
proached Slim’s 11 x 14-foot cabin, which is similar to most 
other trappers’ cabins I’ve seen. The moss-chinked logs are 
flattened on the inside—an old Alaska custom. A small, 
wood-burning kitchen range with a connected homemade 
barrel stove furnishes cooking space and heat. The gable 
roof is built of poles and is covered with moss and sod. 

Two windows let in light. A gasoline lantern hung from 
one of the three ridgepoles, and a multiple-band radio sur- 
rounded by several oversize batteries perched on empty 
boxes in one corner. 

Four guns hung from the wall over a steel cot which was 
covered first by a caribou hide, hair side up, and then a 
sleeping bag. Magazines were piled high on a shelf; muk- 
luks (fur boots), work clothing, parkas, and a dog harness 
hung from pegs on the walls. A girly calendar, dates crossed 
off, hung conspicuously over the oilcloth-covered table. Two 
wooden boxes served as chairs. 

Overhead were several dozen fur-stretching boards and a 
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rolled-up caribou hide. In the corner by the door were a 
wash basin, towel, mirror, comb, two five-gallon gasoline 
tins serving as water buckets, files, gun oil and solvent, 
straps, insect repellent, and hand tools. 

Everything in the cabin had its place—and everything 
was spotless. As we entered, Slim automatically hung his 
wet canvas gloves on a nail over the stove and turned on 
his radio. 


or nearly 30 years Slim lived with only a phonograph, 

books, his dogs, and his work to keep him occupied. In 
1948 he bought his first radio, and today radio is his biggest 
interest. He listens to foreign stations, comparing their 
versions of world news with the American version, and he is 
far from being a recluse. 

Within an hour he prepared a delicious moose stew, and 
baked cantaloupe-size yeast rolls. With them he served 
coleslaw and turnips and a huge pot of very black coffee. 
Slim uses 100 pounds of coffee a year. The meal tasted so 
good that I didn’t mind the few coarse moose hairs I found 
in my portion. 

Afterward we talked as Slim washed the dishes. He told 
me that, except for building a cabin or hauling a little 
freight, he hasn’t worked for wages since 1919. He sleeps as 
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late as he wants and stays up as late as he likes. He’s never 
gone hungry, though he said he’s had some tough years. 

Slim, whose mail and freight are always addressed, “Slim 
Carlson, Minchumina,” for people know his given name, 
left Sweden to come to America when he was 18. He worked 
in logging camps in the Pacific Northwest before arriving 
in Alaska in 1914, and worked for the Alaska Railroad until 
1919, when he wandered into the Mt. McKinley area and 
settled. He hasn’t been out of Alaska since. 


irst year he lived in what is now Mt. McKinley National 

Park. He had little money and little grub. Once he froze 
one of his big toes and simply cut it off. Doctors cost money, 
and besides, the nearest one was 100 miles away. 

He took many foolish chances at first. One December he 
decided to kill a moose. He picked a fat bull, which he fired 
at several times. It was down but still alive when he ran 
out of shells. 

With his ax, Slim cut a long spruce pole, sharpened it on 
one end, and tried to use it as a spear to finish the bull. The 
snow was deep and his snowshoes awkward, so Slim re- 
moved them and dashed at the prone moose. When the green 
spruce hit the tough animal, the impact knocked him sprawl- 
ing in the snow. 

The indignant bull clambered to his feet, and as it did, 
Slim hurriedly picked up his spear and slammed the moose 
across the nose. That was too much. The bull lowered its 
head and charged. Slim turned and started to run, but 
tripped and fell. He covered his head, momentarily expect- 
ing the moose to hit him. When it didn’t, he peered under 
his arm and saw that the animal had taken a few steps and 
dropped. Its nose rested only inches away. 

Slim then decided to retrieve his snowshoes, but when he 
started toward them the mcose got to its feet and appeared 
ready to try another charge. Every time Slim stepped to-

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ward the snowshoes, the moose lurched toward him. He 
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“When you don’t look for him, that’s when you meet him,” 
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harness, the dogs barked and leaped against their chains. I 
was surprised to see Slim turn all 10 dogs loose. Usually 
sled dogs are harnessed one at a time. The dogs ran in all 
directions. I’d never heard so much growling nor seen such 
a ruckus, but Slim stood by the towline and called each dog 
in turn. Sometimes it took a few moments for a dog to re- 
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W: started on our way. Near the meat cache we crossed 
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Unlike most trappers, Slim turns all 10 sled dogs loose when he’s ready to harness them. Then he calls each one up in turn 


the rear of the sled. Then Slim set a few wolf traps he’d 
brought along, taking no care whatever to conceal his scent. 
He used bare hands and spit brown juice copiously. 

I was dubious and asked if he shouldn’t take more care, 
for wolves are supposed to be clever. Slim said that wouldn’t 
be necessary. ‘The wolf knows I’m here,” he pointed out. 
He sprinkled a little moose hair and some loose snow over 
the traps. Other trappers have since etold me that Slim 


He stacks frozen fish like cordwood. Paper keeps ravens off 
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catches more than his share of wolves. The dogs made short 
work of hauling the meat back to the cabin. 

If any one item symbolizes Slim’s way of life, it’s his ax 
He carries it with him almost always, and in his huge hands 
it looks like an extension of his arms. He uses it for cutting 
through ice, chopping wood, blazing trails, butchering game, 
and hacking frozen fish. 

Slim’s proud of his axmanship and was mortified several 
years ago when the keen-edged tool slipped while he was 
splitting kindling and cut off his left thumb. 

“Too many t’umbs,’”’ he joked. He picked up the severed 
member and took it into his cabin, where he tried sewing it 
back on. No go. Finally he had to concentrate on the 
bleeding, which he stopped with a cauterant and a wad 
of cotton. 

He now proudly displays the thumb, preserved in alcohol, 
to sometimes-horrified visitors. Once when he had a little 
difficulty untangling fish from his net, he remarked to me, 
“I tank I go get my odder t’umb.” 


i day Slim and I tended his nets from his boat, but two 
days later we walked across the clear, snapping ice to 
the nets. The ominous cracking of the ice made Slim dance a 
bit, and he looked around at me, grinning. 

“T got into trouble once this ways,” he told me. He was 
going back to his cabin, shortly after freeze-up, when he 
broke through the ice of a boggy lake. The only thing that 
saved him from drowning was his rifle. It caught crossway 
on the ice, holding him up. He had to snake onto the ice and 
roll and inch his way several feet to the shore. 

During my visit the ice thickened. Pressure built up and 
the lake resounded continuously like a ringing bell. It echoed 
through the water, ice, and air for miles. 

“This lake talks sometimes. Sound like tunder—nice mu- 
sic.” Slim can tell when weather changes by the sound of 
the lake. 

Marten, also called sable, are the fur bearers Slim depends 
on mostly for a living. From spring through part of Novem- 
ber he makes preparations for trapping this handsome 





cousin to the mink. The season runs from November 16 to 
January 31. 

In spring he freights supplies to his 15 line cabins scat- 
tered six to 15 miles apart on the northern foothills of the 
Alaska Range. The 7 x 9-foot log structures are actually 
ittle more than tight shelters. 

Each cabin has a bunk, table, stove (half a 50-gallon oil 
jrum), shelves, a wax-cloth window, cooking utensils, and 
firewood. It takes Slim about a week to build one. Even 
vhen it is 30° or 40° below, they’re warm within 15 minutes 
ifter he lights a fire. 


ormally Slim runs three, four, and even five traplines 
J from each line cabin. Anytime he’s free of other chores, 
ne keeps busy clearing the traplines of brush. 

Slim prefers the temperature to be at least 20° below 
when he traps. If it’s warmer his fingers and cotton gloves 
stick, due to moisture in the atmosphere. He wears a heavy 
fur-lined parka, and when running the dogs, bearskin mit- 
tens and down-filled pants. On his feet are horsehide moc- 
-asins, or fur or canvas mukluks. 

He’s usually well on his way before daylight, which comes 
sometime after 9 o’clock, guiding his sled down the cleared 
traplines. In the sled he carries his ax, extra traps, snow- 
shoes, rifle, extra footgear and mittens, snaps, chains, and 
straps for repairing the dog harness. 

Incidentally, a rifle can be a problem in the extreme cold. 
Each fall Slim uses gasoline to wash his clean of grease and 
oil. If he didn’t the lubricants would stiffen, keeping the 
firing pin from operating properly and making the bolt too 
stiff to work. In winter he never takes his gun into a warm 
cabin. If he did, mosture would condense on the cold metal 

-causing it to rust—and it would turn to ice once he took 
the rifle out into the cold again. 

Slim, his dogs, and sled glide almost noiselessly along the 
spruce-lined trail, except for the hissing of the wooden run- 
ners on the dry snow. He removes the metal from the run- 
ners in late fall, so they’ll slide better in the cold. The dogs’ 
breaths freeze on their faces and shoulder ruffs, and Slim’s

parka ruff gathers hoarfrost. He shaves off or trims his 

mustache and beard some winters so they won’t collect a 

lot of ice. 

The dogs know the traplines better than Slim does, and 
when they stop, he realizes they’re at one of the sets, even 
though he may not remember that particular one. 

He always uses the so-called cubby-type set. It’s about 
like it sounds—a cubby-hole, usually formed with spruce 
branches leaned against the base of a spruce tree. The trap 
is set in the doorway, or beneath the lure that attracts the 
marten. 

Slim’s lures consist of strips of burlap soaked in a special 
scent, the ingredients of which, other than fish, he keeps 
to himself. The scent has been so successful that the 
Minchumina Trading Company approached Slim and 
persuaded him to let it market the preparation. He 
makes and delivers it as needed. 

Slim dislikes finding a live marten in a trap, for he 
hates to kill anything. He says he’s getting more soft- 
hearted each year. Sometimes a marten will be so 
curled and frozen around a trap that it’s impossible to 
remove without breaking. In such a case Slim takes 
trap and all. 

Often he’s on the trail until 9 or 10 p.m. When he 
arrives at a cabin he feeds the dogs fish—and some- 
times frozen marten carcasses and then thaws his 
day’s catch. After supper he skins the catch, without 
fleshing the skins, and then rolls and freezes them once 
more. 

He fleshes, stretches, and dries all of his skins at his 
base cabin after the season ends. 

Slim caught 250 marten in his best year, 175 last year. 
That sounds like a lot, but the price for marten now- 
adays is only slightly more than $10 a skin. The most 
he ever received for marten was about $70 a skin, but 
that was many years ago and at a time when a limit of 
30 was imposed on Alaska trappers. 

When I asked if he tried to conceal his own scent 
from marten traps, he replied with his favorite expres- 
sion, ‘““They know I am there.’’ He believes that the 
animals know his scent from his constant traveling on 
the trails and it doesn’t disturb them. 

Should any of his traplines fail to produce as ex- 
pected, Slim gives the section a rest. He also alternates 
using his lines from season to season. “I leave plenty 
seeds,” he explained. 

He uses the same cubbies each winter, leaving traps 
hanging in them all year. Hence they appear natural 
and marten enter without hesitation when he baits up. 
Every few years he hauls in his traps and cleans them 
with a solution he makes from alder bark. 

Many things work against him during trapping sea- 
son. Prolonged periods of 40° and 50° below cut short 
the number of times he can cover his trapline during the 
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brief season. Shrews or ravens may 
damage the fur of the trapped animals, 
and jays frequently spring the traps. 
Bears often break into his line cabin, 
mostly during the summer or early fall. 

“Trapping’s a gamble,” Slim says. 
“Lots of fellers trap for fun. I see no 
fun to it.” 

He has become so cold and miserable 
on the trapline that he has often threat- 
ened to quit. But each time, as soon as 
he reached a warm cabin and got a 
belly full of grub, he decided to stick 
it out. 


t can get really cold in Slim’s country. 
Last winter while he was on the 
trapline, it was 58° below. Once when it 
was 60° below he became so cold that he 
simply drove his dogs to a line cabin 
and then started a fire. He was too cold 
to untie the animals first. At such tem- 
peratures, he says, caribou puff steam 
like steam locomotives and a fog hovers 
over the dogs so that he can hardly see 
the leader. 

“But,” he says, “I yust have to get 
out and work my traps. If I didn’t I 
go hungry next year.” 

Some of his closest calls have oc- 
curred while running his traplines. 

One morning in January 1949, while 
in one of his line cabins, Slim piled 
kindling near the stove, fed the fire, and 
lit a candle. Just then two sled dogs 
scratched on the door to be let in. As 
they rushed by him one of them 
knocked over the lighted candle, un- 
noticed for a moment, onto some birch 
bark and kindling wood. 

In seconds the kindling, and soon the 
dry cabin, almost exploded. Slim beat 
futilely at the flames with his hands, 
but had to give up. He just had time 
to grab his rifle before he ran out. The 
dogs were trapped on the other side of 
the fire and he couldn’t go back for 
them. 

“I yumped out yust in my under- 
wear,” he told me. He had no socks on, 
just a pair of rubber bottoms cut from 
shoepacks. Nothing else. It was 12° 
below and eight miles to his nearest line 
cabin. 

The worst part was hearing the pups 
scream, Slim said. He harnessed the 
other dogs as fast as he could, then 
headed for the next cabin. 

If it had been 30 or 40 below, Slim 
said he would have shot himself. It 
would have been faster and more merci- 
ful than freezing to death. As it was, 
he froze one heel, his hands, and his 
nose. 

He had another close call once with 
a trapped lynx. Having forgotten that 
the trap had an unusually long chain, 
Slim moved in to tap the animal on the 
nose to stun it. But before he could 
swing the stick, the lynx leaped and 
landed on Slim’s head and raked his 
face and chest with its hind paws. 
Luckily the animal had jumped the 
length of the chain and couldn’t get 
balanced, so Slim got out of it with 
just two nasty scratches. 

In March Slim traps beavers through 
the ice, and seldom has trouble catch- 
ing the limit of 15. He never takes more 
than two from the same lodge if he can 
help it—he has to trap again year after 
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year. Besides, beaver lodges, he says, 
attract other fur bearers. 

In April, after all his skins are 
fleshed, stretched, and dried, he usually 
arranges for someone near the Min- 
chumina airfield to care for his dogs 
while he flies to Fairbanks and sells his 
catch. He then pays his bills and buys 
his outfit for the coming year, including 
grub, clothing, tools, building supplies, 
and medicine. 

Formerly if he forgot anything he’d 
have to do without for a year. But to- 
day he can buy needed items at any 
time, for he has recently moved closer 
to the airstrip. If he has any money 
left, Slim spends a few days having fun 
in Fairbanks. 

Slim figures he has to make $2,500 a 
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year to break even. He’s one of the few 
full-time Alaska trappers who has been 
able to survive the current low fur 
prices. 

It would be almost impossible today 
to start with nothing, as Slim did, and 
build up a business. He estimates it 
would take $8,000 to $10,000 just to re- 
place his equipment. This doesn’t take 
into account the years of labor involved 
in brushing out traplines, making cub- 
bies, and building line and base cabins. 

He often charters a plane to fly his 
supplies to Minchumina, for it’s some- 
times cheaper than sending the goods 


by freight on the scheduled airline—be- 
cause of the quantity. Once home he 
hurriedly delivers the supplies to his 
line cabins, getting ready for the next 
trapping season. 


Once, returning from a freighting 
trip, he broke through a rotten ice 
bridge over a river, and he and the dogs 
nearly drowned. He clung to the sled 
and hollered frantically to the dogs. ‘If 
they stop, I sink,” he told me. Fortu- 
nately the dogs swam clear and man- 
aged to yank their master out of the 
drink. 

In May he goes back to fishing for the 
dogs and readies his garden. Through 
the short, warm summer he continues 
to fish, repairs his cabins and equip- 
ment, builds another sled, cares for his 
garden, cuts grass away from his cabin 
to eliminate mosquitoes and fire hazard, 
and cuts wood. After ticking off all 
these chores to me, Slim grinned and 
remarked, ‘Sometimes when I’m tired 
I sit and look at the lake.” I could 
understand that, all right. 

In September he has to kill his win- 
ter’s meat—-a moose. Though the popu- 
lar idea of a trapper pictures him doing 
a lot of hunting, such isn’t always true. 
Last fall and in 1954 Slim fired his 
.30/06 only four times. Hunting and 
shooting his bull moose is no fun to 
Slim. “Yust hard work, that’s all,’’ -he 
said. 

Fall is also berry time, and Slim picks 
and preserves cranberries and blueber- 
ries by the tub full. The cranberries 
keep without any care, but he has to 
pour a thick syrup over his blueberries 
to preserve them. 

Slim is eligible for old-age pension, 
but he doesn’t want to be “like odder 
fellers’’ and sit around waiting to die. 

When I asked him if he ever got 
bushy or talked to himself, he grinned 
and replied that it takes brains to get 
bushy ‘and I didn’t have that.” He ad- 
mits to talking to himself but says he 
has nothing to worry about until he 
starts answering himself. 


lim is at peace with himself, and he 

loves the beauty and quiet of the 
Alaska wilderness. But to some people 
Slim’s life would be lonely, discour- 
aging, and disagreeable. 

Three weeks after I skimmed across 
the lake in the borrowed boat, Slim 
took me back over the identical route 
now six inches of ice—with his dog 
team. It was a brilliantly clear day and 
Mt. McKinley, a feather of blowing 
snow at its peak, peered down serenely 
at the vast wilderness. 

I'd intended to ask Slim if he would 
choose to be a trapper again if he could 
live his life over. He answered my 
question before I asked it. We were on 
a low hill overlooking the lake, and 
Slim pointed to the Foraker River, 
heavily laden with glacial silt, flowing 
into a small bay. The sediment was ob- 
viously building up. 

“Someday,” Slim said, thoughtfully, 
“this bay will all be full. But Slim 
won't be here.” A far look came into 
his old blue eyes, and I could almost 
read his thoughts: By that time he’d 
be staking out a trapline in another 
place. THE END

“Dove!” they’d be either too far out or 
too high. A few birds, confused by 
Tom’s shots, circled the hut, and a 
couple almost flew into the open end of 
the battered building. Yet I only got 
one dove in the flurry of action at this 
stand. Then Tom and I decided to 
scout around. 

Yes, I know that old-timers will tell 
you to get a good stand and let the 
doves come to you. I’ve hunted in Im- 
perial Valley many times with a Pasa- 
dena insurance man whose legs were 
amputated many years ago. He just 
has his Filipino houseboy spot him 
under a cottonwood tree on a dove fly- 
way, and there he waits. He usually 
gets birds quicker than the rest of us. 

But I’m usually impatient on opening 
day. If the doves won't fly by my blind, 
I'll try to walk ’em up. 

Tom and I found that was a pretty 
good system. First time we hiked 
through the harvested alfalfa doves 
got up in twos and threes and more 
from every furrow in the short stubble. 

You’ve heard about hedge-hopping 
planes keeping low to fool the radar. 
Well, these doves zoomed in every di- 
rection—sometimes right at you—with- 
out rising much more than two feet off 
the ground. Either my reflexes were 
dull, not having fired a shotgun since 
a January goose hunt, or I just plain 
couldn’t hit a cow with a broom. Ever 
have spots before your eyes? That’s 
what those twisting zooming, ground- 
strafing doves looked like. 

I tried every trick I could think of. 
I'd let ’em whiz by, try a going-away 
shot—and miss. I missed crossing birds 
and easy in-coming birds. Tom didn’t 
do much better. When we compared 
notes on our way back to the station 
wagon to get more shells, he had four 
birds and I had two. I’d burned up a 
full box of 8’s plus a few extras left in 
my hunting vest from some forgotten 
quail hunt. 

All the doves were young; one 
looked as if it hadn’t been off the nest 
more than a few weeks. 

“No wonder they’re so hard to hit,” 
grinned Tom. “They’re barely big 
enough to fly.” 

“They fly like adults,” I protested. 


f yen and I wondered a bit about the 
smallness of the doves. Was a Sep- 
tember 3 opening too early? Maybe 
these were from a later-than-normal 
hatch. Doves in balmy southern Cali- 
fornia nest all the way from March to 
September, with as many as six broods 
a year reported. Studies show that 
nestlings have rapid growth. Ten days 
after hatching they are able to fly. On 
the other hand, biologists estimate that 
10 per cent of all broods raised here 
are still on their nests September 1, and 
this year the statewide season was 
September 3 to October 2. 

“IT never saw so many young doves 
before,” Tom confessed. “Guess we'll 
just have to try to pick bigger birds.” 

Our hike back to the car was sweaty, 
though it was not quite 8 o’clock. I'll 
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bet it was a few degrees over 100. 
Homer and Bill were back at their car 
having a second breakfast. We joined 
them. 

Although Homer and Bill agreed the 
doves were young, they apparently had 
a better system than Tom and I. 
Homer especially. He was only a few 
weeks out of the hospital after a series 


of operations, and his doctor had 
doubted if he could make the dove 
opening. Homer knew better. He 


brought a camp chair with an air cush- 
ion, planted himself behind an extra- 
big Joshua tree, and waited for the 
birds to come to him. Thus Homer 
downed eight doves in half an hour. 
Bill had shot from a blind 100 yards 
away, at the edge of the alfalfa field. 
Most of his shots were high and fast 
but he got five birds. Strangely enough, 
all his were fat adults. 


uring our half-hour siesta, half a 

dozen cars drove by and hunters 
stopped to find out how our luck was. 
Most had been gunning closer to Lan- 
caster. They’d seen plenty of birds but, 
as one of them remarked wryly, ‘“There 
were more hunters than doves.” 

Fortunately the Western mourning 
dove is plentiful, stands up well under 
hunting pressure, and is widely dis- 
tributed throughout the state from sea 
level to 10,000 feet. But it does better 
and stays longer in the warmer inland 
valleys. California hunters consider the 
dove a first-rate game bird, and post- 
card surveys show that they kill as 
many as 2,378,000 doves in a single 
season. 

From clouds of dust in the distance 
you could trace the pattern of the in- 
creasing army of dove hunters seeking 
new spots to hunt. The wind had come 
up a bit but it hadn’t lowered the tem- 
perature. 

On our hike back to the Quonset hut, 
where we'd agreed to meet Homer, Bill, 
and Barry after we were through hunt- 
ing (it would be a good cool spot to 
rest and pick our doves) we met a 
block-long car that was_ two-tone 
painted in tomato soup and life-jacket 
orange. It bore Texas license plates. 
One of the hunters was a rawboned 
guy with a ten-gallon hat, skin-tight 
jeans, and cowboy boots—the kind of 
Texan everyone expects. His hunting 
companion, who now lived in Los 
Angeles, had been a classmate of the 
resident Texan’s at Southern Methodist 
University. 

“These little ol’ California doves are 
sure harder to hit than the whitewing 
doves we get in west Texas,” the tour- 
ist admitted. 

“I tol’ him,” his buddy chortled, ‘‘that 
these desert doves will put an ol’ skeet 
champ in his place.” 

“Don’t worry,” Tom told the visiting 
Texan. “I’ve been hunting doves all my 
life, and I burned up a box of shells 
this morning before I began to lead ’em 
right.” 

After we’d cooled off at the Quonset, 
I had to make a choice. Did I want to 
stay in out of the blazing sun or did I 
want some doves? I decided on doves, 
and walked to a stand behind some 
near-by Joshuas. 


I didn’t have lone to wait. In a few 
minutes the doves were on the move, 
coming up from the stubble 200 yards 


west of us. Back at the car, I’d not 
only picked up plenty of shells in 8’s 
and 7 49’s, I’d switched the barrels of my 
12 gauge autoloader. I figured IT needed 
a tighter one for the long shots, so I 
got my full-choke, 28-inch barrel. I’d 
probably miss more but if I hit ’em 
they’d be down, I decided. 

The first few minutes I wished I’d 
stayed behind the hut. The doves 
darted right by it in twos and threes. 
But eventually my stand paid off. A 
flock of about a dozen streaked by. I 
emptied my gun, and out of the three 
shots I dropped two birds. They fell 
like rocks, so I merely marked care- 
fully where they landed in the sage- 
brush across the dirt road and stayed 
on my stand. I bagged two more out of 
four small flights; my shooting was 
getting better. 

Then came a lull in the flights, and I 
decided to pick up the two doves I’d 
dropped in the sagebrush. Much later, 
dripping with sweat, I gave up trying 
to find them. I was sure they were 
stone-dead, and Tom later agreed. He 
saw me drop both of them. 

But a dove’s coloration blends with 
the sage so that dead ones just dis- 
appear—which is why _ experienced 
desert dove hunters always take dogs. 
It’s worth packing an extra canteen of 
water for a retriever, for you'll cut 
your hunting time in half. I used to 
hunt doves with a cocker spaniel, but 
I now live in an apartment where I 
can’t keep a dog. Best dove dog I ever 
saw, oddly enough, was an Airedale. 
He was terrific. ; 

Since I saw no reason for dropping 
doves only to lose them in the sage, I 
moved to a new stand of Joshuas with 
open country all around them. That 
proved the smartest thing I did on that 
hunt—next to taking along a canteen of 
ice water when we left Tom’s station 
wagon. 


he doves were flying a lot higher 

now, but that full-choke barrel was 
reaching out. Yet I saw why Tom calls 
doves “poor man’s pintails.’’ These 
birds flew almost as high and as fast 
as those streamlined ducks. In half an 
hour, despite frequent breaks to wipe 
my sunburned face and hands and take 
a swig of ice water, I'd finished out my 
limit. I’d had all the shots in the book, 
and I didn’t lose a single bird in the 
brush. 

Tom also had his limit, so we headed 
for the relatively cool shade at the open 
end of the Quonset hut. Homer, Bill, 
and Barry were already there and al- 
most finished with the job of picking 
their doves. 

“Didn’t think I’d make it this year,” 
Homer chuckled. “Didn’t think any 
doves would be flying in this bake oven. 
Didn’t think I could hit ’em. This is 
the hottest shooting I’ve ever had, even 
better than Imperial Valley.” 

“You said it,” Bill agreed. “If I 
knew any hotter spot I’d go to it.” 

“How about Death Valley?’ I asked. 

“I think you’ve got hold of some- 
thing,’ said Homer. THE END

the tide was low enough. There was 
considerable argument about the tide 
tables, and if the tide is high, there’s 
no beach. But this seemed to bother 
no one but myself. I rode with Max in 
his float plane. We'd use it to ferry 
Johnnie and my brother from the beach 
up to the trapping cabin. 

The tide was low, or low enough to 
reveal a steeply pitched strip of boulder- 
strewn volcanic sand. It would raise the 
hair of any ordinary pilot just to fly 
over it, but Johnnie landed skillfully 
and wheeled up to an old cabin he’d 
fixed up to use as a supply house. 

Max landed our float plane in the 
very mouth of Poly Creek, where it 
was no wider than a narrow city lot. 
Our landing involved slipping down over 
a rotting wharf of the defunct cannery 
and then settling in exactly the right 
place in the creek—so our wings 
wouldn’t hit the high banks on either 
side and slow enough to stop short of 
a tree-trunk snag at the first bend. 

We missed all these obstacles by the 
necessary four or five inches and landed 
safely. We exchanged passengers then, 
Johnnie accompanying Max in the float 
plane to see if they could land up the 
creek near the cabin. This cautious 
inspection flight should have warned 
me, for both Max and Johnnie are 
hardened dare-devils at landing and 
taking off in impossible situations. 

In about an hour the float plane 
returned and landed in the open water 
beyond creek mouth. The waves were 
pretty high, but they seemed a minor 
hazard under the circumstances. Max 
peered out and explained that he had 
left Johnnie up the creek, “to chop out 
a few snags that seemed to be in the 
way.” 

Noting that Max himself looked a 
little pale, I got in and braced myself. 
We had difficulty taking off in the 
rough waters of Cook Inlet. After we 
had bounced eight or 10 times and 
become air-borne, the Poly Creek coun- 
try began to unfold close beneath us. 

Just above the old cannery buildings 
a large sow brownie with two cubs 
stood in midstream with the salmon 
swirling around them. Just above, anoth- 
er big brownie ambled along the edge of 
the brush bordering the creek. In a few 
minutes’ flying time we saw 10 bears, 
and it was already so late in the day 
that most of the brownies had finished 
fishing and curled up in the brush to 
belch. 

Excited at seeing so.much game, I 
forgot about the hazards of flying until 
we passed the beaver ponds at the head 
of Poly Creek and crossed the short in- 
terval to Crescent River. Then the plane 
settled beneath us. Max was apparently 
heading for a riffle on the river with 
a gravel bar at its far end. The water 
was white and angry here and apparent- 
ly dropped 20 feet or so in the short 
space of the rapids. 

The idea was to land the little plane 
upstream, so that our forward momen- 
tum would be cut by the current rushing 
against us. But neither the neatness of 
the theory nor the knowledge that Max 
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had already landed on this awful 
place once before gave me much com- 
fort. 

Johnnie was standing in the cold 
water at the upper end of the riffle, 
waving his ax above his head to bring 
us in. And in we came, like a goose 
stricken with a full charge of No. 2 
shot. The floats banged on the white 
water with just enough. momentum 
left to push us ahead to the gravel bar. 

Johnnie grinned as he helped me 
unload our gear. We both watched with 
fascination as Max jerked the plane 
around in the swift current and took 
off downstream. He was using the 
rushing water to help gain flying speed 
in the short run before brush and trees 
would engulf him. It worked, but with 
no room to spare.

That short hop from the beach had 
plunged us into the very middle of the 
best bear country I had ever seen. The 
little gravel bar was packed down by 
their big feet. As Johnnie shouldered a 
bag of duffel and plunged into the 
wall of willow on the bank, he followed 
a trail worn smooth by bears passing 
this way to fish for salmon in the river. 
There were half-eaten fish and piles of 
dung on the trail, and the willows 
bordering the path were worn by the 
passage of countless wide-beamed 
brownies. 

The trapping cabin was a story in 
itself. I had seen Alaska trapping hang- 
outs before, but never one so gloomy 
and sinister as this one. It was low and 
squat, with widespread eaves to fend 
off winter snow. Devil’s-club grew high 
around the weathered logs. What little 
light might have filtered through the 
spiny leaves of the devil’s-club was shut 
off by towering spruce trees. 

Johnnie had sealed the cabin door 
with an extra iron bar to keep out 
bears, which had furrowed the wood 
with long claws. A_ kerosene can 
normally used to carry water from the 
creek was laced with tooth punctures 
as big across as a man’s thumb. Appar- 
ently the brownies were doing all they 
could to remove this cabin and its 
human smells from their domain. 

We unbarred the splintered door 
and ducked into the dark interior. 


There were a few items left by the 
former owner. Mostly the furniture was 
that which a man can make unaided 
with only an ax. Outside of ourselves, 
no one had ever reached this place 
without a laborious trek afoot along 
the bear trails from the beach, carry- 
ing whatever he could on his back. 

Airing out the musty odor as best 
we could, we settled ourselves and 
lighted a fire in the old gasoline can 
that served as a stove. In a few 
minutes Max returned with the last load 
from the beach and again made the 
perilous landing on the creek. For a 
man on foot, the trip would take most 
of the day. 

Johnnie explained the lay of the 
land to us so we could scout the area 
in the few hours before dark. As he 
talked, he drew a little map in the 
mud in front of the cabin, furrowing 
the dark earth with part of an old 
beaver trap. 

“Crescent River and Poly Creek split 
up into sloughs,” he said, drawing a 
series of roughly parallel lines. ‘‘These 
are where the salmon spawn—and 
where the bears will be.’”’ Then he 
held up his hand and added, “But be 
careful. The brownies will be right on 
you before you see them.” 

“Here’s a bush pilot who’s flown 
through a hundred fantastic escapades,” 
I told myself, ‘and he’s advising us 
to be careful. What are we getting 
into?” 

My brother Joe and Johnnie started 
upstream for a fish creek that parallels 
Crescent River. In a dozen strides 
they had disappeared among the devil’s- 
club. Max and I turned east toward 
a salmon slough at the head of Poly 
Creek. 

Except for a few trees the trapper 
had blazed, we’d have lost direction 
entirely. There were bear trails every- 
where, deep-worn avenues leading to 
and from the better salmon pools. At 
the slough Johnnie had directed us to, 
the bear trail we’d been following 
simply dipped down between dense wil- 
lows into the water. On the bank in 
the shadow lay fragments of a dog 
salmon’s head that looked as if they’d 
been dropped only minutes before. 


W: stepped down into water up to 
our knees. Out in the very middle 


of the stream we could see up and down 
for a few yards before the brush pro- 
truding from both sides cut off the view. 

First we tried wading up the middle 
of the stream, but this was obviously 


not the answer. Around each of the 
many dead trees that had fallen into 
the water, the current had sucked away 
the gravel bottom to leave green pools. 
These, as we discovered by trying to 
get through the first one, were more 
than waist-deep. 

So we waded where we could and 
then dodged back to follow the bear 
trails along either bank. These stream- 
bordering trails had many small loops 
and side paths down to the pools where 
the bears could catch unwary fish. All 
along we found tracks and sign so fresh 
that it appeared the brownies were 
just ahead of us. 

Max and I tiptoed along looking this 
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way and that like a couple of burglars. 
The woods were silent around us. There 
was only the low murmur of the water 
as it passed by some hidden snag 
around the next bend. When a small 
spruce squirrel chittered suddenly and 
ran along a fallen log, we both clutched 
our guns and whirled, then grinned 
foolishly at each other. 

Once, through a rare gap in the trees, 
we saw Redoubt Volcano, some 20 miles 
to the north of us. The sun was red on 
the snow fields of the great mountain, 
and evening shadows were already 
gathering in our little valley. It was a 
tingling business tiptoeing around 
among brown bears in the daylight; 
by dark it would be straight suicide. 

“Max,” I whispered. “I’ve been far- 
ther away from animals in a zoo——-” 


M* held up his hand. I knew that 
his hearing had been dulled some- 
what by several awful experiences in 
subzero weather and the roar of airplane 
engines, but he uses a hearing aid that 
was now tuned to pick up sounds too 
dim for normal ears. I could hear noth- 
ing. Still, there did seem to be some- 
thing. Was that the smell of a bear? 

The dank odor of rotting salmon and 
bear droppings had been around us 
constantly. But this new smell sug- 
gested wet animal hair. We could see 
nothing in the shadows either ahead or 
behind us. A salmon splashed in the 
creek just beyond the willows. That 
was all. We took one step forward. 

With a rush the brownie rose before 
us on the other side of a bush, his head 
looming up big as a bushel basket and 
almost black in the shadows. Both 
Max and I started back a step and 
thrust our rifles forward. 

Now I could see the bear’s bright 
little eyes on either side of his long, 
straight muzzle. His whole attitude 
was one of surprise. And so was mine. 
I could have spit in his eye, if that was 
the right thing to do. Just what should 
I do with a great brownie so close I 
might bat his black nose with a tennis 
racket ? 

Max and I stood there with our 
mouths open like two gasping fish. I 
suppose I’d have fired if the bear had 
lunged forward through the bush, but 
I must admit that for those few seconds 
I forgot I was supposed to be hunting 
bear. Then the bruin dropped down on 
all fours and ran. We saw the bushes 
waving as his great body passed 
through. Spurts of spray flew above 
the willows as he crossed the creek. 
Then all was quiet again. 

That evening, back at the little trap- 
ping cabin, we compared notes. Joe 
and Johnnie had seen six bears, all with- 
in arm’s reach. Three of them were 
yearlings which they said they didn’t 
want to shoot. They gave no reason 
for refusing all the others, but Max 
and I knew why. 

We ourselves had seen four bears 
that same evening, all of which ran 
from us. How long would it be before 
we met one that elected to run at us? 

I pondered this question as we sat 
there in the little cabin and talked by 
the glow of the fire through the cracks 
of the makeshift stove. And later 
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that night, as I tossed and turned on a 
narrow bunk made of rope laced over 
a log frame, it wasn’t the rough bed or 
the smell of old beaver pelts which kept 
me awake. I even imagined during the 
night that I heard a bear pass close to 
the cabin. There was a loud snuffling 
out there in the darkness and some- 
thing kicked one of the tin cans in front 
of the door. 

In the morning Max and I decided to 
cross over the bear trails to the head of 
Poly Creek. From the plane we’d seen 
several grown-over beaver dams at the 
very head of the creek. These small 
openings just might give us a chance to 
see a shootable bear far enough away 
to shoot him. Johnnie and Joe, after 
some deliberation, decided to try the 
sloughs off Crescent River again, espe- 
cially to find one yellow-furred bear 
they’d glimpsed the previous evening. 

By following old blaze marks, Max 
and I found our way to Poly Creek. 
After that it was like navigating in 
a fog, for there were brush-screened

profusion. The morning was still as 
death, except for the gulls twittering 
above the ripples of the creek as they 
fed on drifting salmon eggs. Two bald 
eagles swooped low over the water and 
the gulls scattered screaming. Then 
there was only silence again. Just 
before us, in the mud of the trail, Max 
pointed to an imprint a good 18 inches 
long. That would be a brownie of record 
size in anybody’s book. A small trickle 
of muddy water was running back into 
the impressions of the great toes. 

Just beyond, a bear had been feeding 
on the cow parsnips that grew close 
to the water. We had noticed before 
that the brownies seemed to enjoy vary- 
ing their fish diet with a little salad. 
Suddenly, across the creek, the brush 
swished violently and a big round head 
broke through the leaves. Before we 
could point our rifles in that direction, 
the head disappeared and crashing 
brush just across the stream showed 
the course of the bear as he ran. 

Judging by the one glimpse, this 
brownie was of no great size, but we 
had no chance to shoot, even if we'd 
wanted to take him. 

Max and I sneaked on like a couple 
of Indian scouts in Apache territory. 
We walked in the water when we could, 
and on streamside bear trails when we 
couldn’t. We carefully parted the 
devil’s-club and willow to avoid tell- 


tale rasping sounds against our clothes. 
Yet twice more in the next hour bears 
lunged away just ahead of us. One of 
these was an enormous brute, perhaps 
the maker of that big track we had 
seen. But there was no time to shoot 
or even think of shooting before he too 
was gone. 

Eventually Max took off his pack, 
leaned his rifle against a tree, and 
began to climb an old birch which 
leaned out over the creek. About 20 feet 
up he stopped, pointed excitedly, and 
started down. 

“There’s a big bear fishing around 
the next bend,’’ Max said in a hoarse 
whisper. 

For a fleeting moment I thought 
this was our chance. Then, as we 
advanced to a solid wall of willow 
stems, I realized that a stalk was 
impossible. What if there was a bear 
catching salmon in the next bend? We 
wouldn’t spot him until we could actu- 
ally punch his belly with the rifle bar- 
rel. Such a maneuver seemed inadvisa- 
ble with a brown bear. 

Nevertheless, we eased ahead to do 
our best. We stepped on grass clumps 
when we could, so our boots wouldn’t 
make a sucking sound in the mud.

At 
no place could we see more than 15 
feet through the awful brush.

The bear’s heavy body 
had smashed down the growth to form 
the gap I looked through. 

Just ahead we heard the splash of 
water.

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ike most anglers of those days, I re- 
sented the brown trout at first. I 
grew up in the Hudson River Val- 

ley of New York, and the only trout 
streams I could hike or bicycle to as a 
boy had brook trout in them. ‘Trout,’ 
to me, meant brook trout, salvelinus 


fontinalis. Nothing else. 
Then came the automobile. If you 
could take the deep dust or mud of 


horse-and-buggy roads and were skilled 
at fixing tires mounted on the formid- 
able clincher-type rims, an auto would 
take you far beyond your former fish- 
ing range. Thus, after drives punctu- 
ated with as many as four flat tires, I 
began fishing streams 100 miles from 
home—and caught my first brown trout, 
foreigners stocked in waters where I'd 
hoped to catch brook trout. 

It took me quite a while to accept the 
fact that browns are good gamefish. 
Then, as deforestation, road-building, 
and other advancing works of man 
made it difficult or impossible for brook 
trout to survive in many Eastern 
streams, I realized that browns were a 
blessing. They have thrived and offered 
fine sport in many waters where no 
other trout could live. 

Since those early days I’ve had so 
much to do with brown trout that I 
believe my notes about them will help a 
good many brown-trout fishermen. 

Browns were brought to North Amer- 
ica from Germany about 1883. This 
origin probably started the still-com- 
mon term “German brown trout,” al- 
though they are found in so many 
waters abroad that it would be more 
accurate to call them ‘‘European brown 
trout.” 

Though the browns themselves did 
well in our Eastern states, many an- 
glers opposed them because they 
thought browns were crowding out the 
brookies, their ‘native’ trout. The 
evidence often supported this belief,

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from waters where browns were taking 
hold. 

In some instances the browns may 
in fact have crowded the brookies out. 
There were many other streams, how- 
ever, where man’s industry gradually 
changed the water until brook trout 
could no longer live in it. Brown trout 
had little to do with the _ brookies 
vanishing from such streams. 

In addition to hardiness, browns soon 
showed another virtue. In a stream 
holding only brook trout, there were 
many stretches of water that were bar- 
ren of fish simply because brookies con- 
gregate in selected pools, deep runs, and 
certain kinds of quiet water. Brown 
trout range all over a stream, often 
feeding in shallows where a _ brookie- 
trained angler would never expect to 
find a trout or even bother to make a 
cast. Thus the mileage of fishing water 
with trout in it was considerably great- 
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“There’s no fish in this stream, buddy 








er after browns had been introduced. 
Did you know that the now-famous 
Firehole River in Yellowstone National 
Park was barren of gamefish before 
Loch Levens were planted in 1903. The 
Lochs, which are so similar to browns 
that the difference is academic, were 
planted there after an earlier stocking 
of brook trout had failed. The brookies, 
stocked in 1889, were delivered by mis- 
take to fill an order for Loch Levens. 
Dumped into water unsuitable for them, 
the brookies died. But continued stock- 
ings of fish recorded as Loch Levens 
which I think were mixed and interbred 
with the almost-identical browns 
established a _ strain of Loch-brown 
trout in the Firehole that flourished 
from the first. By 1933, when I first 
fished the Firehole, it was the most ex- 
citing dry-fly water I'd ever fished. 






hough certain abuses have hurt the 

fishing there in recent years, the 
Firehole remained good and is now on 
the upgrade again. Anglers have the 
brown-Loch trout to thank for this. 
Cutthroats and rainbows stocked in the 
main stretch of the river above Firehole 
Falls never amounted to much. 
Brookies, as stated, couldn’t live at all. 
Thus we have here a famous trout 
stream that—without brown-strain fish 
—would not be a trout stream at all. 

The brown’s feeding habits are in 
many respects ideal. Perhaps as a re- 
sult of heavy insect hatches along the 
brown's ancestral streams in Europe, 
browns seem to have a built-in tendency 
to take surface flies. When browns are 
stocked in American streams with good 
fly hatches, they take artificial dry flies 
more consistently than any other trout. 
At the same time, a wary brown is per- 
haps harder to fool than any other trout 
you might cast a fly to. Browns make 
you do the job right. 

But. the brown is adaptable and will 
go after whatever food is available. 
Lacking a good hatch of insects, browns 
will work right in to the shore after 
minnows. They will grub under rocks 
for insect and vegetable food, or search 
the shallows along meadow banks to 
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the old boy

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the white stripes that show vividly on 
the fins of some browns that I have in- 
vestigated the matter very thoroughly. 
Most of my correspondents wondered if 
such fish were not mixtures of brown 
and brook-trout _ strains. What I 
learned, in brief, is that pure browns 
often show some white edging on these 
fins. But since browns and brookies 
may cross in natural waters, a trout 
that seems to be a brown except for 
very white fin stripes may actually be 
a hybrid—a mixture of brown and 
brookie strains. 

The coloration of browns also varies 
according to the health, environment, 
and heredity of the individual fish. If 
you catch one that seems different from 
other browns in the same water, it may 
be a tourist from a different part of the 
stream or lake. It may also be a hybrid, 
or possibly a sick fish. 

As for the Loch Leven, one might 
argue that the difference between it and 
the ordinary brown is of little or no 
consequence, since pure strains of the 
Loch are so rare. Where you find char- 
acteristically pure Loch Levens, as in 
the lake in Scotland that gives these 
trout their name, they will not have the 
red spots that browns have, the red 
dots being replaced by black ones that 
often have the shape of a smudged 
letter X. That’s the only simple way to 
tell browns and Lochs apart. Otherwise, 
they are virtually the s#me in appear- 
ance, habits, and response to baits, 
lures, and fishing strategies. 

Barring the exceptional fish that pop 
up among all kinds, I can’t rate browns 
as high in fighting ability as either 
brookies or rainbows. The brown, for 
one thing, makes a typically different 
bid for freedom. It uses strong, dogged 
runs, often tangling your line by dodg- 
ing among sunken rocks, brush, or other 
such obstacles. In general, the brown 
is a strong and steady trickster. Only 
a rare brown races and leaps with the 
abandon of a rainbow, and most browns 
lack the brook trout’s lasting deter- 
mination to fight his way to freedom by 
dislodging the hook. 

The brown grows big and is tough 
and adaptable, but it does things with a 
cleverness rainbows and brookies lack. 
Brains are the brown's forte. 

I was very wrong, all in all, when I 
protested against the stocking of brown 
trout in those early days. The years 
have proved to me that browns are fine 
gamefish, and we’re lucky to have these 
immigrants so well established in these 
days of ever-increasing fishing pres- 
sures.—Ray Bergman.

the rigs the bigger the catches. The 
old-time rigs and methods are still with 
us, yet the feeding habits of the wall- 
eye plainly indicate that use of other 
methods and other tackle would greatly 
increase the sport and the take. 

When Ray had finished readying the 
boat, it was 5 p.m., and the sun was 
sliding down a crimson sky over Canada 
across the St. Lawrence River. While 
Marcy and I climbed aboard, Ray dis- 
appeared in the direction of camp. He 

came back carrying extra walleye rigs. 
Then he gave the starter rope a healthy 
yank, and the 25-horsepower motor 
swung us away from the dock. 

“There’s a shoal along the south shore 
an hour’s run from here,” Ray said. 
“I saw a million minnows working there 
yesterday afternoon.” 

This was great news, for where min- 
nows are shoaling there’s a good chance 
you'll find plenty of walleyes come dark. 

For a few miles above Ray’s place, 
the western shore of Black Lake, which 
gets its name from the color of its peat 
and not its water, was sprinkled 
with little rickety docks and flotillas of 
rowboats, then the wilderness took 
over. 

As we rounded a rocky point on 
which an old cabin leaned against the 
wind, we saw a woman in a faded 
blue-and-white checkered dress sitting 
under an umbrella in a rowboat. She 
was fishing the cove with a long cane 
pole. Her face was as lined as a 
plowed field, and she was puffing clouds 
of smoke from a large curve-stemmed 
pipe. She waved a bony hand at us 
and called a greeting as we past. Ray 
said she was 93 and that her husband 
used to be a Black Lake guide. 

She was the only other person we 
saw the rest of the day. We shared 
the lake with flocks of wild ducks feed- 
ing noisily in the coves. Once we saw 
a lonely blue heron standing like a 
statue in the shallows, and twice we 
saw bald eagles soaring over the trees. 

As the sun sank lower the trees grew 
black against the horizon, and the water 
took on a glassy look. A few swallows 
were shooting overhead like black 
arrows when Ray cut the motor, and we 
slid silently toward a strip of water 
lying between a point of land and a 
small, heavily wooded island. 

Ray touched a match to the half- 
smoked cigar in his mouth, then said, 
“That’s the shoal. The walleyes should 
be coming up soon.” 

In the cove off to our right a little 
V cut across the water. We knew that 
it was made by a small black nose—a 
muskrat already up and about his| 
evening’s work. 

The boat ended its drift a good cast- | 
ing distance from the shoal. Ray} 
lowered the anchor into about 12 feet 
of water, and reached for his minnow 
bucket. Like most walleye guides and |

minnow directly at the shoal, and I sent 
my 's-ounce silver wobbling spoon 
down to its far end. Ray let fly with a 
live minnow and scored a bullseye on 
the spot where the shiners had jumped. 
His sinker carried the bait to the bot- 
tom in the conventional manner. 

I kept my spoon close to the surface 
on the retrieve. Several swallows dived 
after it, but gave up the chase as it 
neared the boat. I cast again, and al- 
most immediately felt a powerful tug. 
My tiny reel began giving out line so 
quickly I was sure I'd be stripped of 
all the 200 yards on the spool. My drag 













was set to the line’s capacity. There 
was little I could do but hang on. Then 





the surface of the lake opened and a 
big fish climbed straight up, shook like 
a blue marlin, sent my spoon flying, and 
dropped back with a loud splash. 

“A great northern,” Ray laughed. 
“Shook the hook clean.’’ Then he looked 
at me. ‘You still going to fish with 
that trout tackle?” 

“You bet,’’ I said. ‘‘We’re after wall- 
eyes. If we get a pike too big to handle, 
we'll just lose him, that’s all.” 

“You just lost one,” he said. ‘That 
was a big pike. Unusual for this part 
of the lake. Most of them live in the 
northern end.’”’ He made no comment 
about my lure or the way I was fishing 
it, but I noticed that he was taking it 
all in. 




















()° my next cast I hooked a fish 
that plunged hell-bent for the 
depths beyond the shoal. I let him go. 
Suddenly he shot up six feet, then 
charged off just under the surface. I 
knew I had a walleye—not too big nor 
too small. He gave me the works, but 
it was only a question of time until Ray 
scooped him up in his enormous muskie 
net. My first Black Lake walleye was a 
three-pounder. 









Ray was biting his cigar a little 
harder. I'd surface-hooked two fish 





and boated one before he’d had a touch. 
That didn’t surprise me, since it’s an 
old theory of mine that when walleyes 
are feeding on shoaling minnows you 
don’t have much chance when you put 
another minnow in with the crowd. But 
when you slip a nice, flashy spoon, a 
wriggly wooden plug, or a brightly 
colored streamer fly into the midst of 
the school and fish it near the top, 
you're playing to win. 

In a few more casts I had my second 
walleye, another three-pounder. As I 
lifted my rod to cast again, I saw some 
walleyes roughing it up way down the 
shoal. It was a long cast, but I made 
it, and as the spoon slipped into the 
water—-bang! This time I could tell by 
the fish’s take-off that I was going to 
have my hands full. It first made a 
long, powerful straightaway run, then 
started to plunge for the bottom but 
suddenly turned and came straight for 
the boat. 

The fish came on faster than I could 
take up slack, shot under the boat, and 
came up on the other side. Ray put his 
rod down and watched. He didn’t say 
anything, just sat there biting his cigar 
and squirming in his seat. 

“You’re going to lose him,’’ Marcy

When the fish had taken out nearly | 
100 yards of line, it charged to the} 
left and headed for the boat’s stern. | 
Ray got up to haul in his line, tipped | 
up the outboard motor, and sat down | 
again. In seconds the walleye was | 
fighting off the stern, but bit by bit his 
strength gave out and he began coming 
in. Finally Ray got him in the net and | 
brought him aboard—a 512-pounder. | 

In a few minutes Marcy shouted, 
“T’ve got one.”’ I heard Ray grunt and | 
I saw him heave back on his stout rod. | 
Then I felt a savage tug on my own} 
line. All of us were fast to walleyes. 

After I'd caught half my limit on the | 
spinning rod, I put it away and took | 
cut my fly rod. I tied a salmon-size 
Gray Ghost on a 4X leader and cast to | 
the shoal. Wham. I had a walleye on | 
before the fly traveled three feet. 

Fly casting or spinning, it’s all the | 
same when you consider the facts. | 
Twice a day walleyes come up out of 


their deep holes to hunt the shoals and | 


shallow riffs in lakes, rivers, and 


take bugs off the surface—just as trout 


eyes as if they were trout? Why not 
go after them with either light spin- 
ning gear or regular fly rods and lures? 

If you really want sport, use a two 





or three-ounce fly rod and fish a small 
streamer fly on a 5X leader testing less | 
than a pound. Cast over riffs and shoals | 
exactly as you would if you were after | 

big brown trout. Years ago I caught a 

10-pound walleye on such tackle at the | 

foot of a fast riffle in New York’s 

and I haven't fully | 

recovered from it yet. 

I’ve found that the best time for wall- 
eyes is from sunset until it gets so dark 
you can’t see the tip of a nine-foot rod. 
In the North, this is the long twilight. 
In the South, it’s “lightning-bug time.” 
That’s when feeding walleyes prowl the 
shoals. The next best time is from the 
first hint of dawn until the sunlight 
strikes the water. The rest of the day, 
I try for other fish. 

We had our limit of walleyes, 30 in 
all, before it got completely dark. We 
also boated over a dozen northerns and 
released I don’t know how many. Marcy 
hooked the biggest bass she’d ever had 
on, but released it with a rueful smile. 


| Bass season was three weeks away. 


R” lighted his cigar, puffed till it 
was going good, then started the 
motor. As we swung away from the 
shoal, I remarked on the lake’s beauty.

leaving the land almost as wild as it 
was when the Algonquins and the 
Iroquois visited the lake to fish and to 
gather ash wood for their war clubs. 

We fished the lake for two more days, 
and now I believe most of those in- 
credible tales I’d heard of its fishing. 
It is far better than many more famous 
walleye places. Maybe it’s not quite as 
good as Minnesota’s Rainy River, 
Tennessee’s Dale Hollow Lake, or other 
TV waters in the South, but for Eastern 
walleye water, I can’t think of a better 
spot. 

Ray, who has fished Black Lake for 
over 30 years, told us that it is one of 
the country’s best natural breeding 
grounds for gamefish. Federal surveys 
conducted a few years ago bear him 
out. They show that all types of fresh- 
water gamefish, except trout, abound 
in the lake—and there are even a few 
trout. Some widely traveled anglers 
rate it as the best natural fresh-water 
lake east of the Mississippi. 


alleye spawning runs up Indian 
River and Fish Creek in April 
are spectacular. The fish come in such 
great numbers that they actually crowd 
one another up onto the banks. Before 
the Jake was as well policed by wardens 
as it is now, poachers often scooped up 
wagonloads of walleyes in a few 
minutes during these runs. 

Next morning, I asked Ray why 
such a wonderful fishing spot isn’t 
more heavily fished. ‘‘Because it lies 
off the beaten track,” he said. ‘He 
pointed out that its communities, like 
Rossie and Pope Mills, which played 
important roles in the opening of the 
north country 100 years ago, are now 
practically ghost towns. Steamers that 
once plied the lake lie rusting on its 
bottom. Vacationists take the main 
highways that lead to the St. Lawrence 
River and its bridge into Canada. “But 
the fishing,’’ Ray emphasized, “is right 
here.” 

There are plenty of good guides on 
Black Lake, lots of housekeeping 
cabins, a free state campsite at the 
northern end, and ample tent space. 
The best months for walleyes are May, 
June, September, and October. 

I stumbled on the virtues of trout Preel 
fishing for walleyes about 10 years ago | Send for yourcopy 
on the Delaware River.

I groan when 
I think of the hours I’ve spent digging 
lampreys from the Delaware’s sandy 
banks. It’s still a common way of get- 
ting walleye bait. 

About dark one afternoon, a friend 
and I went to the river to fish small 
streamer flies for rainbow trout in 
rifes around Kellam’s Bridge above 
Hankins, New York. I usually waded 
this stretch, but this time the water was 
too high and fast. So we went in a 
boat, got as far up the riffle as our 
strength would take us, and dropped 
the anchor. I put on a Mickey Finn be- 
hind a small double-bladed spinner and 
cast directly across the current, letting 
the water carry the fly in a wide arc | 
beyond the stern. We'd been fishing |

about half an hour when something 
grabbed my fly and started downstream 
on the double. 

My pal, thinking 
rainbow in the river, 
anchor and let the current 
down behind the runaway fish. It didn’t 
jump or surface, but just made for 
deep water against the Pennsylvania 
shore about a quarter of a mile down- 
stream. 

The fight began when the fish reached 
a big eddy. Still unseen, it made long, 
powerful runs that all but bent my fly 
rod double, and stretched my 3X leader 
close to breaking point a dozen times. 
Then the fish surfaced, and we saw it. 
It was a walleye. 

“It’s a yard long,” my pal shouted.

In large, deep rivers, of course, you 
fish from a boat. For example, take the 
famous Rainy River that runs out of 
Minnesota’s Lake of the Woods, one 
of the world’s best walleye streams.

surface. You'll need at least one BB- 
size split shot, which should be pinched 
on your leader about 15 inches above 
the hook. Here’s where spinning tackle, 
which can handle extremely light 
weight, makes casting easier. Any addi- 
tional shot which may be needed should 
be spaced about two inches apart above 
the first one. It’s wise not to use more 
than is needed, because loading up the 
leader will only result in a frustrating 
number of snags. Depth at which the 
fish are feeding is something you'll have 
to determine by trial, unless they’re 
obviously hitting the top. Usually, when 
the water’s clear, I start with one split 
shot; if it’s high and roily, I try four. 

When you've discovered the proper 
cepth and decided how much weight 
you need, there’s one more point to keep 
in mind. The fly should be drifting at 
feeding level by the time it reaches the 
spot where you think the fish are. This 
means that you shouldn’t cast directly 
at the spot, but far enough upstream 
to let the fly sink in time. When the 
water’s fast and the fish are deep, this 

| can be quite a distance. 

After you’ve cast, follow the bait 
downstream and take in slack. If you'll 
do this with a hand retrieve instead of 
winding in line with your reel, you'll be 
in a better position to feel the strike 
and set the hook. Trout don’t ordinarily 
hit a willow fly more than one or two 
quick, sharp taps, and with the line 
between your fingers you'll be alert to 
the signal. Strike hard the instant you 
feel it.

fully and thoroughly before you leave 
it, because even during the willow-fly

This was impressed on me 
one day in a way I'll never forget. 

I was working down the Gunnison on 
a morning when the fishing was slow;

Just as I parted some willows to step 
out on a bend of the river, I saw some- 
thing that made my blood pressure 
soar. A big rainbow leaped straight 
up from the water and shook its head 
like a baby tarpon. As it fell back with 
a heavy splash, I realized that it was 
hooked and that there was an excited 
fisherman just below me. From the 
furious way he was taking in line, I

Soon he stumbled around 
the bend and disappeared. I followed. 
I didn’t want to move into his spot, but 
I had a hunch he was going to be busy 
for sometime.

I stopped and went 
back with a clear conscience.

where the separated currents began to 
converge again, was some heavy-look- 
ing water, topped with short, chopping 
waves that seemed to stand still. That 
choppy water was my target. It was 
perfect for big fish; they could lie in 
wait there and pick up food being 
carried down from two directions. I 
was sure that’s where the leaping rain- 
bow had been hooked. 

I'd been fishing with three split shot, 
and the weight seemed just about right 
for the distance. My first cast plunked 
a willow fly down just above the rock. 
It was immediately swept around the 
left of the rock and would have gone 
past me and downstream if I hadn't 
lifted the rod and coaxed the line 
toward the pool, where the bait could 
be carried into quieter water. I worked 
in the slack and waited expectantly as 
the bait eddied. Nothing happened. 
Twice more the same thing. On the 
fourth cast, the fly dropped below 
the rock, sank, and slowly drifted into 
the choppy area. I held my breath. 


Again nothing happened. 
BY this time it was obvious that none 

J of my casts had tempted a fish old 
enough to know better—-and for good 
reason. What half-drowned willow fly, 
operating under its own power, could 
struggle out of a heavy current and 
make its way into a pool? What willow 
fly, dropping off a rock, would sink so 
fast in quiet water—-unless, of course, 
its body was filled with lead. 

From where I stood there was only 
one way to drift a willow fly naturally 
to fish I was certain were lying in that 
choppy water. That was to lengthen the 
cast so that the fly would alight above 
and on the opposite side of the rock, 
where it would be carried toward the 
fish by the current’s right tongue. I 


tried three casts without geiting 
enough distance, then pinched on an- 
other BB and let go a fourth. 


This time the fly set down about two 
yards above the rock and a yard to its 
right, and as it floated downstream I 
gathered in slack. Now I could see the 
glinting line curve right into the chop. 
I stripped in more line—as much as I 
dared—leaving just enough slack to 
let the fly drift freely, but keeping 
enough tension to feel the action. 

The two taps came so close together 
they were almost one. When I flipped 
my wrist upward the rod arched with a 
jolt that tingled all the way to my 
elbow. The tip danced as the fish surged 
upstream into the pool, then straighten- 
ed suddenly as the line went slack. The 
fish had turned, and I yanked in line 
and lifted the rod high, trying to main- 
tain the pressure. 

Zigzagging back and forth, the fish 
seemed to have picked a definite and 
limited area for its fight, at least for 
the moment. I knew that if it got into 
the fast water I’d have to go with it, 
and I didn’t want to lose that spot. If it 
reached the current on the right, I’d 
have no choice. But if I could work it 
te my left, there was a chance I could 
force it through the narrower stream 
and into the backwater behind. 

Knowing I was trying a foolish stunt, 
I swung the rod across my body, push-

Then the fish 
darted into the backwater, and I knew 
I'd won. As I admired the way it filled 
the net, I was a little ashamed that I'd 
horsed it. It was a beautiful, deep- 


bodied rainbow, 19 inches long, that 
would go a good three pounds. 
Without taking time out for a 


breather, I threaded on another willow 
fly and cast to the same spot. This time 
there was a single, savage smash that 


| put a bend in the rod all the way down 


to the butt. I didn’t even have to set | 
the hook. Just as the rod was begin- 
ning to straighten, it was yanked down 
viciously, and an even larger rainbow 
shot into the air from the center of the 
pool. Three times that big boy danced | 
in air, once only six feet from me and | 
as high as my shoulder, the broad | 
stripe on his shining side as red as 
blood. I cussed him and praised him, 
and I fought him hard until he was in 
the backwater and thrashing in my net. 

Then I realized I had an audience, a 
fisherman with a gaping expression 
that told me he’d seen the whole thing. 
I straightened up and wiped my fore- 
head. ‘Take over, pal,” I said, “it’s all 
yours. I’ve pushed my luck far enough.”

That’s a sample of what it’s like—of 
the kind of fishing you get even when 
you have to wait your turn.

toward Pittsburg, and we liked 
what we saw. Back at Springfield, 
Mass., the Connecticut is a wide, stately 
river moving placidly toward Long Is- 
land Sound, while at Colebrook it’s a 
rushing trout stream, foaming through 
spruce and hackmatack. At Springfield 
it’s polluted with sewage and industrial 
wastes from cities along its course, but 
at Colebrook it’s pure enough to drink. 


Years ago Colebrook was a logging | 
whose main street resounded to | 


center 
the caulked boots of lumberjacks. A 
hundred 
moved downstream each spring. Today 
the community is given over to dairy 
farms and orchards, to pulpwood and 
tourists. Only the river 
changed. 

We stopped first beside a long glide 
that swept into a dark, brimming pool 
below. It looked like rainbow water, and 
anticipation made our fingers fumble 
as we readied our tackle. I tied on a 
Gray Hackle—rainbows like gray flies 

and sailed it down the rolling current, 
expecting it would disappear in a bulge 
of water any second. But it didn’t 
Neither did a Gold+-Rib Hare’s Ear nor 
a Black Gnat which followed. At the

was a honey. The 8’ 7” version weighed 
5% ounces; otherwise all my specifica- 
tions were met. The dry-fly version, 
weighing a shade over four ounces, had 
a better action than my old two-piece. 
There was a spare tip, too. Because of 
past contacts, I got a discount on the 
rod. Otherwise it would have cost near- 
ly $100. 

Within a year that rod landed rain- 
bows, browns, cutthroats, grayling, and 
a, fresh-run 15-pound steelhead. 

The makers would be interested in 
the rod’s performance with that steel- 
head. I was then on the Indian River in 
British Columbia. The winter steelhead 
run was late, the locals told me. When 
the first fish showed, a month overdue, 
the snow lay three feet deep on the 
banks of the little river. The mountains 
stood white, silent, unthawing—— holding 
the water down below summer level. 
Marble-size pebbles showed clearly in 
10 feet of water. 

I started my steelhead fishing with 
the “unbreakable” glass spinning rod a 
Vancouver, British Columbia, firm had 
made to my travel-tackle specifications. 
I selected the hollow-glass blank from 
stock and had them work it into four 
sections that formed a six-foot rod. It 
was an inexpensive pole ($12) and a 
good one, but early in the steelhead run 
I slammed a heavy door on it and 
learned that “unbreakable” is a relative 
term. 

I had no complaint, however, for the 
spinning rod had served me well. What 
hurt was that I couldn’t repair or re- 
place it immediately, what with no boat 
due up the irlet for another two days 
and the nearest road 15 miles away. 

That left the fly rod. Not without 
misgivings, I fitted the seven-foot dry- 
fly version with the spinning reel and 
four-pound nylon and rowed up the 
river. I'd have used a four-pound lead- 
er anyway, for I’d learned that in the 
clear water the fish were scared by 
anything heavier—and by sinkers or 
any kind of lure. Two miles upriver I 
knotted a single No. 12 hook direct to 
the line, pinched a tiny lead shot im- 
mediately above it, and threaded a large 
worm. 

When the steelhead took, the little 
bamboo rod bent double. But when the 
gaff bit in 15 minutes later the rod 
straightened in a way that would have 
brought joy to Ogden Smith’s crafts- 
men. 

Remember that I specified antiflash 
varnish for my fly rod. I learned that

half an hour by a summer steelhead I 
began to look around. Eventually I 
bought an Italian spinning reel. It was 
neither cheap ($40 in Canada) nor light 
(14 ounces), but it meets all my re- 
quirements. It’s built like a_ Rolls- 
Royce and has already stood more than 
its fair share of hard knocks. 

This reel is noncorrosive throughout, 
handles lines of at least 11-pound-test 
without trouble, folds neatly, and is fin- 
ished in a subdued, nonflashing blue. 
The tension is sensitive, easily adjusted, 
and completely built-in, so that to 
change spools you don’t need a third 
hand to catch a shower of springs and 
washers. I now carry only two spools 
11-pound nylon on one, four-pound on 
the other—but am considering adding | 
an intermediate third. 

As for accessories, the question is 
what to leave out. Try as I may, I’ve 
| never managed to get my flies down to 
less than two overcrowded boxes, one 
| for dry flies, one for wet. And I have to 
| admit they often overflow and need con- | 
| stant pruning. | 
| Lures also present a problem. I carry 
|a basic supply of spoons, wobbling 
plugs, and spinners and add to them as 
local conditions demand. It’s surprising | 
how often I get by with only the old | 
favorites. 

I pack small fly-rod spoons, loose | 
hooks, swivels, and links in little plastic 
| containers. For leaders I have enclosed 
| plastic spools of nylon in every size 
from 10-pound-test to two. I keep a 
small tin of split-shot sinkers and a few 
| pieces of lead sheet that I can bend, 
hammer, and break into any shape or 
| size to suit conditions. 
| To round the kit off, I carry a gaff 
| that unscrews at the hook and leaves a 
handle just 20 inches long and weighing | 
four ounces. My landing net, which I 
sometimes consider ditching, is of the 
two-arm folding type and rather heavy 
(1234 ounces.) It too measures only 20 
inches when folded, but has lifted four- 
pound trout from white water with no 
more than a minor panic. It often 
comes in handy.

don’t pretend to be a sea fisherman, 
but I get the urge to fish when I find | 
myself beside salt water. Despite the 
spread of education, the light-tackle 
man is still liable to be laughed at when 
he sets up his rod by the sea. All I can 
say is that I’ve landed cod and flounder 
| with my spinning tackle. I'd like to be 
able to say that I also used it to catch 
the small sand shark I mentioned 
earlier. (It was an Indian Ocean sand 
shark—one of those gaping faces with 
a small body tagging along behind.) 
But I got it with a borrowed hickory 
rod. There are limits to what my travel 
tackle will do. 
| But there’s no denying that my gear 
is portable. Few of the people who have 
helped me hitch-hike through many 
countries realized that two comprehen- 
sive fishing outfits lay at the bottom of 
my rucksack. And if you’re working 
your passage you can hardly appear 
| festooned with rods and allied sporting 
equipment. Imagine how popular I 
should have been had I arrived like a

I 
jerked up the anchor and paddled to 
within casting distance. The _ school 
of shad moved on. 

“Tl bet there are bass on bottom 
here,” I said. ‘“‘When those shad swam 
by, they came up and hit ’em. Now 
they’ve gone down.” 

Bob tossed his spoon to where the 
disturbance had been, and it was hit. 
The fish jumped, ran a few yards 
against the drag, and then the line 
went slack. Bob reeled in to find his 
hooks gone from the little ring that 
held them at the lure’s base. He clipped 
on another spoon, but before he could 
cast I had a fish in the air, and then 
lost him. Bob hooked his new spoon 
on the bottom and broke it off with no 
regrets. ‘“TI’ll trade half an ounce of sil- 
ver for a five-pound bass any day,” he 
said.

fish on. It made a long run, jumped 
three times, and sounded, but I kept 
the pressure on and it finally came up.

Bob scooped it into the net, 
but as he put the net down on the deck 
where I could reach the fish the rim 
flipped the wrong way and the bass hit 
the deck.

to a fraction beyond the 514-pound 
mark. 

I tied on a lure and threw it beyond 
the spot where the bass had gone 
down.

A 
fish hit it hard, but the hooks weren’t 
secure, for the bass came less than a 
third of the way to the boat before my 
line went limp. I let the lure sink to 
the bottom, kept it there a moment, 
moved the rod tip, and another large- 
mouth struck.

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WINCHESTER’S NEW .458

O’Connor’s custom .458 has Model 70 action, Ackley 24-in. barrel, and Biesen stock 


ifle fans who’ve been restless be- 

cause they didn’t have a real, 

sure-enough elephant rifle in 
their collection can now be happy 
Winchester is bringing one out. The 
caliber is called the .458 Winchester, 
and the rifle is a Model 70, no less 

The cartridge is a humdinger—a 
straight belted case which is shorter 
than that of the .3875 Magnum and 
loaded with a .45 caliber bullet that 
weighs 500 gr. in the solid or full-metal- 
jacketed form and 510 gr. in the soft- 
point. With either bullet, velocity is 
2,125 feet per second and muzzle energy 
just over 5,000 foot pounds. I pulled a 
full-metal-case bullet and found the 
charge weighed 73.5 gr. It looked like 
No. 4064 powder. I likewise chrono- 
graphed factory ammunition, and 
figures checked almost exactly with 
factory statements. 

More powerful cartridges have been 
built. The British .600 Nitro Express, 
for example, pushes a 900-gr. bullet 
along at 1,850 f.p.s. for a muzzle energy 
of 6,840 foot pounds, according to 
British figures. The .577 Nitro Express 
with the 3-in. long case gives a 650-gr. 
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bullet 1,950 f.p.s. for 5,550 foot pounds. 

However, long experience with 
various big-bore rifles by many hun- 
dreds of hunters who’ve knocked over 
thousands of elephants, rhinos, buffa- 
loes, and what not, has shown that if 
the shot is anywhere near well placed, 
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This African bull elephant was shot with a .450 No. 2, similar in power to the .458 


a 500-gr. bullet traveling at 2,100 f.p.s. 
is all that’s needed. Experience has also 
shown that a 500-gr. full-metal-case 
bullet, if it bangs solidly into an ele- 
phant’s head, will turn him even though 
not well placed, and that such a bullet 
will smash a _ buffalo’s shoulder and 
knock him down. Or so they tell me. 


o 

geese has shown that for short- 

range shooting at heavy, dangerous 
game, bullet weight is more important 
than velocity. For that work you must 
have penetration, the momentum of a 
heavy bullet. Anyone who has seen an 
enraged 2,000-lb. Cape buffalo stagger 
as if he’d run into a stone wall when 
struck by a 500-gr. bullet will hence- 
forth have a lot of respect for such 
missiles. 

And experience has also shown that 
in a rifle light enough to be carried 
around, a 500-gr. bullet at about 2,100 
f.p.s. turns up just about as much re- 
coil as anyone can stand without be- 
coming a flincher. The favorite British 
elephant cartridge for the big expensive 
double rifles has precisely the same 
ballistics as the .458 W.C.F. This is 
the famous .470 Nitro Express, which 
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likewise drives a 500-gr. bullet at 2,125 
f.p.s. and turns up 5,030 foot pounds 
of energy. 

First smokeless-powder elephant car- 
tridge developed in England for over- 
seas shooting was the .450 Nitro Ex- 
press. It carried a 480-gr. bullet and 
used 70 gr. of cordite, to give 2,150 
f.p.s. velocity and 4,930 foot pounds of 
energy. It was an immediate success, 
and elephant hunters found it much 
more deadly than the old 4, 8, and 10 
gauge black-powder rifles they’d been 
using, easier to carry, and more 
pleasant to shoot. Then, because there 
was a lot of old .450 black-powder mili- 
tary ammunition in the hands of re- 
bellious tribesmen in India and the 
Sudan the importing of .45 caliber rifles 
was prohibited in both countries. 

So British gunmakers hurried to 
bring out legal rifles. One was the 
Holland & Holland .500/.465 or .465 
Nitro Express, with a 480-gr. bullet at 
2,150 f.p.s. Others included the .476 
with its 520-gr. bullet at 2,100 f.p.s., 
and the .475 Nitro Express with a 480- 
gr. bullet at 2,175. 

But the best-liked and still the most 
widely used is the famous .470. Rifles 
for it have been built in Belgium, Spain, 
and Germany. Ballistically the .470 and 
the .458 W.C.F. are identical, except 
that the .470 has a bullet of slightly 
greater diameter. 

The .458 is primarily an African car- 
tridge. Rifles of the .465-.470 class have 
never been popular in India, and 
hunters there told me they feel there is 
no need for them. All-time favorite for 
Indian dangerous game is a cartridge 
called the .450/.400, which pushes a 
400-gr. bullet of .40 caliber along at 
2,150 f.p.s. with 4,110 foot pounds of 
energy, while the favorite cartridge 
for bolt-action repeaters is the .375 
Magnum with its 300-gr. bullet at 2,500. 
The .416 Rigby with a 410-gr. bullet at

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The .458 car-ridge (at right) is shorter 
than the .375 Magnum but packs a wallop 


2,350 f.p.s. is also a well-liked model. 

A .458 with the soft-point bullet 
would crumple a charging lion or tiger, 
but on broadside shots it would prob- 


ably be less effective than a lighter 
bullet at higher velocity—one that 
would open up faster and shed its 


energy more rapidly. 

Anyway, this is the African cartridge 
for the American, and it should likewise 
sell well among residents of Africa who 
hunt large and dangerous game and 
who haven't the $800 to $1,800 for a 
flossy English double-barreled ejector. 
Since the war, these resident British 
and other colonials have bought rifles 
mostly in .416 Rigby and .404 Jeffery 
calibers, both considered a bit under- 
powered for elephants. Before the war, 
rifles in these calibers were built on 
Magnum Mauser actions, but they have 
since been turned out on opened-up 
Model 98 and Belgian FN Mauser 
actions, a practice not to be recom- 
mended to the prudent. I’m sure these 
citizens will welcome 
the new Winchester. 

The story of the 
new cartridge actually 
started several years 
ago, when a_ chap 
named Watts, who 
had hunted big bear in 
Alaska, approached 
Harvey B. Anderson, 
the Yakima, Wash., 
gunsmith, with the 
idea of necking out 
the .375 Magnum case 
to .45 caliber, and 
building a rifle for it. 
Anderson did just 
that, using the long 
and strong Model 1917 
Enfield for the pur- 
pose. Like the new 
.458, this case has no 
shoulder and it head- 
spaces on the belt. 

I took a .450 Watts 
to Africa and shot a 
rhino, a buffalo, and 
some smaller stuff. My 
load was 82 gr. of 
Government No. 4895 


powder with the 
British 480-gr. bullet 
barre! has 50 made for the _ .450 
375 Magnum Nitro Express. Ve- 





locity was 2,175 f.p.s. Pressure was 
mild, but I quit there. Energy was over 
5,000 foot pounds and velocity exactly 
the same as that for the .450 No. 2. 
What was good enough for the British 
was good enough for me. 

Since then we’ve seen a whole flock 
of wildcats built on the expanded .375 
Magnum case. Don Hopkins and his 
wife Marge, who live in Spokane, 
Wash., and have hunted a lot in Africa, 
have used the case expanded to take 
British .470 bullets and also .404’s. 
Various citizens like Fred Wells, the 
Prescott, Ariz., gunsmith, have loaded 
the bullets out to gain greater powder 
capacity and have obtained around 
7,000 foot pounds of energy with bullets 
weighing 600 gr. or more. 

But other things being equal, it’s bet- 
ter to have a rifle for a factory-made 
cartridge than for a wildcat. It’s a 
great comfort to be able to walk into 
a sporting-goods store, lay down a bit 
of the folding, and come out with a box 
of ammunition, particularly in a foreign 
country. Not a few Americans going 
to Africa have shipped rifles and am- 
munition ahead, separately boxed. Upon 
arrival at their outfitting point they 
sometimes find that their rifles got

there safely, but not the ammunition. 

For world-standard rifles such as the 
.300 and .875 Magnums, .30/06, or 7 
mm., they usually have no _ trouble 
securing ammunition. But if they have 
rifles chambered for wildcats or for less 
widely distributed cartridges, then 
they’re in for trouble. They can always 
rent arms from the safari company, but 
to an American used to a scope sight 
and a crisp trigger pull, it’s no joy to 
hunt with some beaten-up old Mauser 
with non-adjustable open sights and a 
10-lb. pull. 

There’s no doubt that the new rifle 
and cartridge will create widespread 
interest in Africa. The few sly refer- 
ences to it in the sporting press have 
already brought me a surprising num- 
ber of queries from overseas. 

The .458 cartridge, although it uses 
a belted case with the Magnum-size 
head, is only slightly longer than many 
factory-loaded .30/06 cartridges, and is 
precisely the same length to which I 
load .270 cartridges with sharp-pointed 
bullets. Some have objected to the 
short case. 

Why not use a full-length case, put 
in more powder, get more velocity? 
The answer is that with the short case 
Winchester technicians got all the ve- 
locity they wanted. They were out to 
duplicate the ballistics of the fine .470 
Nitro and they did. More velocity would 
only increase recoil and muzzle blast 
with the consequent flinching. Danger-

sharply that the front swivel is liable 
to bruise the left hand. For another, 
when the rifle is carried on a sling, the 
muzzle will be lower if the swivel is on 
the barrel. 

Oddly enough, and in spite of my 
schemes, my rifle turned out only 
slightly heavier than the Winchester 
factory job. As it stands it’s a bit 
muzzle-heavy and I may have some 
lead put in the butt. (No joke in- 
tended!) 

My own rifle wears only a Williams 
ramp front sight and a Lyman 48, but 
several resident big-game hunters in 
Africa who’ve heard rumors of the 
rifle have expressed interest in a quick- 
detachable scope on a side mount like 
the Griffin & Howe. This would be 
used along with open express-type rear 
They say one can see into brush 


and I agree. Prior to the war I'd have 
doubted that any scope could withstand 
the heavy recoil of the .458 W.C.F., but 
I think today’s good ones can handle it. 

And a .458 does kick, even with a 
rifle like mine which is slightly heavier 
than the factory job and which has an 


| absolutely straight stock. Shot from a 


bench rest a .458 gives a bruising jolt, 
and at the end of a 5-shot string the 
shooter knows he’s been batted around. 
Shot offhand, a .458 gives much less 
unpleasant recoil, and I’m sure it would 
be hardly noticed on big game at close 
range. However, the recoil is distinctly 
more than that of my Model 70 in .375 
or my .416 Rigby. 

I imagine an iron-nerved marksman 
could get very good groups with a .458. 
When I was sighting mine in from a 
bench rest in a 100-yd. indoor range, I 
surprised myself by getting 5-shot 
groups that averaged about 21 in., and 
a Winchester operative with one of the 
pilot models and open iron sights re- 
ported slightly better accuracy. 

What powder Winchester uses in 
loading the .458 I cannot say, but de- 
spite the heavy bullet I suppose it 
would do best with something like No. 
4064, because of the straight-taper case. 
I’ve written to Fred N. Barnes of 
Durango, Colo., for some 500-gr. bullets 
and I'll see what I can do about dupli- 
cating the factory load. Fred Hunting- 
ton of the R.C.B.S. Gun & Die Shop, 
Oroville, Calif., will furnish dies. I 
imagine that the lads will work up 
loads with lighter bullets for North 
American game.

With this big baby for 
elephant, rhino, buffalo, and for general 
life insurance, and with a .30/06 or 
.300 Magnum for general plains shoot- 
ing at antelope, the African hunter is 
all fixed up with a minimum battery. 
If he takes along a light rifle like a 
.257 for varmints and small antelope 
and a shotgun for guinea fowl, fran- 
colin, and sand grouse, he has the ideal 
battery..Jack O’Connor.

target practice. But all of us proceeded 
to learn a lot of bow-hunting funda- 
mentals the hard way. 

Kelly learned his lesson the roughest 
way of all one afternoon. We'd pushed 
several deer into a large stand of fairly 
open timber, and Homer figured he 
could move them through a 200-yard- 
wide neck of land between a lake near 
our camp and the airstrip. 

The plan worked like a charm. After 
Pete, Kelly, and I selected stands, with 
Kelly nearest the strip, we heard Ho- 
mer’s signal that the drive was on. 

There was no long, tense wait this 
time. Four deer immediately walked 
leisurely toward Kelly. Fact is, they 
almost walked over him. At 20 feet he 
raised his bow and aimed, but the arrow 
slipped off his bow hand and drove 
into the ground—a beginner’s trick. 
But the deer just retreated a few feet 
and stared. Kelly drew another arrow. 
He put this one into a sapling a few 
feet away. The deer scattered. 

Back home in Columbus, Ohio, we 
gathered for a bull session and came to 
three conclusions: that if we did any- 
thing next season it would be bow hunt- 
ing; that rifle hunting was a picnic com- 
pared to this; and that we needed 
plenty of practice. 

One week-end we built a six-target 
range at distances from 20 to 100 yards. 
For two months before the season 
opened we practiced daily. We talked 
to veteran bow hunters and read up on 
archery. Then we bought new equip- 
ment suitable for deer hunting in heavy 
cover. My bow was a 55-pounder, 60 
inches long, and recurved. 

We arrived in camp much later the 
second year. It was colder and a light 
snow had fallen, but it vanished our 
first day in the brush. Three other fel- 
lows came along—Ross Owen, who 
didn’t plan to hunt, Ken Bourbon, and 
Bill Hunt. Except for Ross, it was a 
practiced and skillful crew of archers 
that stomped in to start a fire in the old 
cookstove.

| Whine just before the flywheel lets go

By his 
gleeful shout, I realized that he took 
this as an iron-bound guarantee that 
he’d be wearing a coonskin cap come 
Tuesday. And you men who have sons 
know that the promise given is not 
lightly treated in such boy-important 
matters. 

Standing there under the den tree, 
wriggling such left toes as weren't 
frozen by the creek water I'd stepped 
in earlier, I reflected that I’d already 
have been home at least three days ex- 
cept for that promise.

or shown to be dubious. 

Through a clearing, then a cow trail, 
and finally on section-line roads, we 
drove about 15 miles to the southwest. 
It was still short of 10 p.m., the hunt 
having started just after 7 o’clock on 
Wednesday, January 18. I'd been a 
coon hunter since Friday, January 13, 
trusting beginner’s luck to offset the 
date. After January 31 it would be il- 
legal to take a coon, though they may 
be chased for sport the year round. But 
at that moment I felt I’d had enough 
coon hunting to iast me for years. 
Would I have to face that trusting boy 
with a bareface lie and coonskinless? 
I squirmed and forgot my freezing toes. 

“Let’s see if Homer wants to go,” 
said, turning in at a trim farm- 
house near the creek. “I’ve been prom- 
ising him a coon hunt ever since his 
dogs got too old.” We knocked and

soon.” 





Homer Kobison came to the door in 
pajamas, squinting his eyes at us and 


the snow. Only a coon hunter may be 
excused for calling at such an unearth- 
ly rural hour, and only a coon-hungry 
host agrees to dress and go along, as 
Homer did. We waited in the pick-up. 

Since Fred began hunting in horse- 
and-buggy days, he believes progress 
has done well by coon chasers—-provid- 
ing such comforts as headband lamps, 
cigarette lighters, and truck beds con- 
verted to carry dogs. Fred, who lives 
in Walters, Oklahoma, is 55 years old, 
stands five feet 10 inches when he isn’t 
leaning forward on a coon’s trail, and 
weighs 230 pounds. Ten pounds of that 
may be in a paunch fed by his wife’s 
cooking, but the rest is bone and sinew. 

He’s been coon hunting for 41 years 
He’s also been an all-round trapper, 
outdoorsman, and fisherman, but would 
always drop anything for a coon chase 
when the weather was right. 


Fred’s owned more than 200 dogs, 


‘nearly all potlickers, trading or buying 


them at prices up to $50. “If you get 
one good dog in 10 you're plain lucky,” 
he says. Getting two top-notchers at 
once is almost defying fate, he thinks, 


but he knew that joy for years with 
Blue and Rock, mixed bluetick litter- 
mates of the early 1940's. 

Many of Fred’s stories start with 
“back when I had Blue and Rock,” but 
his favorite swear-by dog was _ Jiles. 


The dog was stolen and mysteriously 


killed—-minus collar and no wounds 
about two years ago. Fred won't talk 


longer than three or four hours about 
his dogs, but gets strangely silent after 
only one recollection beginning ‘“‘when I 
had Old Jiles.”’ 

“Big Mama,” Fred’s wife, is not ex- 
actly jealous of his dogs, as a man’s 


wife might be, but she stopped coon 
hunting with Fred over 15 years ago 


when she found he’d leave her stranded 
on the far side of a creek and go splash- 
ing after his dogs on a hot trail. Mrs. 
Hensley coined the nickname ‘Big 
Mama”’ for their grandchildren to use, 
and all her friends seem to have for- 
gotten that she has any other. Her 
reputation with a skillet equals that of 


Fred’s behind good dogs. 

omer Robison came out now, booted 
H and lanterned, and we crowded 
into the pick-up and took off down the 
creek. 

‘Above that bridge you came over 
is a good place to start,’’ he said. 
“There’s a boar coon around here get- 
ting gray-haired. He’s made monkeys 
out of all the dogs they bring out here 
Leads them to that bridge and then 
he does something there, Lord knows 
what, but the dogs lose him. Old Slip, 


we're starting to call him.” 
“If he can slip Old John I'll buy cof- 


fee and pie for everybody,” said Gor- 
don, who took up coon hunting serious- 
ly about four years ago. ‘‘Furthermore,”’ 
he added, “if John gets him on a hot 
trail—we can tell—and loses it at the 
bridge, I’ll give you $1 for every time 
John barks up there if you'll pay me 
just $10 in case John takes him past 
the bridge and puts him in a tree. 
Coon has to be seen.” Gordon isn’t a 
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heavy gambler, but since he owns half 
a section of irrigated cotton land on 
Route 3, Friona, Texas, and is semi- 
retired at 54, he wasn’t loosely offer- 
ing the bet. Gordon arranges it so he 
can hunt or fish with Fred about three 
months each year. 

Homer said he hadn’t run the coon 
himself, and saw no point in betting 
against a dog with John’s reputation. 
Over in Texas, they spin tales of 50- 
pound coons so ornery they carry guns 
and hijack refrigerated meat trains, 
but the yarns are accepted with reser- 
vations in Okiahoma. Stories about 
John’s tracking feats sometimes reach 
the same proportions, and there hasn’t 
been much local betting against him 
since Fred used him to show a friend 
that his $200-dog, highly regarded for 
noise on trail, was more musician than 
cooner. 

He did this when the friend’s dog 
barked treed and the man offered a $5 
bet that it was under a coon. Fred had 
noticed that John refused to help the 
high-priced dog on trail or at tree. He 
considered it a sure-thing bet and in- 
duced the man to climb the tree. As 
the man did so a furred thing ran out 
of a hole, and Fred couldn’t resist say- 
ing, ‘“‘There’s your coon—got a kinda 
ratlike tail.” It was a possum, yet 
Fred handled the affair so tactfully that 
the man is still his friend 

We halted in a clearing. Gordon got 
out with some strap-on tree climbers 
while Fred unbuckled the canvas flaps 
to the dogs’ compartment. They hit 
the ground and roved silently, even Bill 
no longer snuffling now that moisture 
was on the ground. Fred makes no 
sound to his dogs except a low whistle 
like the flirt of a bird, which keeps them 
generally in the direction he wants un- 
til they’re near the chosen spot. Later, 
when they strike, he will either burst 
forth with ‘‘Talk to ’im,” or let loose a 
shrill Comanche whoop when they’re on 
a hot trail. 

We drifted for about 10 minutes, get- 
ting hardly a sound from the dogs. Bill 
gave one half-hearted roar, and Lead 
joined in with a querulous warbling. 
John kept quiet. We found a scatter- 
ing of fox, coon, squirrel, and rabbit 
tracks, especially fox, which are on the 
increase here. The dogs had ‘‘dried up,”’ 
as Homer put it. 

The place was a lease farm, spotted 


| with oil wells—one well to every five 


acres—and the wells ‘on pump” were 
said to be averaging 20 barrels daily. 
“Man can afford to run a farm these 
days,” Homer said, “if he’s got enough 
oil wells, and crude stays at $2.75 a 
barrel.” 

A slice of moon came out from be- 
hind the clouds, leaving it still dark 


| enough for me to run into bloodthirsty 


briers and sneaky vines. The snow had 


| stopped. We built an isolated fire which 


warmed me considerably toward coon 
hunting. 

“Remember that time,” Fred said to 
Gordon, ‘‘we were farther up here on 
Deep Red and Jiles struck and ran a 
sow coon away from the cottonwood 
den? Coon got the wind under her tail

Like a Batting Slump 


Question: I consider myself an average per- 
former with a shotgun and knock down my 
share of birds, but I also have slumps. Last 
fall, for example, after missing the first rooster 
that got up, I knocked down the next seven 
and doubled on a flock of Huns. The next week, 
after dropping the first bird, I missed the rest 
of the day and was erratic the remainder of the 
season. It’s like a batting slump. Can you 
suggest how I can get back on the beam again? 
—-Loren E. Mecham, Wash. 

Answer: A great many things can be re- 
sponsible for such a predicament. The hunter 
can get too anxious to shoot well in order to 
keep a long string intact. Then he tends to 
slow or stop his swing and consequently shoots 
behind. He can get buck fever, another form 
of overanxiety. This may make him slow or 
stop his swing, or may make him keep his 
head up and may cause him to overshoot. 
Weariness can also slow a man’s reaction. 

I usually hunt pheasants pretty hard and 
about midway in the season I get into a streak 
of poor shooting. I usually find I can cure that 
by shifting to a lighter gun.—J.O’C

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et’s say that you’ve just bought a 
Pe new outboard motor—your first 
one. After you've uncrated it, 
looked it over carefully, and admired 
its appearance, you begin to wonder 
whether it will run as well as it’s sup- 
posed to. Will it start as readily as the 
dealer said it would? Will it operate 
dependably and deliver its full power? 
Will it keep on behaving right season 
after season? The answer to those 
questions is, yes—provided you do your 
part. Here’s how. 

Start out by realizing the importance 
of breaking in your motor properly. 
Despite what’s been done to improve 
outboards in recent years, engineers 
agree that the performance and length 
of life of any motor still depends to a 
large extent on how it is treated during 
its first few hours of use. Though mod- 
ern machine tools put fine surfaces on 
moving parts, there may still be micro- 
scopic high spots on some planes which 
must be worn down gradually if the 
bearings are to work freely and the 
pistons to seat properly. Otherwise ser- 
ious damage can result. 

In some such cases the motor may 
freeze up at once; in others the full 
extent of the damage may not show up 
until later. Repair may be possible, but 
at best the likelihood is that no amount 
of subsequent attention will get the 
motor to run as it should. The best way 
to avoid this dismal outcome is not to 
yield to the temptation to see how fast 
your new motor will drive your boat on 
the first trip out. 


t’s a good idea to find out as much 
as you can about your motor before 
starting to use it. Don’t be bashful 
about having your dealer explain how 
to hook up the fuel tank, where the 
shut-off is, how the gearshift operates, 
and where to connect any electrical 
attachments or extra controls you may 
have bought. Read the motor’s operat- 
ing manual carefully. Take off the 
motor’s cover and find out where the 
parts it refers to are located. If a war-

Ordinarily motors leave the factory 
with all connections tight and with the 
lower operating units filled with the 
required lubricant. But it pays to in- 
spect all screws and nuts for tightness 

particularly the plug on the lower 
unit’s drain. If the supply of lubricant 
seems to be low, fill it up. 

The next things to think about are 
fuel and lubrication. If you’ve read the 
instruction manual, you’ve probably 
learned that your motor operates on 
what is known as the two-cycle prin- 
ciple, and that it depends on its fuel 
supply for lubrication. The motor’s in- 
side parts—cylinder walls, pistons, rods

are lubricated by oil which must be 
added to the gasoline. To do its work 
properly, the oil must be thoroughly 
blended with the fuel. If it isn’t, trouble 
may develop. A mixture too rich in oil 
will cause deposits of carbon to form 
which, among other things, will reduce 
the motor’s operating efficiency; too 
thin a mixture will result in excessive 
wear of parts. 


hree important points should be con- 
sidered in connection with proper 
fueling and lubricating: 1, the grade or 
quality of gasoline; 2, the typ2 and 
viscosity of the oil, and 3, the mixing 
of the two in the right proportion.

If your motor is geared for neutral | 
running, try starting it at dockside. If 
it’s a straight-drive model, tie the boat 
bow and stern in water deeper than its 
draft, and then try starting. Otherwise, 
paddle out to a spot where you can al- 
ways point the bow to an area clear of 
obstructions. 

Assuming that you don’t have an 
electric starting unit, learn the trick 
of getting the motor to fire on one pull 
of the rewind starter cord. Pull the 
cord out easily until you feel its re- 
sistance increase sharply. This means 
that the motor is coming up on a com- 
pression stroke just in advance of fir- 
ing. The main strength of your pull 
should begin at that point. Since a new 
motor is likely to be stiff, it’s hard to 
tell just when this point is reached. 
But in time the movement will loosen 
up enough so that it will be possible 
to tell almost instinctively when the 
right amount of compression has been 
built up. 

When that point has been reached, 


| return the starting cord to its original 
| position. 


Then, with one hand on the | 
motor to keep it from tilting toward 
you, give the cord a firm, quick pull. 
Don’t release the cord immediately; | 
hold onto its handle until the cord has 
rewound itself. Don’t be discouraged 
if you have to make several tries before | 
the motor starts. You'll soon get the} 


hang of it. 


nce the motor has started, run it at 
() low speed a few minutes until it 
warms up. Then run it up to about two- 
thirds throttle. After letting it run for 
about 15 minutes, stop it and allow it 
to cool for about five minutes. Repeat 
this procedure, on and off, until the 
motor has operated at about two-thirds 
throttle for a total of four hours. Be 
sure to let the motor cool off between 
stops and starts, and gradually increase 
the time between stops as the motor 
breaks in. 

After operating for four hours at 
slow and moderate speeds, the motor 
can safely be revved up to full speed 
for short periods. This may result in 
some spluttering or coughing. If so, 
carefully adjust the high-speed fuel | 
mixture control until the motor runs | 
smoothly. For a while, avoid sudden 
opening or closing of the throttle. | 
Gradual rather than abrupt accelera- 
tion will throw much less of a strain 
on snug bearings. 

I'd suggest alternately slow and fast 
running for about six hours before op- 
erating the motor at sustained high 
speeds. Even in later use, you'll find | 
it is a good idea to change the motor’s | 
speed from time to time. On long, hard 
runs, slow it down occasionally; in slow 
trolling, speed it up now and again. 

After the motor has run for about 10 
hours, inspect it carefully for loose 
connections and fastenings. It would |

gooseberries show up in their stomachs. 
around August 1, I find an 
occasional frog, and for a month or so, 
until the frogs get bigger and wiser, 
they turn up inside Mr. Whiskers with 
fair regularity. By late August and 
early September, wild grapes are 
ripening and the forktails go on a fruit 
binge again. It’s rare to take a channel 
cat then without a few in his stomach. 

This list is by no means complete. 
The prairie trout eats just about any- 


thing that comes his way, including 
grasshoppers, crickets, other insects, 


small birds, and mice if he gets the 
chance. I found a ground squirrel in 
the stomach of a big cat last summer, 
and the year before that a baby musk- 
rat. But his bread and butter from 
spring to fall is the crawfish, closely 
followed by minnows and then frogs. 

Doing my best to keep in‘step with 


his natural-food cycles through the 
season, I start using crawfish about 
mid-June and rely on them for a 
month or so. Soft-shells are the most 
effective. In fact, I rate them the 
deadliest all-around bait for many 


| other gamefish too. 


| ordinary crawdads will do. 





As an old-timer once said to me on 
the Cedar, “I just can’t stand it not to 
go fishing when I’ve got soft-shells.”’ 

If they can’t be had, however, 
I bust up 
the shells a bit before putting them on 
the hook to make things tastier and 
easier for Mr. Whiskers. 

By late July, frogs start to shove 
crawfish into second place on my bait 
list. They’re emerging from the tad- 
pole stage then, and plenty of small 
ones, two inches or so long—the ideal 
size for channel cats—are available. I 
collect them around ponds at night 
with a flashlight and keep a constant 
supply in the freezer. 

I use a fine wire hook, Aberdeen 
style, size 1/0, as light gauge as I can 
get. I break the bones in both hind 
legs of the dead frog—lI always fish 
them dead—start the hook in the nose, 


| run it the length of the body, and down 


into one thigh, so that the point rests 
just under the skin of the knee joint, 
free of bone. That beats any other rig 
I've tried. 


went back last August with frogs 

to that same pool on Bushy Creek 
where I'd fished with Marlowe three 
The stream was low 
now, but the small waterfall was still 
there, with a tongue of current below 
it and a slow eddy on either side. 
Channel cats are fond of such pools in 


| the heat of late summer, because they're 


cool and have a liberal supply of 


| oxygen. 


On the first float that day I connected 
with a three-pounder. Three floats later 
I took one that weighed a pound less. 
Things quieted down for a spell, but 
30 minutes later my bobber crash-dived 
again and I was fast to a five-pound 
forktail. I landed him and went home. 

Once they’re available, in late July 
and August, big grasshoppers and large 
meaty crickets also are top-drawer 
baits.

I like a long, slender hook, as I said 
earlier, and for float fishing I pinch on 
a split buckshot 12 to 15 inches above 
the bait, so I can drag the hook on 
bottom with the sinker in the clear, 
assuming there’s enough current to 
keep the rig moving. 

For landing my fish I want a gaff. 
Big channel cats roll in the final round 
and you can’t lift them on a light line. 
And I don’t like to reach for ’em bare- 
handed; they have horns, the same as 
mad toms. My gaff is

off, with a lanyard for my wrist, and 
a large cork (or a short length of 
willow or elder) shoved over the point 
safety reasons. I carry it on the 


a quick-release snap. It’s handier than 
any net, surer in the pinches, and less 


| likely to snag on streamside brush. 


At the beginning of the season I fish 
without a float, probing the deep pools, 
preferably those with current and with 
snags or drifts at the downstream end. 
I use a very light slip-sinker. To make 
it I drill a hole through a No. 00 buck- 
shot, then thread it on the line and tie 
a quarter-inch piece 
about 20 inches above the hook, so the 
sinker can’t slide down any closer. 

I work up along the bank quietly, 
study the current, and try to drop my 
bait where it will be carried back under 
the drift.

Up and down the pool he went a 
dozen times. Luckily for me, there was 
only one small snag in the place and 
somehow he missed it. Fortunately, 
too, the water above and below was too 
shallow for him to quit the hole.

impossible because of safety regula- 
tions or scarcity of wood. For such 
places a camp stove is indispensable 
to cook food and heat water for laun- 
dry and bathing. It’s safe when proper- 
ly managed, it won’t spit sparks to 
scorch your tent and set surrounding 
timber on fire, and it won’t grow out 
of control. 

An oil stove is always ready for use 
no matter what the weather. You don’t 
have to wait for the heat to build up 
after lighting it, and you can cook over 
one in midsummer without running your 
own temperature too high. These stoves 
can be used to warm your tent and dry 
your clothing and they can be moved at 
will to sheltered places out of hot sun 
or rain. And of course it is equally 
handy in those places which do not re- 
strict the type of heat you can use. 

Cooking stoves suitable for camp use 
are made to burn—kerosene, gasoline, 
or propane. Single-burner and pocket- 
size kerosene models have long been 
popular with explorers for service in 
remote parts of the world because they 
are reliable and economical and gen- 
erate a very hot flame. 


[ some popular camping areas of 


typical single-burner, general-pur- 
pose kerosene stove weighs 2% 
lb.; the tank holds 2 pints of fluid and 
lasts about 3% hours. Its fierce heat, 
which boils a quart of water in 3 min- 
utes, may have to be turned down when 
you use thin aluminum utensils—to 
avoid melting the metal. 

Most kerosene camp stoves must be 
primed. Alcohol is the popular starting 
fluid, and it requires a separate con- 
tainer, which is supplied with some 
stoves. Only a small quantity is re- 
quired—-8 oz. should last two campers 
one week during which time they will 
also burn about 1 gal. of kerosene. 

Kerosene can be awkward to handle 
in camp. You must watch carefully for 
leaks in the stove tank and in fuel cans. 
Wash your hands after servicing to

avoid contaminating utensils and food. 
The safest way to pack a kerosene stove 
is with an empty tank. Carry the fuel 
in a separate container and keep it 
tightly closed. Check first for rust- 
weakened spots that could break open 
on a rough trail. Because of progress in 
producing lightweight, efficient gasoline 
camp stoves, I suggest the kerosene 
kind mostly for special situations. 
Camp stoves that burn gasoline range 
from the pocket and knapsack midgets 
weighing as little as 20 oz. to models 
capable of preparing complete meals 


for six or eight people. The small heat- 
ers are popular with hikers and moun- 
taineers; they will boil a pint of water 
to make coffee or tea in 3 or 4 minutes.

The two-burner model is 
adequate for as many as four campers, 
if dishes are cooked in a well-planned

sequence. A stove with 3 burners will 
boil, bake, and fry enough grub for six 
to eight people. Since a regular-size 
stove burns about '% pt. of gasoline per 
burner per hour, two gallons usually 
lasts a party of two or three one week. 
The larger amount required as com- 
pared to kerosene-stove consumption is 
not entirely due to the different fuels. 
Campers with larger, more versatile 
stoves generally use them more minutes 
each day and prepare a larger variety 
of dishes for each meal.

minimum, and are based on economical 
usage. For instance, you save by using 
quick-cook foods, and by keeping the 
burner flame just high enough to keep 
the utensil boiling or frying. In most 
cases high heat is necessary for the 
first few minutes only, then it can be 
reduced as much as 50 percent without 
prolonging total cooking time. 

Since fuel consumption varies with 
different stoves as well as with cooking 
habits, you should check your own stove 
before outfitting for a long trip. Put 
4 pt. of fuel in the tank and operate 
the stove until it is exhausted. Note 
the time and then provide fuel accord- 
ingly. Usually you can count on using 
your cooking stove about 2 hours daily. 

Modern gasoline stoves can be 
erated on either stove (white) gasoline, 
or on the leaded kind you burn in your 
car, although manufacturers advise use 
of the former when possible. Leaded 
gas leaves a deposit in the vaporizer or 
generator, and while this can be re- 
moved from some stoves with tools sup- 
plied with them, with others a new part 
must be installed when the old one be- 
comes clogged. The replacement, how- 
ever, is not expensive. In most 
you can burn leaded gasoline about 50 
hours before the stove requires atten- 
tion.

By stoves using “bottled” gas or 
propane are new, and their fast- 
growing popularity stems from ease of 
handling, and from the fact that no 
pumping, priming, or filling is neces- 
sary. The fuel is stored in non-leaking 
tanks you discard when they are empty. 
Their convenience often outweighs the 
extra cost, and there is no loss from 
spilling as may occur when you fill the 
tanks of other kinds of stoves. 

A single-burner propane stove weighs 
512 lb. complete with a full tank of 
fuel which will cook three meals daily 
for five days for one camper. A double- 
burner stove weighs 12 lb. and its pair 
of tanks will last two people about 10 
days. Lighter models with smaller fuel 
tanks that burn hours are 
available. While these are practical for 
occasional or short-duration service, the 
bigger tanks give a slight advantage in 
packing weight and are more con- 
venient for steady use in camp. 

Propane camp stoves seem particu- 
larly convenient for picnics, hunting 
camps, and cabins, and for medium- 
long camping trips. They are practical, 
of course, for prolonged trips—-if you 
can transport enough fuel or are as- 
sured of sources of supply en route. 

A new camp stove that uses a special 
solid fuel deserves mention here be- 
cause of its safety and convenience. 
Operation is simple due to lack of valves 
and pump, and because the fuel can’t 
spill or explode it will appeal to motor 
campers, since inflammable liquids car- 
ried in a car constitute a hazard in case 
of collision. This is also a good stove to 
cache at home for use in such emer- 
gencies as utility failures. It is packed 
in a case, the two halves of which sepa- 
rate to form two cooking utensils. 
Weight is only 1% Ib. 

You will conserve fuel with any type 
of camp stove if you shield it from

tion. Camp stoves are rugged and sim- 
ple. I’ve used one daily for as long as 
three months without a single failure. 


Still, to be on the safe side, you should 
carry a spare generator or filter or 
whatever part the manufacturer sug- 
gests as being most vulnerable to wear. 
Don’t overfill the tank of your camp 
stove—this is a common cause of poor 
results. And follow instructions on 
pumping so that an even pressure is 
maintained. At the end of each trip 
empty the fuel tank and store it dry. 
Remember, there is always some dan- 
ger of monoxide-fume poisoning when 
a liquid-fuel stove is burned in a closed 
tent or cabin. Be sure to provide ample 
ventilation.—Maurice H. Decker. 





AFRICA’S MEANEST

buffalo hills in the vicinity of the equa- 
tor. 

The weather was cool and crisp by 
day and cold enough for a fire at night. 
It was like autumn back in Michigan. 
We hunted in wool shirts or sweaters 
until noon and enjoyed every minute of 
it, but the poor safari boys almost 
froze. They all had malaria, and started 
to shiver and shake as soon as we hit 
the high country. 

Since that was also the best leopard 
country we'd see on the safari, we set 
out baits—impala, Grant’s gazelle and 
wart hog—soon after we got into camp. 
With luck, Kitch and I might collect 
a couple of leopard skins while waiting 
for a good buff. 

The leopard hunt proved to be some- 
thing altogether different. To begin 
with, Spots is a study in contradictions. 
As Eric put it, he’s about as hard to 
knock over as a tomcat in an alley- 
if everything goes right. But if things 
go wrong, like merely wounding the 
animal, there’s hell to pay. Men like 
Eric and Harry say there’s no nastier 
package to wrap up than a wounded 
leopard. They won’t even go after him 
with a rifle. They want a double- 
barreled shotgun with buckshot for 
the close work. 

A wounded leopard will lie in wait 
in grass or heavy cover, and if there’s 
enough life left in him you can count 
on him to jump you. And when he 
charges he comes like a _ lightning 
bolt—a black-and-gold blur that hits 
you before you see the grass wave. 
Eric believes that more hunters have 
been hurt by crippled leopards than 
by any other animal in Africa, and he 
should know. His right arm was all 
but bitten off by one during a hunt a 
few years back. 

In the daytime almost any dog will 
put Spots up a tree. Kenya hunters used 
to stalk him with dogs, about as moun- 
tain lions are hunted in the American 
west, and it worked about as well. It 
worked so well, in fact, that the game 
laws ban it now. But once it gets dark, 
no dog has a chance with a leopard. 
Spots likes dog meat, and he collects 
























himself a meal of it every time he gets 
the opportunity—at night. 

No game animal in Africa outranks 
the leopard for grace and beauty or 
is neater in appearance. Yet he wants 
his meat ripe and stinking. He com- 
monly hangs his kills in a low fork of 
a tree—too high for hyenas to reach 
and covered with enough leaves so as 
not to attract vultures—and leaves them 
there to bloat and ripen. If you set 
bait for him, he won't come near it until 
it has turned putrid. Then, if you have 
luck, he takes complete possession. The 
smellier it gets, the more he relishes it. 

We hung our baits in convenient 
crotches of trees where Spots would 
have a branch to stretch out on while 
gorging himself. Next we built a brush 
blind on the ground about 30 yards 
from each tree. After three or four 
days, during which time the sun sea- 
soned the baits, we returned to the trees 
daily to see if any of the baits were 
being worked on. 

You don’t go near a blind or baited 
tree on those inspection trips or show 
yourself on foot. You make the rounds 
in the car, looking things over with the 
field glasses. Until the leopard takes 
possession, he’s easily frightened off. 
But like most Africa game, he has little 
fear of a truck or car unless he sees 
a man around it. 

Harry Selby tells about parking his 
hunting jeep one night directly under a 
baited tree and having four leopards 
come to the meat. They growled, squab- 
bled, and fed not 20 feet over his head, 
paying no attention to the car. Harry 
just kept quiet and took in the whole 
show. 


(rs a leopard moves in and starts 
eating a bait, you’re ready to “sit 
up’ on him. Even then there’s no hurry, 
for a wart hog or impala will last him 
three or four nights, and the longer 
he’s occupied the less cautious he be- 
comes. 

You never walk to the 
if the leopard isn’t on the 
may be watching from the grass or 
from a near-by tree. You have some- 
body drive you past at snail’s pace, and 
while you’re hidden behind the screen 
of brush, those who are to do the sit- 
ting up tumble off the car and crawl 
into the blind. You do this about two 
hours before sundown, then don’t move 
a muscle until the cat comes or it gets 
dark. 

Kitch was lucky. Three days after 
we hung the baits he and Harry found 
a nice ripe gazelle that had been taken 
over by a leopard. The cat showed up 
just before dark, and Kitch drilled 
it through the chest with a 180-grain 
handloaded boattail from his .30/06. 

The next morning we found that a 
second leopard had taken possession 
of another of our baits, a big impala. 
This one was my dish. About 5 p.m. 
Harry inched his hunting car past the 
blind and Eric and I jumped off and 
stowed ourselves inside. 

For the next two hours we sat in 
the blind, not moving, scratching, or 
fidgeting, hardly blinking. My feet 
went to sleep, my legs ached, and flies 
walked over my face and hands. I'd

have swapped my best boots for a 
chance to shift positions, but Eric had 
drilled it into me that if I moved a 
muscle I was a cooked goose. 

I sat and suffered in silence until the 
brief African dusk settled around us. 
Then it was too dark to see a leopard, 
much less shoot him. Selby came along 
then, crawling past the blind in low 
gear, and we scrambled aboard. 

We repeated that performance three 
afternoons in a row, while the remains 
of the impala shrunk and got riper. 
Spots was paying nightly visits, but 
he wouldn’t come until after dark. I 
was ready to give up, for only the 
stinking skeleton of the impala re- 
mained. This leopard, I concluded, was 
too smart for us. But Eric wouldn’t let 
me off the hook. ‘He'll drop his guard 
sooner or later,’ he predicted. “One 
more night should do it.” 

So I went back, taking Harry with 
me this time. We hadn’t been in the 
blind an hour before Spots finally 
tipped his hand. As he walked in for 
supper, we saw the tip of his tail wav- 
ing gently and gracefully above the 
tall grass about 100 feet from the tree. 

Eric told me later that a leopard, 
when undisturbed and not hurrying, 
often carries his tail straight up, like 
a cat crossing a lawn. But at the time, 
seeing that black-spotted tail waving 
above the grass struck me as the 
strangest thing that had happened to 
me in Africa. 

Harry saw it at the same time and 
nudged me. Then we waited, hardly 
breathing. The cat walked into the 
open at the base of the tree and looked 
straight at the blind. He was 75 feet 
away, but even at that distance his 
cold, hard stare was enough to send 
chills down my spine. His big, round 
eyes—cruel, insolent, hypnotic— seemed 
to be looking directly into mine, and I 
itched to find his head in my scope 
and smash him down. But I didn’t 
dare move while he was looking our 
way.

Then we heard 
a growl a short distance ahead.

e hadn’t been wasting our time 
while waiting for leopards. We'd 
hunted hard for buffalo, leaving camp 
at sunrise each day and staying out un- 
til it was time to go to the leopard blind. 
Kitch beat me to the punch with a 
buff. He and Harry came in the second 
noon gloating over a big bull that had 
taken a lot of killing. They’d spotted 
him in midmorning on an open hill- 
side half a mile away. Conditions were 
| right and the stalk was easy. Harry 
|led Kitch in within 60 feet before he 
signaled for the shot. When Kitch 
turned to take the .470 double from 
his gunbearer an arm reached up with 
| it from a hiding place in the low bushes. 
| Not liking the looks of things, the boy 
was flat on his belly on the ground, 
taking no chance of being noticed by 
the buffalo. 

The big solid—500 grains of bullet 
| driven by 100 grains of Cordite powder 
| —hit in the shoulder and the bull went 

down, as if sledged. But he bounced 
| back up, crooked-kneed and staggering, 
but full of fight. He started their way, 
then Kitch belted him in the chest with 
the second barrel. The bull dropped, 
rolled over, and got up. Kitch shoved 
two fresh hulls into the big double 
and walloped him again. One _ shot 
anchored him, but he was still kick- 
ing, and on Harry’s advice Kitch put a 
finisher into the bull’s neck. Most of 
the time the big bruisers shun a scrap 
if they can, but once they’re hurt it’s 
nearly always sure to be a case of kill 
or be killed. 

By that time Eric and I had seen 
enough buffaloes to stock a zoo, but no 
good heads. We kept looking, slogging 
up the mountains, stumbling down, 
fighting grass, rocks, bush, and thorns. 
The buffaloes had held the upper hand. 
Powerful and underslung, they ran up 
the slopes without effort, while we 
climbed at a painful crawl. Several 
times we saw bulls with respectable 
heads but had to give them up because 
there was no way to get at them. 

Shortly after sunrise on the sixth 
day, we picked up a good track near 
a water hole. It was the spoor of a big 
bull traveling alone, and Eric was con- 
| fident he’d meet our requirements. 
| Eric and Dua, my gunbearer, did an 
| amazing job of tracking him across dry, 

rocky country. The native trackers 
certainly know their trade, but I’m

I was ready to drop. By midafternoon 
the condition of the track and steaming 
heaps of dung told us we were closing 
in. Then the trail let into a patch of 
dense bush, and Eric decided to try 
driving him into the open so we could 
line up a shot. 

Kitch and Harry had joined us by 
that time. Harry went with me into a 
narrow neck of cover where the bush 
was nearest to a strip of forest. We 
figured the buff would break out there. 
Eric sent Kitch and Buno, one of our 
trackers, around to the far end of the 
thicket, and then he and Dua went in 
where he thought the buffalo was stand- 
ing. But it was Kitch and Buno who 
put him out. 

Selby and I heard a crashing in the 
brush as if a tank were busting 
through, and then not one buff but two 
came into the open 40 feet in front of 
us. Our bull had picked up a partner 
in the thicket. 

The bull was in the lead, going like 
a runaway steer, but he was as big 
as a barn and at 40 feet it was like 
plugging a sitting duck.

He went to 
his knees but recovered and bolted into 
a thicket before I could pull my wits 
together and shoot again. 

“That’s a nasty one,’”’ Eric said cool- 
ly. ‘“He’s got enough left in him to 
make it rough for us. We won't go in 
right now. Maybe we can coax him 
out.” 

We stood just outside the thicket and 
started to throw rocks in. That’s easy 
to put down on paper, but you have to 
be there and have a hand in it to really 
know what it’s like.

MULTIPLE GAME DOG 


ore than 500 years ago a yellow 
M pointer was developed in Hun- 

gary for various types of game 
on wing and trail. His numbers fluctu- 
ated through the years, but his basic 
and inherent qualities as a hunting dog 
remained unchanged. This was the 
Magyar Vizsla, one of the oldest hunt- 
ing breeds. 

Despite the fact that his qualities 
were widely known, it is only since 
World War II that an effort has been 
made to bring him to this country and 
adapt him to our kinds of hunting. He’s 
about the same size as other shorthair 
pointers and has a rich yellow or yel- 
lowish-brown coat. Much of his an- 
cestral hound instinct has stayed with 
him, for he trails ground scent head- 
low and works body scent 
head-high. 

One might say: ‘Why a 
foreign dog? Haven’t we any 
good ones of our own?” We 
have, but the conditions 
which made them the hunter’s 
choice have changed mark- 
edly in the last 15 years. To- 
day most American sports- 
men are encountering much 
the same problems as the 
continental gunner has for 
generations. 


this same average gunner wants to hunt 
several kinds of game. Many hunters 
ask for a dog that will help them get 
pheasants, rabbits, and squirrels, and 
also retrieve ducks. There are such 
dogs but they must have the instinct to 
hunt multiple game and be trained 
accordingly. 

The coming of the ringneck pheasant 
and the restriction of hunting areas are 
mainly responsible for the growing 
popularity of flush dogs like the 
springers and retrievers and the closer- 
ranging pointers like the Brittany, Ger- 
man shorthair, and Weimaraner. This 
is where the Magyar Vizsla comes in. 

This dog was started by the Magyar 
tribes who were once the ruling element 
of Hungary. If they weren’t hunting 


for new lands and the heads of their 
enemies, chances are they were hunting 
some of the vast variety of game that 
ranged their native land. 


ike other continental sportsmen, the 
Magyars expected their dogs to take 
game as it came, regardless of char- 
acter or size. The same is true today. 
Much of Europe can hunt the year 
around on some kind of game, but few 
Europeans can afford to own a number 
of dogs. 

Vizslas are at home in extremes of 
climate. If you think it gets hot in Cali- 
fornia’s Death Valley, try a summer 
day behind a dog in the wheat, corn, or 
clover fields of Hungary. And _ the

your fingers, exposing the whitish-yel- 
low, dark-headed larva that eventually 
becomes the mothlike caddis fly or sedge. 

Though trout go for caddis worms 
throughout the season, many anglers 
are unacquainted with them. They’ve 
noticed the remains of caddis cases in 
the stomachs of trout they’re clean- 
ing but are stumped about how they 
got there. The simple answer is that 
trout usually swallow case and all. 
That’s why a peeled caddis worm is toa 
trout as tempting as oysters on the 
half shell to a food-conscious fisherman. 

(A word of caution: New York state 
has this year come up with a compli- 
cated law that makes it illegal to collect 
aquatic insects on trout waters. Look 
into it before you fish there.) 

Caddis worms, which are known in 
some areas as caddis creepers, case- 
worms, stick bait, or stick worms, are 
one of the easiest baits to carry. They'll 
remain alive several days if packed in 
a perforated tin containing damp moss 

leaves. Unused worms can be kept 
for the next trip. 

How to hook them? You have a 
choice of several methods. You can 
thread them over the bend of the hook 
—preferably a fine-wire, short-shank 
No. 12 or 14—or you can impale one or 
more through the head. The threaded 
caddis worm endures rougher handling, 
but several impaled on the same hook 
make a more appealing bait. Wiggling, 
head-hooked caddis worms are often the 
downfall of the bottom-feeding lunkers. 

Fish your bait so that it appears 
natural. That demands a free-tumbling, 
bottom-hugging caddis worm. If you

| Early this year car driven by 


Bend, Oreg., man, killed two adult 
buck antelope, six yearlings, 10 mature 
does, near Millican, that state. All 10 


| mature does were carrying young, six 


of them had twins. Driver said critters 
ran into road ahead of car... Kills 
attacking cougar with hatchet. Gerald 
Walters, Port Alice, Vancouver Island, 
B.C., while cutting wood last winter was 
jumped by cougar that pinned him to 
ground. R. H. Richmond heard Wal- 
ters’ cries for help, hit cougar on head 
with hatchet with repeated blows, killed 
it. Walters taken to hospital. 


Big tabby gone wild. Warren Berger, 
operating pheasantry, Fishing Creek 
Valley, Dauphin County, Pa., learned 
that some predator was eating up his 
profits. After three years finally found 
domestic cat in pen, slammed door on 
it. Cat was as fierce as bobcat. When 
killed was found to weigh 28 lb., and 
measure 42 in. long. Had lived in wild 
state .. . Exotic Arkansas deer. Hans 
Palmgren, Hot Springs, Ark., last sea- 
son killed near that place European 
fallow deer, weight 170 lb. This species 
has palmated antlers, like moose. Ori- 
gin of specimen unknown. 

Wolf brings down plane. Last Jan- 
uary Jack Burgess, Richard Lilya, Air 
Force veterans, flew small plane low 
over lake, northern Minnesota, after 
spotting two wolves on ice. One wolf 
jumped at plane, hit ski, causing plane 
to crash. Wolf killed. Two fliers unin- 
jured, later found by rescue party. 

Many Alaska moose killed by trains. 
Last New Year’s Eve train on Alaska 
Railroad ploughed into large moose 
herd, killed 17 at one blow. Moose pre- 
fer ploughed tracks to deep snow, all 
efforts to frighten ’em away fail. As 
many as 20 killed by trains one week 

. Techniecality riles sportsmen, con- 
servation officials. Judge C. C. Cravath, 
Laguna Beach, Calif., fined man 2 cents 
for taking 10 abalone over legal limit of 
five. His reason—game wardens had 
used binoculars to get evidence. Seth 
Gordon, heading Department of Fish 
and Game, quoted as saying judiciary 
is making light of serious problem of 


law enforcement which legislators put 
into the books. ‘Therefore it would 
seem that the judiciary is making light 
of the legislators.” 

Champ coon trappers. Glen Gamble, 
John Mead, Joe Kukal, Fair Play, Mo., 
bagged 115 raccoons last season, Larg- 
est coon weighed 24 lb. ... Fish use sun 
as compass. Arthur D. Hasler, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin scientist, who found 
that fish smell their way from sea to 
home waters, now has discovered evi- 
dence that fish, like birds, bees, and ants, 
use sun as navigational aid. 

No pooch but a pinch. Conservation 
Officer Verne Fullerton found two 
Luther, Mich., men last February with 
rifle in car, Said they were looking for 
dog lost while hunting rabbits. Officer 
heard noise in car trunk, questioned 
men, who told him noise came from their 
other dog. Opening trunk officer found 
deer with broken back, still living. 
Result——-pinch, fines, confiscated rifle. 


Gray squirrels British pest. Imported 
from United States to Britain in 1890 
and then released, gray squirrels in- 
creased by leaps and bounds, did much 
damage. Now bounty of two shillings, 
plus free cartridges, has resulted in 
killing of more than one million grays 
during last two years. 

Wild geese start fire. Pennsylvania 
Game Protector E. J. Fasching reported 
fox frightened four wild geese in corn 
field. Geese, flying upward, struck 
power line, line fell, electrocuting birds, 
starting 25-acre fire ... Deer hunter’s 
living rock. Charles Stringer Jr., deer 
hunting Butler County, Pa., last season, 
running to head off several deer, jumped 
over what he thought was a large rock. 
As he jumped “rock”’ raised. It was a 
doe deer which struck him on feet, sent 
him and gun flying. 

Big-game bags. New Jersey had rec- 
ord deer kill of 6,482 last season. New 
York's calculated take was 59,532 deer. 
St. Lawrence County with 2,106, and 
Sullivan with 2,902 led Adirondack and 
Catskill regions respectively. Colora- 
do’s deer kill was 70,040, elk 7,037, bear 
590, antelope 3,338, bighorns 43. Wash- 
ington hunters took 103 goats.

Quebec Brook Trout 


he best brook-trout fishing in Que- 

bec comes with ice-out, on through 
May into early June, and then in late 
August and through September. Dur- 
ing those periods fly fishing is most re- 
warding, with streamers and spinners 
also working well. Hot weather calls 
for trolling and casting with small 
spoons and spinners. Quebec trout are 
partial to flies and spinners of red-and- 
gold-patterns. 

Laurentides Park on: Talbot Boule- 
vard, about 50 miles north of Quebec 
city, is for fly fishing only—no trolling, 
bait casting, minnows, worms, etc. 
allowed. The daily creel limit is to be 
had easily even in hot weather. Com- 
pletely government controlled, the Park 
provides accommodations ranging from 
tent sites through housekeeping cot- 
tages to cabins-with-meals and hotel 
rooms. Rates run from $4.50 per day 
per person without meals, to an average 
of $8 to $14 per day per person for 
American-plan service, and a top of 
$21 per person per day with meals. 
Boats may be obtained at some of the 
outcamps. Write to Laurentides Park 
Office, Room 117-E, Parliament Build- 
ings, Quebec, P.Q., Canada, for infor- 
mation, reservations, and rates for the 
more than a score of locations avail- 
able. 

Gaspesian Park in the interior of the 
Gaspé Peninsula provides fine trout 
fishing in a score of lakes and streams. 
Guides are available, and the daily fish- 
ing fee of $2 includes boat rental. The 
accommodations are all government 
owned, and range from tenting privi- 
leges at 50 cents a day per group 
plus $1 a day tent rental if desired— 
to housekeeping cabins and established 
lodges and inns on the American plan. 
Rates run from about $4 per day per 
person for housekeeping cottages, to 
$10 per day per person on the American 
plan. For details and reservations write 
the Gaspesian Park Office, Gaspé, P.Q., 
Canada, or the Provincial Park Branch, 
Fish and Game Department, Room 
E-116, Parliament Buildings, Quebec, 
P.Q., Canada. 

The St. Maurice River Valley, extend- 
ing north from Trois Rivieres, has good 
brook-trout lakes, including the 
fabulous Lake Sassamaskin. They are 
accessible by road, portage, or plane 
from La Tuque, Grand’mere, or Shaw- 
inigan Falls. There are American-plan 
accommodations, also housekeeping 
cabins in some locations. There are rail- 
way connections. 

The Mont Tremblant area in the 
Laurentian Mountains, 90 miles north- 
east of Montreal, has choice fishing 
spots reached by seaplane from Wheeler 
Airlines base at St. Jovite.

Lochalsh Fishing 


abatonguishi Lake is located in the 

2,200-square-mile Chapleau Game 
Reserve in northern Ontario. Fed by a 
number of tributary lakes and streams, 
the lake gives good wall-eye, northern 
pike, and speckled trout fishing. It is 
not accessible by highway, but Lochalsh, 
the entry point, is on the main trans- 
continental line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

Godin Creek, a tributary, drains a 
chain of good wall-eye lakes, most of 
them accessible by portage, and 
seldom fished. Coran’s Creek, another 
tributary, is a good speckled trout 
stream, and gives access to a group of 
lakes at its headwaters which yield big- 
ger trout. Red Lake and Trout Lake 
have brook trout of good average size 
and sometimes specimens up to 5 Ib. 
are taken. 

In the same region are Goudreau, 
Maskinonge, and other lakes with wall- 
eyes and northern pike usually larger 
than those in Wabatonguishi. The area 
south of the game reserve gets a good 
stock of moose and bear, the overflow 
of the reserve. A sportsmen’s camp lo- 
cated near Lochalsh gives accommoda- 
tions.

must use sinkers to keep the bait near 
bottom, place them about 18 inches 
from the hook. 

As for casting, remember you are 
dealing with a soft bait. The spinning 
enthusiast will find it an ideal bait to 
work with, but the fly-rod fisherman 
must remember to handle it gently 
without a backcast. Use a side-arm 
cast, swinging the rod tip from behind 
as smoothly as possible. 

After the cast, watch your line where 
it enters the water. It’s your only 
signal to what’s going on beneath the 
surface. When it pauses, hesitates, or 
twitches in its downward sweep, set the 
hook. If you’re fishing a deep pool 
and your line is bellied, remember to 
overcome the slack with a harder 
strike. Many times you'll be snagged, 
but the times you’re hooked into a 
bottom-feeding trophy, a trout that has 
lazily quaffed what he thought to be 
one on the house, will amply repay you 
for the loss of some of your terminal 
tackie. 

The next time your spinning lures or 
flies fail, don’t knock yourself out by 
trying to find the correct lure. It’s all 
right, of course, if you have enough 
time and artificials to keep changing 
until you finally locate one the trout 
want. But who has the time? Most of 
us have to take our fishing when we can. 

I, for one, consider fishing another 
word for fun. If the trout want meat 
and potatoes, I start scrounging the 
stream for caddis worms, the hidden 
treasures that restore the vital pleasure 
of catching fish. THE END

white dog hit the creek, followed by
